WAR SHIPS ORDERED NORTH 


ENGLAND WILL HAVE A FLEET 
IN BERING SIA, 


THE LONDON PAPERS ACCUSE PRESIDENT 
HARRISON OF USING THE CONTRO- 
VERSY FOR ELECTION PURPOSES— 
EXCITEMENT GROWING IN ENGLAND. 


LonpDon, March 24.—A dispatch from Victoria, 
B. C., to Reuter’s Telegram Company says it is 
reported there that Rear Admiral C. F, Hotham, 
c. B., Commander in Chief on the British Pa- 
cific station, has sent a cable dispatch to Esqui- 
malt that the war ships Melpomene, Champion, 
and Warspite have started for Esquimalt, and 
that they will reach there on May 1, two months 
earlier than the time previously arranged for 
their arrival. 

It is customary for the war ships to seek 
higher latitudes as the Summer approaches, but 
heretofore the vessels on the southern station 
have not headed northward until considerably 
later in the season. It was originally intended 
that the Champion should remain in Chilean 
waters, where she has been doing duty for some 
time past, but by these latest arrangements she 
will, after arrival at Esquimalt, be at once Gis- 
patched to Bering Sea. 

The Melpomene has also been on the Chilean 
station. The flagship, with Rear Admiral,Ho- 
tham on board, was at last reports at Santa Bar- 
bara. This sudden change in the disposition of 
the ships has caused no little comment, and is 
taken to indicate a serious phase in the Bering 
Sea dispute. 

Commenting on President Harrison’s reply to 
Lord Salisbury’s last note in regard to the 
request of the United States for the re-establish- 
meut of a modus vivendi between the United 
States and Great Britain in regard to the 

Bering Sea question pending arbitration of 

the claims of the United States, the 
St. James’s Gazette to-day says that the 
dispute is clearly becoming critical. It looks as 
though no agreement would be made pending 
arbitration. With the British and American 
squadrons face to face, it 1s impossible not to feel 
anxiety as to what might happen if acouple of 
naval officers in a remote sea should lose their 
heads or their tempers. 

The Gazette adds: “Weare not going to war 
with the United States, or, rather, the United 
States are not going to war with us, over the 
seals, but it must be confessed that diplomacy 
so far has only succeeded in getting matters in 
an uncomfortable and alarming position.” 

The Pall Mali Gazetie says: ‘‘ President Har- 
rison is again riding his high horse, bound for 
the Presidential election. Arbitration being 
agreed upon, the only thing left was to come to 
loggerheads with Lord Salisbury over the course 
to be pursued during the arbitration. The differ- 
ences will, of course, be adjusted. They are 
worthy of notice only as another instance of the 
posing of the President prior to the election.” 

The Globe says: ** The latest tidings would ex- 
cite alarm if it were not known that President 
Harrison’s blueter is nothing more than an olec- 
tion appeal to the class of electors who love to 
soe Great Britain insulted. The presence of a 
British squadron in Bering Sea will insure that, 
if President Harrison fulfills his threat of using 
military furce, England will not want the means 
toreturn a sufficient Roland for his Oliver. 
Happily, however, there is not the slightest 
chance of matters coming to that stern issue.” 

LONDON, March 25.—The Duily News says: 
“Yhere is much force in Mr. Whar- 
ton’s objection that damages are unrecov- 
erable from individuals. Cannot Lord Salis- 
bury pledge our credit for any fine 
imposed? If America objects, she might be in- 
vited to put it the other way by pledging her- 
self to pay for the luxury of the prohibition 
against British sealers if the arbitration goes 
against her.” 

The Times says: “The possibility of further 
complications with America over the Bering 
Sea question is causing uneasiness among mem- 
bers of the House of Commons who have 
special knowledge of American Affairs. 
Private information has been received 
to the effect that the American Senate and 
President are in an uncompromising frame of 
mind, and are determined to accept none of the 
alternatives which Lord Salisbury proposes. If 
the modus vivendi is not restored it is believed 
America will hurry men-of-war to Bering Sea 
and swoop off Canadian sealers.” 

WASHINGTON, March 24.—The United States 
steamship Adams was put in commission at 
Mare Island, California, to-day and will be 
sent to Bering Sea to assist the revenue 
vessels in patrolling those ; waters. The United 
States Steamship Ravger, which will be em- 


ployed in the same service, will be put in 
commission at Mare Island in a few weeks. 


The Warspite, one of the three British vessels 
ordered to Bering Sea, is the flagship of the 
British Pacitic squadron, and, according to 


English uaval nomenclature, belongs to the 
Impérieuse class of partially armored cruisers. 


She has a displacement of 8,400 tons and 10,000 
indicated horse etn Her maximum speed is 
placed at 16.75 knots per hour. She wus com- 
pleted in 1886, and on her trial trip developed 
with natural draught a speed of 1542 knots ona 
consumption of 2.69 pounds of coal each hour 
per horse power. Her bunker capacity is 1,130 
tons of cual, and her radius of action at a ten- 
knot speed is 7,000 miles. She is fitted with a 
powertal ram bow, has a steel protective deck, 
upd is Incased in a belt of compound armor 139 
foet in length on the water line, 8 feet in width, 
and lv inches thick. ; 

As the vessel is over 315 feetin length, itis 
apparent that much of her huil is left unpro- 
tected. Criticising the capabilities of this ves- 
sel and her sister ship, the linperieuse, Sir E. J. 
Reed, the late Constructor of the British Navy, 
says: 

* Here are two ships which are expressly built to 
chase and capture our eneniies in distant seas, Which 
cannot ve expected always by their mere appearance 
to frig@ten the enemy into submission, and must be 
presumed sometimes to encounter a lighting foe, or 
at least to be tired at a few times by the stern guns 
vf a vesse! that is running away, and yet some 
eighty or nittety feet of the bows of these ships and 
as much of their sternus are deliberately deprived of 
tue protection of armor, so that avy shell irom any 
gun may pierce them.” 

The Warspite’s offensive power consists of 
four 2Z-ton breech-loading rities, six 6-inch 
rifles, eight rapid-fire, and ten machine guns. 
She is fitted with two torpedo tubes, aud has 
jour carriages tor launching Whitehead tor- 
pedoes. 

fhe Melpomene is a twin-screw unarmored 
erniser of 2,95U tons, credited with a speed of 
1y.75 knots per hour, She has a coal cupacity 
which cuables her to steam 4,000 miles at the 
rate of teu knots per hour, Her main battery 
consists of 8x six-inch breechloading rifles, ten 
rapid-tire, aud three machine xuns. 

The Chasspion is an unarmored cruiser of the 
third class. She is built of steel, has a tonnage 
of 2,380 tons, and a speed of thirteen knots per 
hour. Her radius of action is limited to 3,540 
miles When steaming at a rate of ten knote per 
hour. er battery, however, is very heavy for 
a vessel of her class. The main armament con- 
sists of four six-inch and eightfive-inch breech- 
loading rifles. In the secondary battery are 
tourrapid-tire aud six machine guns. 

Tue United States baval ships in the Pacific 
which could soon be sent to Bering Sea are the 
lagship San Franejsco, the Baltimore, Charles- 
ton, Boston, Yorktown, Mohican, and Nipsic. In 
point of speed the Baltimore is superior to the 
Warspite. Against the latter’s four nine-inch 
guns sbe can place four eightinch high- 
powered breech-loading rifles. The two vessels 
carry equal pumbers of me pene eg and can 

onsidered as very evenly ma . 
bene Ban F wancisce, with her battery of twelve 
high-powered six-inch guns, ana speed of over 
twenty knots, is more than @ match for the 
Champiov, while the Melpomene is fairly offset 
by the Yorktown, The batteries of these two 
last-named vessels are almost identical. The

WARL425E AND PACIFIC VIEWS. 

OrraWa, March 24.—The Evening Journal, 
(Ind.,) discussing the Bering Sea situation, de- 
ascribes {t as very grave aud says editorially: 


“If the dispatehes from Washington are to be 
trusted, there is real danger of very serious 
trouble between Great Britain and the United 
Btates. President Harrison is apparently as-

gard to consequences, In this he is supported 
y nine-tenths of the United States press. One 
cannot contemplate without shrinking the pus- 
sibility of a war between the two most power- 
tul and determined nations of the world, par- 
ticularly when the brunt of the war must fall 
on ourselves. 

“If Canadians have to take their share in a 
struggle so threatening to themselves they will 
do so fearlessly, but there is meanwhile no 
courage in disregarding or belittling the danger 
that threatens. Many good poople talk of the 
Improbability of ‘ two such enlightened nations,’ 
‘allied by ties of blood,’ coming to battle. If 
these saw the utterances day by day of many of 
the most influential and best American papers, 
they would be much less confident of the surety 
of the oxisting peace.” 


MONTREAL, Quebec, March 24—The Star 
prints the following special cable: ‘‘ The excite- 
ment at Washington regarding the Bering Sea 
matter has not spread here. The papers and 
officials discredit the idea that the two 
friendly powers could come to blows over such 
an affair when so near peaceful arbitration. 
They can only suggest the exigencies of inter- 
national politics as the cause of the bellicose 
tone of the people at Washington.” 


BELLIGERENCY IN THE SENATE. 


DISCUSSING THE ARBITRATION TREATY 
BEHIND CLOSED DOORS. 


WASHINGTON, March 24.—At last the public 
may know the exact phraseology of the corre- 
spondence which has passed between Lord 
Salisbury and President Harrison since March 
2 on the subject of the renewal of the modus 
vivendi which prevailed last year in the Bering 
Sea. To-day the injunction of secrecy, which 
has kept the cerrespondence olosely veiled from 
the public view, was removed. 

Five days have elapsea since Lord Salisbury’s 
reply to the President's proposal that the modus 
vivendi be renewed was received and the peo- 
ple, who are naturally vitally interested in the 
matter, have been obliged to rely upon in- 
formation gathered at second hand and which 
was liable to be inacurate. Happily, the reports 
furnished by the leading newspapers concorn- 
ing the correspondence have been in the main 
correct, a8 will be seen by a perusal of the cer- 
tifled copy. Despite the efforts of Senator Sher- 
mman and a few other members of the Senate, 
the public has been kept well informed of the 


proceedings, which have been conducted behind 
closed doors since the Bering Sea difficulty first 
became prominent. 

To-day’s session of the upper house has been 
marked by an action which is entirely in 
keeping with the performance of the gentlemen 
who believe in keeping the public misinformed 
on this all-important question. An executive 
session was ordered at the end of the morning 
hour, and the galleries were cleared, 
as usual. The veteran Capt. Bassett. 
Executive Clerk Young, and one or 
two other supposedly-trusted attendants 
who have always been permitted to remain in- 
side during secret meetings, did not go out. 
Judge of their surprise when they were politely 
requested to leave thechamber also. Capt. Bas- 
sett could not find words to express his feelings. 
For the first time in a service extending over 
sixty years his integrity was thus shown to 
be questioned by the Senate. The other ban- 
ished employes felt their disgrace keenly. 
Probably no person connected with the Senate 
is as non-communicative as Capt. Bassett. Cer- 
tainly no outsider has ever entertained tne be- 
lief that any of tho clerks barred from the 
chamber to-day revealed the secrets of the ex- 
ecutive sessions. 

Secretary McCook was the only man not a 
Senator who was permitted to be present at to- 
day’s proceedings. For once the Senate was 
determined that its secrets should not be made 
publio if it could help itself. So it dispensed 
with the services of the men who have the very 
best of reasons for not betraying their em- 
ployers. A more foolish proceeding it would 
be difficult to imagine. For an hour 
after the doors were closed the talk 
was about the necessity of withholding from 
the press the news of the session. Senator 
Sherman read the riot actto his colleagues 
again. and the ancient “ bluff” that the Senator 
who had divulged star chamber proceedings 
was known was brought forward once more. 
The Senators were all but required to swear 
that they would not say a word to.a soul about 
the proceedings before the work. of the hour 
was taken up, 

Yesterday a resolution, or proviso, to the 
effect that the arbitration treaty should not be 
ratified except upon the guarantees by Great 
Britain that the modus vivendi should be re- 
newed was offered, and after a warm debate 
referred to the Committee on Foreign Relations. 
Senator Sherman was opposed to itand it was 
known that the Presiient was not in favor 
of it, but the opponents of the treaty, led by 
Senator Teller, (Rep., Col.,) were strong enoug 
to place itin the hands of the committee. To- 
day it was reported back favorably, it is said, 
Senator Sherman peetosing the report with the 
remark that he thought the proviso a bad one 
to insist upon at this time, as its only effect, in 
his opinion, would be to complicate an already 
unpleasant situation. 

On the strength of this report, which appar- 
ently indicated that Mr. Sherman had been 
overruled by his committee associates, a debate 
took place which followed closely the lines of 
the preceding ones on the general subject of 
the Bering Sea matter. The Southern Senators 
soon made it apparent that they were for pro- 
tecting the seals, even if war with Great 
Britain were the outcome. Some very warm 
speeches were made by Senators who ordinari- 
ly do not impress beholders with the idea that 
they are fire-eaters. The President’s reply to 
Salisbury was frequently alluded to, and there 
was no jack of praise for the firmness he had 
displayed. His expression, “The modus 
of last year is the least that this 
Government can scoept,” met with great favor 
from Mr. Jeller and those who believe that a 
treaty without a modus at this particular time 
would be the extreme of folly. Senator Frye 
(Rep., Me.,) indulged in one of his characteristic 
speeches in which the idea of retaliation upon 
Canada was again brought to the front. 

It was evident to Mr. Sherman that the oppo- 
nents of the treaty had been making headway 
in the last twenty-four hours. There was visi- 
ble a decided feeling thatratitication now, with- 
out an understanding that the property in 
question should be protected during the pro- 
ceedings of the Buard of Arbitration, would be 
an ae rg ey 2 move. 

While the Senators were deep in the debate a 
communication was received from the Presi- 
dent, itis asserted, giving information of a dis- 
patch he had received from a United States na- 
val attaché in London, thata tieet of British 
war vessels had bcen ordered from the South 
Pacific and China Stations for service in Bering 
Sea this Summer. It is also said to-night on 
good authority that the President has been 
given by the Russian Minister assurances that 
the Russian Government will co-operate with 
this Government in the matter of protecting 
seal lifein Bering Sea. The Russian Minister 
is credited with the assertion that his Govern- 
ment would add four men-of-war to thie fleet of 
six iron-clads now at Viladivostock. 

Those Senators who favor the position the 
President has assumed in the correspondence 
with Lord Salisbury found much to stiifeu their 
backbone when they learned that there was 
a strong probability that Russia would be 
found on the side of the United States 
in the event of hostilities growing out of the 
question of protecting the few seals remain- 
ing in Bering Sea. After remaining be- 
hind closed doors four hours the Sena- 
tors finally talked thometlves out and 
adjourned. Before separating they decided 
that the correspondence was sufliciently 
seasoned to warrant being made public, and the 
restriction was therefore removed. The final 
disposition of the treaty with the proviso which 
now is attached to it was left for future settle- 
meout,

NORTH DAKOTA DEMOCRATS. 


THE CONVENTION HELD YESTERDAY AT 
GRAND FORKS, 


GRAND Forks, N. D., March 24.—The Demo- 
cratic State Convention, called to elect six 
delegates to represent North Dakota in the 
National Democratic Convention, convened this 
morning at the Opera House in Grand Forks 
and was called to order by Acting Chairman An- 
drew Blewitt of Stutsman, who stated that the 
committee would name the Hon. John Burke of 
Rolla as temporary Chairman of the convention. 

Judge Bangs of Grand Forks denounced this 
as undemocraticand nominated E. W. Conney 
of Pembina. The vote by counties resulted in 
the election of Burke—yeas, 113; nays, 79. 

The election was made unanimous, and upon 
being escorted to the stage Burke briefly thanked 
the convention for recognizing the young 
Democracy of the State. 

Committees on Credentials and Resolutions 
were appointed, and the temporary organization 


was made permanent. A motion that each 
judicial district be accorded one delegate, six in 
all, and one alternate, elicited a warm and 
lively discussion. The motion was carried—yeas, 
123; nays, 62. The following delegates and 
alternates wero elected: 

First District—The Hon, W. N. Roach, Grand 
Forks, who will head the delegation. 

Second District—J. F. O’Brien, Devil’s Lake; 
alternate, Col. E. J. Ely. 

Third District—E, E. Cole, Fargo; alternate, 
Budd Reeve. 

Fourth District—W. E. Purcell, Richland; al- 
ternate, J. H. Bjorenson. 

Fifth District—Andrew Blewitt, Stutsman; 
Alternate, F. M. Kinter. 

Sixth District—J. E. Campbell, Morton; alter- 
Bate, Joseph Hare. 

There will be a contest in the Third, Fifth, 
and Sixth Districts. 

A resolution was carried asking the delegates 
to vote for Cleveland as long as there was @ 
chance for his nomination. 

Resolved, That the Democracy of North Dakota, in 
convention assembled, declares its fealty to the 
pin Ky the principles of its founders and most 

eartily indorses and reaffirms the platform of the 
Demorratic Party as laid down at the St. Lonis Con- 
vention in 1888. The party of North Dakota takes 
occasion to express its udmiration for the honest and 
courageous tight being made by the present Con- 
gress against taritt laws as enunciated by the Re- 
publican Party, which Democrats believe to be sub- 
versive to liberty and cruelly injurious to the 
agricultural iuterests of the country, inasmuch as 
it has never added one penny to the wages of work- 
ingmen, but has provedan unnecessary tax upon 
the raw materials of many important enterprises 
and added materially and unnecessarily to the cost 
of the necessities of life.

REPORTS OF A DEAL FOR A TRANSCON- 
TINENTAL LINE. 


CHICAGO, March 24.—The incorporation of the 
Sioux City, Chicago and Baltimore Railroad 
Company appears to be of much importance. 
It contemplates the joining of interests between 
the Baltimore and Ohio and the Great Northern 
Railway, and the object is to form another. 
through line from the Atlantic to the Pacific 
coast. 

In addition, to the local roads to be built by 
the new company in Iowa, it is said that a 
line will be built from Sioux City east to 


a connection with the Chicago, St. Paul 
and Kansas City Road, which is soon 
to be reorganized as the Chicago Great Western 
Railway Company at Hampton, Iowa. This 
would make an air line from sioux City to Chi- 
cago of 480 miles,against 515 miles by theshort- 
est line now in existence between the two 
points. 

It would appear from this that Mr. Stickney, 
or rather the Chicago Great Western Railway 
Company, proposes to join hands with the Bal- 
timore and Ohio and the Great Northeru, and 
form the connecting link between these 
two roads. The Great Northern has a 
controlling interest in the old Pacific Short 
Line, which nowruns from Sioux City west to 
O'Neill, Neb., aud will probably in the near fut- 
ure be extended to Ogden, Utah, the surveys for 
the extension having already been made. 

3ut the Great Northern has another line 
which is already completed to Spokane Falls, 
and will be soon opened through to the Pa- 
cifie coast in Washington, which will give the 
amt through line from the Atiantic to the 
acitic. 





THEIR CONTEMPT FOR GOV. ABBETT. 

OXrorRD, N. J., March 24.—Tho workingmen 
of this busy mining region have just shown 
their contempt for Gov. Abbett and State Sen- 
ator Cornish in a marked way. ‘They had asked 
for the passage of a bill compelling the com- 
panies to pay them twice a month. The bill was 


introduced, but on its way through the Senate 
it was intercepted by a substitute, which failed 
of passage. The workingmen declare that the 
substitute was devised with a view to defeat, by 
delay, the passage of any bill giving them relief, 
and they openly accuse Cornish and Abbett of 
having played them double. 

The Governor was suspected of duplicity in 
connection with the semi-monthbly pay, and a 
night or two ago the men went to the rooms in 
which a Democratic club had hung portraits of 
the Governor and their Senator, took the por- 
traits from the wall, tore them into bits, and 
stamped the fragments under their feet. 





FINDING OF A BURIED OITY. 

Puantx, Arizona, March 24.—A party of 
Mexican laborers while digging in the extension 
of the Santa Cruz Canal came upon what is be- 
lieved to be an old Aztec city. They struck the 
first ruin in cutting through the desert about 
twenty feet below the surface, where it had 
doubtless been covered up by sandstorms, 
Everything about the old building had been 
wonderfully preserved owing to the alkali in the 
sand. The first building disclosed consisted of 
a triangular structure about 300 feetin length 
and 200 in width. Theroof had caved in, but 
the wooden pieces by which it was held together 
were sound. They were pulled out of the old 
wall, and are on exhibition at Tucson. In the 
building was a stone troughin sections, held 
together with cement. There were eighteen 
bodies in the building, all of them of medium 
size, and their flesh was mummitied,

NOW LET MAYNARD SQUIRM 


INVESTIGATION PROMISED BY THE 
LEGISLATURE. 


THE EVIDENCE IN HIS CASE TO BE 8UB- 
MITTED TO THE SENATE AND ASSEM- 
BLY JUDICIARY COMMITTEKS~MANY 
WITNESSES TO BE SUBPC:NAED. 


ALBANY, March 24.—Contrary to general ex- 
pectation, the Legislature to-day took steps to 
investigate the charges and allegations made 
by the Bar Association of the City of New-York 
against Isaac H. Maynard, Judge of the Court 
of Appeals by the grace of Roswell P. Flower, 
David B. Hill, and the Democratic Senate. 

Two months ago the Senate voted down a res- 


olution introduced in perfect good faith by 


Senator Saxton (Rep., Wayne,) for this same 
purpose, the investigation to be conducted by 
the Judiciary Committee of the Senate. Last 
evening the legislative leaders were opposed to 
recognizing the petition and charges of the Bar 
Association, but a change came over their 
minds by night. 

This morning Senator O’Connor 
Broome,) offered the following resolution: 

Whereas, Certain testimony given in the contempt 
proceedings recently instituted against Sturm 
ainans, County Clerk of Dutchess County, before 
Mr. Justice Cullen of the Supreme Court, is to the 
otfect that in December last Isauc H. Maynard, then 
a Deputy Attorney General of this State, took from 
the Controller's office, without any authority, a cer- 
titled copy of the true statement of the Dutchess 
County Board of Canvassers, which statement was 
at the time inclosed in a sealed envelupe addressed 
to said Controller, and which certified, among other 
things, the correct result of the vote tor Senator in 
said County of Dutchess; and 

Whereas, The said statement was made by said 
County Board of Canvassers and mailed to the Con- 
troller by the County Clerk of said county in obedi- 
ence to an order of the Supreme Court and pursuant 
to the requirements of law, and was at the time it 
was alleged to have been taken by Isaac H. Maynard 
as aforesaid a public record of this State, all of 
which more fully appears by the letter of the said 
Maynard, dated Albany, arch 16, 1892, and ad- 
dressed to the Hon. Robert Earl, Chief Judge of the 
Court of Appeals, andto the Hon. David L. Follett, 
Chief Judge of the Second Division; and, 

Whereas, All the facts and circumstances relating 
to said matter have been fully investigated by a 
committee appointed by the Bar Association of the 
City of New-York for that purpose, which commit- 
tee unanimously agreed upon a report which was 
adopted by said assuciation; and 

Whereas, Itis alleged that the act of taking said 
statement from the Controller's office by said Isaac 
H. Maynard was in violation of a penal statute, and 
resulted in the State Board of Canvassers granting 
@ certificate of election to a person not entitled to the 
saine, thereby depriving the people of the Fifteenth 
Senatorial Diatrict of their righttul representative in 
the state Senate; aud 

Whereas, The said Isaac H, Maynard has since 
been appointed ? the Governor a Judge of the Court 
of Appeals, and it is believed by hundreds of thou- 
sands of our cilizens that his appointmentto said 
otiice was in the nature of a reward for his wrongful 
and unlawful actin taking said statementfrom the 
hands of its proper custodian; aua 

Whereas, While the said [saac H. Maynard con- 
tinues a member of said court with such charges 
pending against him, its decisions will be looked upon 
with grave suspicion and its usefulness greatly 
impaired; therefore 

esvlved, That the whole matter be referred to the 
Senate Judiciary Committee, with instructions to 
speedily investigate the same and report to the Sen- 
ate as s00D as practical the evidence and facts dis- 
closed by said investigation, together wiih its opin- 
ion whether said Isaac H. Maynard has done any 
act which requires his remoual from the oilice of 
Judge of the Court of Appeals pnrsuant to Section 17 
of Article VI. of the State Constitution. 


Senator Cantor (Dem., New-York,) promptly 
moved that the resolution be laid upon the 
table, which was carried by a strict party vote— 
16 to 13. 

Senator Cantor then offered the following 
resolution, which was accompanied by the re- 
port of the New-York Bar Association and by a 
copy of Judge Maynard’s letter to Judge Earl, 
Chief Justice of the Court of Appeals: 

Resoived, That the subject matter contained in the 
foregoing documents be referred to the Committee 
on Judiciary; and be it further 

Resolved, if the Assembiy concur, That the Ju- 
diciary Committee of the Senate and Assembly be 
and they are hereby authorized and directed to 
make immediate investigation of the statements and 
allegations contained tuerein, with power to send 
fur persons aud papers, and report their conclusions 
thereon with all conveniont speed. 

**How does your resolution differ with mine?” 
asked Senator O’Connor. 

“ The Cantor resolution does not prej udge the 
case in the preamble,” responded Senator 
Roesch, (Dem., New-York.) The resolution was 
passed 16 to 13 on party lines. It was at once 


carried to the Assembly, and was adopted there 
without a dissenting vote. 

The two Judiciary Coimittees that will in- 
vestigate these charges are composed of the 
best lawyers in the two houses. The Senate 
committees consists of nine members: George 
I. Koeseh of New-York, Gen. Amasa J. Parker 
of Albany, Gen. Martin ‘. McMuahon of New- 
York, Jacob A. Cantor of New-York, Charles P. 
McClelland of Westchester, and Clarence E. 
Bloodgood of Greene, Democrats, and three Re- 
publicans, Charles T. Saxton of Wayne, Edinund 
U’Connor of Broome, and Joseph Mullin of Jef- 
ferson. 

The Assembly committee is neither so strong 
nor so representative as the Senate, but possesses 
good material. It consists of cleven members, 
seven Democrats and four Republicans: Will- 
iam Sulzer, New-York; Galen KH. Hitt, Albany; 
Jonn Cooney, Kings; Myer J. Stein, Now-York; 
Daniel Martin, New-York; P. J. Ryan, Onon- 
daga; Louis H. Hahlo, New-York, Democrats, 
and these Republicans: Gen. James W. Husted, 
Westchester; Nevada N. Stranahan, Oswego; 
William Kennedy, Onondaga, and Myron H. 
Clark, Erie. 

The joint committee will begin operations on 
Monday morning, in the Senate Chamber, at 10 
o'clock. Mr. Roesch, Chairman of the Senate 
committee will preside. Maynard himeelf will 
not be subpcenaet. He has been notified of the 
proposed action of the Senate by a letter which 
was sent to him to-night by Judge Roesch. 

The committee will treat him with marked de- 
ference, owing to the dignified position he holds. 
it he desires to take the stand the comimitice 
will extend to him every courtesy. On the 
other hand, should he preferto wrap Limself up 
in the dignity of his judicial ermine, the Dem- 
ocratic members will let him alone. 

Some of the Republican members are disposed 
to subpwna him. Maynard’s friends who are 
interested in tho investigation assert that the 
committee should at first obtain all the docu- 
mentary evidence in the cases, and to that end 
issue subpeenas to Judges Culicn, Edwards, 
Ingraham, and Barnard of the Supreme Court, 
who had the now famous Dutchess County case 
in some its phases at some time before them. 

But the Kepublicans believe that the only 
way thata clear aud just decision can be 
reached is by goiug to the bottom of the case, 
and taking evidence of witnesses who are con- 
versant with the now celebrated quad-marked 
ballots of Red Hook, and the rejected ballote at 
Fishkill, a labor that at this stage of the session 
can hardly be realized. 

If it is the purpose of the investigation to do 
the work thoroughly, etticiently, aud honestly, 
this course will have to be pursued. If the plan 
is merely to skim over the evidence and render 
a white-washing report, the plan of the Dem- 
ocrats to contine the investigation to the exam- 
ination of documentary evidence, and the 
questioning of the New-York,Bar Association 
committee may be understood. 

To render assurance doubly sure, the Re- 
publicans have prepared a list of witnesses to 
be subpeened, embracing such men as Col. 
George Bliss, who made @ gallant and un- 
selfish fight for the Republicans in the Dutchess 
district, and who deserves more credit for his 
efforts than he has yet reveived; Messrs. Wilkiu- 
son & Cossum, the RepuDlican counsel for the 
Republican contestants: Secretary of State 
Frank Rice, Controller Edward Weinple, ex-At- 
torney General Tabor, State Treasurer Dan- 
forth, and ex-8tate Surveyor John Bogart, com- 
posing the Board of State Canvassers; the 
messenger in the Controller's office who handed 
the returns to Maynard; Storm Emans, County 
Clerk of Dutchess, and his predecessor, whom 
David B. Hill removed; Theodore Hotfman, and 
eeveral of the Dutchess Board of Supervisors 
who made the false certificate. 

Of course it may not be uesessary to produce 
all these witnesses, but should the committee 
determine that it possesses the discretion to go 
tothe root of the matter, all these witnesses 
will be useful in arriving at the true facts and 
reaching a just decision. 

None of the members of the committee aro 
willing to hazard an opinion as to the probable 
duration of the investigation. Itis a busy time 
for the twenty members of the two committees, 
aud none of them cau weil be spared from their 
daily legislative duties with the Democratic 
majority so narrow and the date of final ad- 
journment 60 Dear. a 

The importance of the investigation will not 
justify the relegation of the committee's labors 
to asub-committee. With any degree of thor- 
oughness, the work cannot possibly be complet- 
ed before the date of final adjournment,

ABBETT AND THE COAL DEAL, 


NEW-JERSEY’S GOVBRNOR SEEKS TO 
POSE AS THE CONSUMERS’ FRIEND. 


The air of mystery with which Gov. Leon 
Abbett has chosen to envelop his attitude 
toward the recent Reading legislation at Tren- 
ton has naturally given rise to conjectures and 
various rumors. The chief theory that prevails 
among railroad men as well as politicians is 
that Abbett is sorely perplexed over the polit- 
ical aspectjof the matter. If he signs the bill 
legalizing the Reading coal combination, he 
will, of course, antagonize the powerful Penn- 
sylvania Railroad interest. If he vetoes the bill 
he will run counter to a strong sentiment in his 
State, as wellas antagonize a railroad interest 
that has grown to be aformidable and aggress- 
ive rival of the great Pennsylvania system. 

Of course, there is no expectation that Gov, 
Abbett wil] apend much time coneidering the 


actual merits of the question. He is a politician 
of the Hill machine type, and he surveys all 
ublic matters through political glasses. The 
eading deal bill puts Abbett in an embarrases- 
ing position. But he will try to make the best 
dicker that he can from a political standpoint. 

The story that Gov. Abbett is inclined to pose 
as the friend and protector of the poor coal con- 
sumer by insisting that the different companies 
in the Reading combination shall, as the price of 
his official approval, sign a stipulation not to in- 
crease the price of coal, is not outofkecping with 
Abbett’s characteristica. The story seems to 
have emanated from politicians simultaneously 
in Trenton andin Albany. Since the investiga- 
tion into the Reading deal by tne New-York 
Legislature was begun, henchmen of \the Hill 
imachine have been on the watch for “‘ the pollt- 
tics init.” Natural'y the same sentiments ani- 
mate the sordid hangers-on of the Abbett ma- 
ohine in New-Jersey, where Hillism is practiced 
with as much skill and energy as the Abbett 
men are capable of. 

It wasamatter of common report both in 
Albany and Trenton yesterday that Gov. Abbett 
had, sent word to Presideut MoLeod and his 
associates that unless the parties to the coal 
combination would sign a contract not to ad- 
vance the price of coal he would feel oon- 
= to veto the bill legalizing the combina- 

ion. 

This report was called to the attention of Gov. 
Abbett at his law ofhce in this city yesterday 
afternoon. With a flushed face and in an angry 
tone he exclaimed: “I will not permit THE 
NEw-YORK TIMES or any other paper to inter- 
view Ine ona matter upon which I am to take 
perencrf action. Whenl get ready to speak I will 
speak.’’ 

With this vebement assertion of his delicate 
sense Of official propriety Gov. Abbett took his 
ruiiled temper into the seclusion of his private 
otfice. When some of his political followers in 
New-Jersey were told of what he had said they 
laughed signiticantly and remarked that the 
= — ” was developing a new character- 

stic. 

Such of the officers of the Jersey Central and 
the Lehigh Valley Railroads as could be found 
yesterday had no official knowledge of Abbett’s 
alleged proposition. a could only surmise 
that there was somethingin it, but they were 
all agreed that President McLeod was the only 
man, aside from Gov. Abbett, who was in a posi- 
tion to give the facts to the public. 


TRENTON, March 24.—It is generally under- 
stood around the State House that, in case the 
Governor signs the bill legalizing the coal com- 


bine, it will be brought up in the courts on a ques- 
tion of its constitutionality. A new question 
will be raised, and it willbe the most unique 
constitutional question before the courts. There 
are doubts in the minds of many lawyers about 
the act of March 20, 1880, which gives the Gov- 
ernor power to hold a bill for thirty days after 
the adjournment before signing it. 

The Governor has heard of that point ever 
since he has been in office. When asked for an 
expression he politely declined to give one 
because he was an interested party. He re- 
ferred the matter to the Attorney General, and 
that oflicer, after reading the manual for sey- 
eral minutes, gave fout a typewritten opinion, 
which holds nothing in particular and only in- 
creases the suspicion that the bill is not con- 
stitutional. He says that the “ Constitution is 
silent as to when the Governor must approve a 
bilL” The custom in New-Jersey has always 
been considered asa sufficient construction of 
the Governor's power to enable him to sign a 
bill after adjournment of the Legislature, and 
the limitation to thirty days by the act has al- 
ways been considered a reasonable regulation 
of the custom. 

The Attorney General admits it is regulated 
by custom and not by law. Should the test be 
made and the law-of 1880 found to be unconsti- 
tutional, it would jeopardize much of the im- 
portant legislation of the last twelve years. It 
would affect the Werts liquor law, the ballot-re- 
form law, and the gerrymanders. 

Secretary of State Kelsey thinks the point 
Taised isa good one, but thinks that the Su- 
preme Court would not declare the law uncon- 
stitutional, for it would paralyze the State Gov- 
ernment aud work much mischief. The Supreme 
Court recently, in the Gloucester County road 
ease, admitted that the Road act was unconstl- 
tutional, but refused to set the law aside be- 
cause it would establish a precedent, and two- 
thirds of the criminals in the jails would be 
entitled to liberty because of similarerrors in 
many other laws. 





EMPEROR WILLIAM BETTER. 


REPORTED TO BE GAINING STRENGTH 
AT HUBERTUSSTOCK, 


BERLIN, March 24.—A dispatch from Huber- 
tusstock says Emperor William is rapidly pro- 
gressing toward recovery. 

The Emperor has sent to the city for his guns 
and has expressed his intention of going shoot- 
ing. 

A dinnor which had been arranged to be given 
on Saturday by the Austrian Ambassador has 
been postponed at the desire ot the Emperor. 
In explaining why he desired the postponement 
he informed the Minister that he wished to be 
present at the dinner and would be unable to 
attend at the time originally set for the enter- 
tainment. 





BOSTON DEMOCRATIO CAUCUSES. 

Bosron, March 24.—The returns from the 
Democratic ward caucuses last night came in 
late. Notforyears have the city Democrats 
held such harmonious gatherings as those to 
elect delegates to the State Convention, which 
is to select four delegates-at-large to Chicago. 

There was a three-cornered contest between 
the friends of Cleveland, those of Hill, and those 
of Russell. It can only be said in a general way 
that Cleveland carried the city, but by no means 
as handsomely as would have been the case had 
the lines been drawn sharply between him and 
Hill. But one ward outor twenty-tive elected 
an anti-Cleveland delegation, and Senator Hill 
got recognition in only two. At least half the 
city ia piedged to Cleveland, and it is more than 
probable that he and Governer Russell will di- 
vide the other wards, where delegations are un- 
pledged, and no preferences named. 





SAN ANTONIO FINANOES. 

San ANTONIO, Texas, March 24.—A false re- 
port has been put in circulation to the effect 
that this city is ina bankrupt condition. The 
facts which gave rise to the reportare: The 
taxes for the current expenses. are not collecti- 
ble until the end of the year to whioh they are 
to be applied, the city having to borrow each 
year pending the tax collections. By a recent 
charter amendment the fiscal year was changed 
so as to extend the time for the tax collections 
three montns, and the banks declined to ad- 
vance money to carry the city over the extra 
threes months. Hence a temporary embarrass- 
ment arose in meeting the current expenses. 
The assessment roll just made up shows prop- 
erty valuation of over $33,000,000. The city’s 
bonded debt amounts tu $1,200,00v. 





FRANCE WILL NOT APOLOGIZE. 

Paris, March 24.—M. Ribot, Minister of For- 
eign Affairs, has informed Lord Dufferin, the 
British Ambassador, that, after a close investi- 
gation, the Government has concluded that no 
blame attaches to the police for arresting Mr.

THE FIRST TEST VOTE ON THR 
BILL RESULTS IN A TIE. 


THE SILVER LINE NOT 80 sTRONG AS 
IT8 FRIENDS HAVE CLAIMED—A 
FILIBUSTERING SESSION THAT LAST- 
ED AFTER MIDNIGHT. 


WASHINGTON, March 24.—Great was the sur- 
prise of the free silver advocates to-night, and 
greater their indignation, when on the first test 
vote in the House it was discovered that the 
membership was equally divided. So confident 
had Mr. Bland been within a week that he had 
predicted a free coinage victory by forty ma- 
jority. They were sure that they would be able 
to overturn speedily all the efforts of the fili- 
busterers, They sneered at the oppesition ag 
something too trifling to be seriously considered.

The Republicans chose to act with 
the free coinage men to force the vote 
on the bill, but when the time came 
to vote on the question directly, they swung 
in with the Northern, Eastern, and Northwest- 
ern opponents of free allver, and so.enabled the 
sound-money men of the House to present a 
line as strong and determined as the ‘silver line. 

There was a great audience during the day, 
and Mr. Bourke Cockran, (Dem. N. Y.,) who 
spoke against the bill with great earnest- 
ness and vigor, came out as a very well- 
informed debater of the subject, when 
it is borne in mind that he has recently 
confessed a lack of knowledge on finance 
that would need much study to put him-in posi- 
tion to speak for New-York. But he did speak, 
and much better than Mr. Cummings, who, 


while he gave the House the information that 
his constituents were against free silver, made 
it somewhat too plain that he only submitted 
because that was the rule of his party and not 
his conviction. 


THE DISCUSSION. 
Mr. Williams, (Dem., Ill.,) speaking in favor of 
the bill, said, in part: 


The objection tovthe present silver dollar was that 
its bullion value was below its coining value. AS 
8000 as free coinage was adopted the parity between 
silver bullion and silver coin would be established. 
The bullion value and the coin value would no long- 
er be different. ‘The question was, ** Could we main- 
tain a parity between gold and silver coin under tree 
coinaget’’ He believed that we could. He took the 
position that this Goverument, by adopting free 
coinage and accepting silver coin and coin notes in 
payment of its dues, would increase the demand for 
silver. This demand would increase the value of 
une silver bullion to$1,29 an ounce. ‘The geatle- 
man from Maryland (Mr. Rayner) had said that he 
Was Opposed to voining 70 cents into a dollar. So 
washe. The only diiference between the gentleman 
and himself was that the gentleman wairted to value 
the silver bullion before free.comage was adopted; 
he (Mr. Williams) wanted to value silver bullion 
after it was adopted. 

He favored the bill because he believed that it 
would give the country a sounder, cheaper currency 
than it now possessed. He did not bektieve that it 
would have the evil results which wer predicted. 
He believed it to be a sound measurfe in the interest 
of the whole country, and sv believing he.gave it his 
hearty support. 


Mr. Cockran (Dem., New-York,) then, took the 
floor. He spoke in opposition to the pill sub- 
stantially as follows: 


He trusted that there was no disposition on the 
part of the House to permit this question tu becoma 
asectional one. He trusted that the House would 
not regard it as a question between dwellers in the 
cities and dwellers in the country, between capital. 
ists and producers, between bankers and farmers. 
He did not believe that there was one foot of terri- 
tory in this broad land in which his citizenship 
would not be recognized. If he did he would feel 
impoverished more than he could tell. He hoped 
that the people of this country could still be regarded 
as one great family, whose wants were common td 
all, whose wrongs should be redressed by all, and he 
believed that there was in this country at least one 
party which was broad enough to include every man 
who believed in the principles enunciated by the 
fathers of the Constitution,howevermuc! they might 
differ on social and economic questions. He belonged 
to @ party which believed that there should be no 
distinction, territorial or otherwise, among citizens. 
‘That party was composed of people whu had but one 
common civilization, the development of resources 
and the consequent security of freedom.and of con- 
stitutional liberty. 

The question presented narrowed down’ to one 
Doint—would it be in the power of the people of tue 
United States to restore silver to a parity with gold 
by the colnage of a silver dollar of 412% grains! If 
the position taken by the gentleman trom Missouri 
(Mr. Bland) was correct, that this measure would 
bring about a parity between the*two metals, he 
(Mr. Cockran) would support it. There would be no 
opposition to it. “he gentleman from Missouri be- 
lieved that the free coinage of the silver dollar 
would restore its parity with the golddoliar. {if 
that were true there was an end to the dis- 
cussion. He did not believe that a Corporal’s guard 
could be mustered on either side of the chamber to 
ask for the establishment of a mouometallic stand- 
ard either of gold or of silver. But sappose that the 
gentleman from Missouri was mistaken. Suppose 
silver did not retain its parity with gold. Suppose 
the gentleman’s prophecy got outot joint. Whas 
would be the consequence on the economic condl- 
tions of this country if the gold dollar and the silver 
dollar refused to approximate and to reach an equal- 
ity of value! If gold and silver did not come toa 
parity so that they would touch at one common point, 
the question was, What would be the effect upon the 
trade, ae prosperity, aud happiness of ouf 
people 

He did not say now whether the gentieman's 
prophecy was accurate or not; but for the purpose of 
argument he would assume that the events falsified 
the utterance and instead of a parity we bad a dis- 
parity. Ho invoked Gresham’s law that when there 
was an inferior currency and a superior currency, 
the inferior invariably drove out the superior. ‘That 
law represented the experience of the whole civilized 
world, ancient aud modern. He called attention to 
the fact that if the prophecy of the gentleman from 
Missouri should prove talse, if one dollar did not 
maintain a parity with the other dollar, the mint, to 
all intents and purposes, would be issuing clipped 
coins and cominittiuog a crime fur which 
mnalofactora were hanged two centuries xugo. 
He belheveil that it was wise to anchor to that mouey 
the value of which was established, and not to pur- 
sue doubtful gods into those wildernesses by whose 

aths we hai not trodden and knew not where they 
ed. He believed that this bill was absolutely ley- 
eled against the free coinage of silver, but he alse 
believed that it would leave us nothing but asilver 
coinage. The Gresham law was still good, andifihe 
two coins did not approach each other, one would 
drive the other out anu silver would be the survivor 
of the two. 

Much had been said about the danger of coming 
to a silver standard, but he believed that if we 
had a silyer standard the people who received their 
pay in the inferior metal fora a debt were 
swindled by the operation of the Government to the 
extent of the depreciation of the coin whicn the law 
compelled them to receive. After that swindle was 
accomplished commerce wonld adjust itself to a sil- 
ver basis, but what would survive, and would 
always survive, was the distrust in the com- 
mercial honor of a nation which settled its 
debates with a bludgeon. With all due 
respect to the gentlemen from Missouri, he 
denied that this billrestorsd silver to the position 
occupied by it prior to the act of 1873. Besides 
this, it tlew in the face of the Constitution. The biil 
provided for the issuing of ‘I'reasury notes which 
would be degraded and lowered in value. Was that 

a constitutional tradition of the Democratic Party? 
The gentleman songht to force the Guvernment into 
the business of issuiug paper money, and the country 
would become a banking institution. Anything that 
brought the; Government into the dally life of the 
citizen looked towurd socialism. 

‘The theory back of this bill was a mistaken theory. 
The theory was that the bill would give more money. 
The Treasury was to-day piled up with money which 
it could not get out. Wouldit not be better to vet 
that money out before the Treasury was blocked 
with millions of dollars in addition? Great Britain 
to-day enjoyed an enormous advantage, and thai a:l- 
vantage was forced upon her by legislation of this 
character. England aught in any metal she 
chose and paid in any metal she chose. She got the 
a heer nm both as purchaser and seller, Asa rep- 
resentative of the greatest commercial city in the 
laud, linked and bound in the closest ties to the 
great agricultural fields of the South aud West, with 
no interest but their interest, no pride but their 
pride, no future but their future, he appealed to tue 
people of all sections to stand fast tu the constitu. 
tional landmarks which required coin, and cvin 
alone, to be the money of this country. [Applause.] 

Mr. Cummings (Dem., N. Y.,) said that his con- 
stituents were opposed to the bill. He was not 
one of those who felt at liberty to cross their de- 
sires. He believed ina representative govern- 
ment and that the Representatives on this floor 
should implicitly obey the will of their constit- 
uents. About this with him there would be no 
higgling. 

Mr. Dingley (Rep., Me.,) regarded the pending 
bill as the most important measure which had 
been brought or which would be brought before 
the present Congress. If enacted into law it 
would revolutionize the standard of valine in 
which all exchanges were nade and all business 
was transacted. Practically It provided that any 
holder of bullion could deposit at tho mint 9V 
cents’ wurth of bullion and receive therefor 
$1.29. The effect of the bill would be to give 
silver owners $21,000,000 more than they now 
received for their bullion and to dump into the 
United States the silver of Europe. 

Mr. Bunn (Dem., N. ©..) was in favor of the 
bill as being a response to the demands of the 
people. 

Mr. Loud (Rep., Cal.,) said the first and most

He ridiculed the argument that under free estange 
we would either lose a@ great deal of our gold or be 
flooded with European silver. The flow of either, 
outward or inward, would = bring about & 
change in the conditions which made it possible. and, 
moreover, no European nation would send its subsid- 
jary silver coin, worth $1.83, w the United States 
to exchange for $1.29 in silver. He also ridiculed 
the figares by which the cost of production of silver 
was fixed at 41 cents per ounce. The persons who 
compiled them, he said, had to learn the difference 
between a bonanzaand a hole in the ground. They 
took no account of many unproductive minos ip 
which millions are sunk. . J 

Ho combatted the assertion that the bill was not 
a simple tree-coinage vill, but a wild echeme of in- 
tiation to buy all the world’s silver and pay for it in 
gold. There was nothing of the sort in the bill, he 
said, and when that measure said silver Dallion 
should be paid for in coin it weant coin, end not gold 
coin alone. He next undertook to show that free 
coinage would give the country a greater circulating 
medium; but there was more in it, he said, than the 
mere question of American dollars, if free coinage 
resulted, as he believed it would, in actually restor- 
ing the double standard in the United States and 
substantially restoring it in . aon a en ini 

Mr. Hatch (Dem., Mo.,) believe a 8 
question was a national one and therefore of 
necessity a party one. He was in hearty ac- 
cord with the position taken by his State on 
this question since 1873. Every man who held 
his seat here by the votes of the Missouri 
Democracy camo here pledged by the action of 
the last Democratic Convention to sappert the 
pill for the free and unlimited coinage of silver. 
Tt was a question that was going to be settled 
by the Democratic Party in the convention of 
1892. He wae in favor of making this question 
an issue, and the Democrat who could not stand 
an the platform on which the Democratic Party 
had stood for eighty-two years had better hunt 
a hole somewhere else. The gentleman from 
New-York [Cockran} had spoken of the wilder- 
ness of unknown gods. If the gentlemen from 
New-York and Maryland (Messrs. Cockran 
and Rayner] could fix the policy of the 
Democratic Party they would oarry that 
party into the wilderness of absolute defeat. 
‘The gentleman from Massachusetts [Mr. Will- 
iams| had attempted to read jim out of the 
Democratic Party. ([Laughter.} The gentle- 
manu, with an egotism he had never heard 
equalied in this House, had declared substan- 
tially that only those who agreed with him on 
this question were Democrats. ‘“ Why, my dear 
young friend,” ejaculated Mr. Hateh, “ you 
have not learned the first lesson of Democracy 
yet. You know no more of Democratic princi- 
ples and the Democratic Party than you know 
of what is going onin the world beyond. The 
tirst duty of a Democrat is to abide by the de- 
cision of his caucus and hie convention, 
and when the gentleman undertakes to 
read me out of the Democratic Party I simply 
resent it with the indignation of a Democrat 
who never scratched a ticket and never bolted a 
nomination. 

Mr. Williams asked to be permitted to pro- 
pound a question, but Mr. Hatoh declined to 
yield, alleging that be did not have time. 

Mr. Williams—I did not refer to you person- 
ally. Youreferred to me personally. Can you 
refer me to a Democratic platform that ever de- 
clarea for free silver? 

Mr. Hatech—When you want a Democratic 
platform you will get it from Democrats and 
not from men whose swaddling clothes have not 
been on for a week or a month or a year. 

Mr. Williams—You want to read me out of the 
yarty ? 

. Mr. Hatch—No, Sir; but you stated that the 
time was coming whenthe Democratic Party 
ynust choose between Democratic New- England 
and the Alliance Party of the south and West. 
Iam ready to take my stand now. [ will swap 
you for the barefooted statesman from Kansas. 
I will take your colleague and give him if I can 
win back the young Democrat from Georgia 
[Mr. Watson) who has gone astray, and if that 
will not do, I will throw another one overboard. 

Mr. Fitch (Dem., N. Y.)—How about New- 
York. 

Mr. Hatch—Oh, New-York should vote solidly 
for this bill. 

Mr. Fitch—It will vote solidly against your 
bill 

Mr. Caatle (Dem., Minn.,) denied the right of 
any Democrat on the flour of the House to pro- 
nounce a policy for the party in advance of 
party platforms. 

They couid speak for their own States, but he ob 
jected to their speaking for his State or for the 
yarty when it had never pronounced on it. He rep- 
resented people who had been Democrats in and out 
of season. iis people, he said, were oppose¢ to this 
bill because it proposed to make fiat money pure and 
simple.

What 
did the proposed remonetization of silver mean? It 
meant movometailism, the driving of gold out of the 
country and leaving us silver alone.

Mr. Thomas Dunn English (Dem., N. J.,) then 
addressed the House. He said, in brief: 

He occupied a different position from either side of 
the House. He had no fear of an iniiux of foreign 
silver, but he was opposed to the bill because it was 
au bill to throw more ragged notes upon tie country, 
to pile up silver in the ‘lreasury and pot to place it 
in the hands of the people. His strongest reason 
for opposing it was that it was a subsidy to the sil- 
ver kings of the West, and asa Democrat he was op- 
posed to any subsidy, sugarcoat the Dill as you 
would. Healso opposed the bill in behalf of the 
planters of the South aud thefarmers of the West, 
to whom it would bring disaster aud financiai 
ruin. For years the iarmers hat been  bor- 
rowing at ruinous rates interest, and 
having got the money it was proposed 
to pay the debt at 70 cenis on the dollar, He called 
it the swindlers’ bill ‘he farmer and planter pro- 
yosed to pay his mortgages in silver, but if he could 
condty pay the interesi now, where would he get the 
principal except from the very mon whom the ad. 
yocates of the bill assailed, and who would dictate 
terma! ‘ihe farmers would then curse the framers 
of this bill. 

In conclusion Mr. English said he was the oldest 
man but one in the House and a Democrat tor iifty- 
three years, and now in his vld age he found himself 
read out of the party by a gentleman (Mr. Hatch) 
who had gone dallying with the Farmers’ Alliance. 

Mr. Abner Taylor (Rep., Ill.,) was recognized 
and sent up to the Clerk’s deskand had read a 
proposed substitute measure intended to ridi- 
cule the pending bill. It proposed that at the 
request of any one who owed more than hé 
could pay, and had the request certified by 
two of his creditors who wanted their 
pay, he should nave forwarded to him im- 
mediately by the Secretary of the Interior 
enough money to pay all hisdebts. Any one 
who did not owe anything but wanted more 
money might make application for it and name 
what rate of interest he thinks isfair. This 
shallbe submitted to an advisory board of three, 
which ehall fix the amount to be loaned, but it 
shall not be less than three-rourths of the 
amount asked for, nor shall the rate of interest 
be higher than the applicant is willing to pay. 

THE SIGNAL FOR THE FIGHT. 

Promptly at 5 o'clock, and after the speeches 
had been crowded, one after the other, into brief 
allowances of time, Mr. Bland moved for the 
previous question on the engrossment and third 
reading of the billand amendments, It was the 
signal for the fight. The members on both sides 
were then to engage. The galleries were packed. 
Over on the Kepublican side rose Mr. Burrows 
(Rep., Mich.,) with the motion for the tabiing 
of the bill He was prepared with an ex- 
tract from the rules to prove that iis 
motion was a good one. The Speaker 
held at once that it was. The yeas 
and nays were ordered, and the roll was called. 
The opponents of free silver were at once 
surprised and gratified as the responses were 
made. The mass of Democrats voted, as had 
been expected, for the bill and against the mo 
tion to lay it on the table, but there were 
eighty Democrats who voted to table, and 
lhey were supported by all but eleven of the 
kepublicans. These eleven were, except Rep- 
resentative V. A. Taylor of Ohio, from States

faylor’s vote was inexplicable. It was suc- 
rested that he was really for free coinage and 
he dees not seek a renowination. Taylor's vote,

there was constant confusion during the com- 
pietion of the roll call, which the Speaker was 
unable to subdue. The Speaker declared the 
motion to table to be lost. Then there was a 
mouon to adjourn, which was quickly defeated, 
the Kepublicans abandoning the Democrats, 
leing evidently determined to make them 
ight the fight to an end. Bland, who had 
been 80 1nuch alarmed for the fate of his bill 
that he was about to change his vote to the af- 
lirinative, 50 a8 to be In @ position to move a re- 
consideration, took courage. But Johnson of 
Ghio, who had voted with him, was ready to 
inake the motion, and he did. Then there was a 
tussling time Over the motion to table the mo- 
vgn te reconsider which had eon made by Mr. 
}iimiat. There was not much change in the list. 
The silver men stood fast, and the Republicans 
and the anti-silver Democrats were ayainst it. 
Mr. Herbert of Alabama anid Mr. Johnson of Ohio 
were added to the opponents of the Siiver bill, 
and the motion was defeated by a vote of 150 
0 145. 

The opponents of free coinage were in high 
spirits. The galleries had become almost de- 
serted when at abouts o’clock the vote recurred 
on the motion to reconsider the vote by which 
the motion to table the bill had been lost. The 
roli was called. ‘he House held very weli to the 
fight. Confusion set in, as it had several times 
betore, and the Speaker was irritable and sar- 
eastic. When Mr. Cocvkran atthe close of the 
vote on reconsideration asked for a recapitula- 
tion. so as to assure a correct result, the plain 
intimation was thrown at him that he was 
ignorant of the rules. 

The attempt to force the bill served to bring 
out the Speaker in uw new light. He was not 
only plainly opposed tothe opponents of the 
bill, he was plainly arbitrary. It has always 
been customary to order a recapitulation with- 
out request with unanimous consent, but the 
Speaker having announced the result before Mr. 
Coekran could ask for a recapitulation, was de- 
termyned not to allow a recapitulation. This 
provoxed howls of rage from the Democrats 
apposed to free silver and applause by the 
silver men. It was not until ex-Speaker Reed 
mado plain the errer of Speaker Crisp, that the 
new Speaker “most eheerfuliy” yielded and

This was amended by Mr. Warner of New- 
York, moving for a recess until 11 o'clock to- 
night. On this the yeas and nays were ordered. 
The scene was one of comparative disorder 
during the call and there was no lapse from the 
confusion of the whole evening. 

Mr. Warner’s motion for a recess until 11 
o’clock to-night was defeated by a vote of yeas, 
23; nays, 165—-many of the anti-silver men re- 
fraining from voting in order to break a 
quorum. Bat, being thwarted in this design, 
Mr. Tracey withdrew his motion for a recess and 
substituted one that the House ourn. This 
was lost— Yeas, 83; nays, 180. Then Mr. Bland 
moved that the House takea recess until1l 
o’olook to-morrow, to which Mr. Tracey of New- 
York offered an amendment that the recess be 
— 1 : - ~ to-night. The amendment was lost

Then Mr. Tracey made the privileged motion, 
that when the House adjourn to-day it be to 
meet on Saturday next. is was supplemented 
by a motion from Mr. Raynor of Maryland, in 
which he suggested that it would be better that 
the adjournment should extend to Monday. 
This amendment was voted down on a viva 
voos vote, but the yeas and nays were 
demanded by Mr. Fitoh, and amid criea of * Sit 
down,” “ Stand up,” “ Don’t vote,” the yeas and 
nays were ordered.

GERMAN FINANCIERS ON THE BILL. 
THE STRUGGLE IN THE 
REGARDED ABROAD. 


BERLIN, March 24.—The discussion in the 
American Congress of the silver question has 
attracted much attention in Germany. The 
newspapers nearly all agree in the belief that 
free coinage of silver would be a bad thing for 
the United States. Believing that the views of 
leading German financiers would be of interest 
to Americans at this juncture, the correspond- 
ent of the Associated Press has interviewed 
promint bankers and statesmon with the fol- 
lowing results: 

Dr. Koch, President of the Imperial German 
Bank, the great financial institution of Ger- 
many, said that Germany would take part in a 
monetary convention, provided Great Britain 
agreed to participate. ‘So far, however, I haye 
not been informed of any such proposed confer 
ence by our Treasury Department,” said Dr. 
Koch, ‘as surely would have been the case if 
any official invitation, or even intimation, had 
been received from the United States.” 

As for the Bland bill Dr. Koch thinks it is only 
a move in the game of politics. The passage of 
a free silver law would have a very bad effect 
on American prosperity. Any sudden change 
in the carrency hada disturbing effect, and so 
much more the change toa baser metal. The 
result of such astep would be to turn the cur- 
rent of gold still more strongly toward Europe, 
to lower American credit and ultimately to hurt 
those who expected the greatest benefit from 
the law. He regretted that as a result of the 
large production, silver was such a drug in the 
market, but didnot think any standard could 
be fixed by legislation. It was u question of 
demand and supply. 

Mr. Siemens, the Director of the Deutsche 
Bank, the largest private banking corporation 
in Berlin, a bank which does a heavy business 
with America, expressed his belief that Ger- 
many would not accede to any measures for tho 
remonetization of silver. Except afew agrari- 
ans, nobody in Germany dreamed of such a 
thing. : 

*“‘As to the effect of free-silver coinage in 
America? Well, it would make America a silver 
country. Nobody would be benefited by it. 
The farmers would receive more dollars for 
their crops, but these dollars would have less 
purchasing value, and in the end they would be 
worse off You can state two axioms which 
will cover the whole case,” said Dr. Siemens. 
“The first is that a chauge of currency isalways 
bad, but that the change to an inferior currency 
will inflict especially heavy losses on the coun- 
try making it. The second is that in the change 
toan inferior currency the workman, the poor 
man, is the principal loser. His wages do not 
increase, he gets the same number of dollars, 
but he cannot buy as much as formerly for 
them.”

FRIENDS SAY THE PUBLISHED 
CORRESPONDENCE WAS GARBLED— 
A STATEMENT FROM MR. ‘BORROWE 
—CHARGES AGAINST DR. JENKINS. 


Young Mr. J. Coleman Drayton, who recently 
tried in vain to induce young Mr. H. Alsop Bor- 
rowe to fighta duel in France, meditated yes- 
terday over the published correspondence be- 
tween himselfand Borrowe and their seconds. 
The statement of his position, which both he 
and his friends had said would be issued after 
he had read and digested the newspaper litera- 
tare of the duel, was not forthcoming. 

Mr. Drayton, who had left the steamer Majes- 
tic Wednesday night at Quarantine, established 
himself and his voluminous luggage at the 
house of his friend, Dr. Richard H. Derby, 3 
East Fortieth Street. Mr. Borrowe and his seo- 
ond, Henry Vane Milbank, came ashore from the 
Majestic at 6:30 A. M. and took up quarters at 
the house of Mr. Borrowe’s father, 23 West 
Seventeenth Street. 

In the morning Mr. Drayton rode in a cab to 
67 Wall Street and held a long consultation 
with his lawyer, John MoL. Nash, and the lat- 
ter advised and urged him to make absolutely 
no statement to the press or public. Mr. Dray- 
ton agreed to act on this advice. 

In the afternoon Mr. Drayton went out for a 
walk, dropped in for lunch ‘at the Union Club, 
returned to Dr. Derby’s, held a consultation 
with his cousin Perey Drayton and several 
friends, saw Fred Gebbard, took dinner “* witha 
friend,” and was with his cousin and several 
personal friends during the evening. He de- 


clined to make any statement in reference to 
Mr. Borrowe or the duel. 

Mr. Borrowe and his second issued a brief 
written statement inthe afternoon It was as 
tollows: 

Having heard a report that the publication of cer- 
tain letters in this aifair has been attributed to the 
action of H. A. Borrowe, I wish most emphatically to 
state that both myself and Mr. Borrowe were in 
utter ignorance that any such publication had taken 
place or that any statement on the subject had been 
sent to any newspaper. We leoked on the cor- 
respondence as sacred, and we can only condemn tho 
—— of faith in whosoever has seen fit to take stich 

step. 

Any accusation of cowardice brought against Mr. 
H. A. Borrowe must fall to the ground of itself, as 
every one wifo knows him must know how thor- 
oughly without foundation is such accusation.

Mr. Borrowe said, in addition, that any state- 
ment made détrimental to the character of Mra. 
Drayton was a gross libel. He was inclined to 
= but was restrained by Mr. Mil- 

ank. 

It was alleged by close friends of Mr. Drayton 
that the published correspondence in relation 
to the duel was garbled and incomplete. These 
friends said there were missing the premises on 
which M. de Morny based his conclusions, and 
also a letter written by Mr. Drayton to M. de 
Morny, calling Mr. Borrowe a liar for intimat- 
ing that Mr. Drayton had received a confession 
from bis wife, or had received hush money from 
the Astor ar 

The friends of Mr. Drayton said, further, that 
the character of the marriage settlement at the 
time of Mr. Drayton's wedding and its subse- 
quent modification by the birth of a child was 
such as to throw lighton the allegation of Mr. 
Borrowe that Mr. Drayton was paid by his 
wife's parents to keep his mouth olosed. 

The customs officers are taking a hand in the 
mnerry gawe Which was started by the arrival of 
the Majestic with Messrs. Drayton and Borrowe 
on board, Yesterday John Coilins, Deputy Sur- 
veyor, drew up a complaint, addressed to the 
Collector of the Port, against Dr. Jenkins, the 
Health Officer.

He 
took Mr. Drayton from the Majestic and car- 
ried him ashore. Then the law ™ quoted, the 
section in question being the ninth of the Pas- 
senger act of 1882, whion says: 

“It shall not be lawful for the master of any [such] 
steamship or other vessel, not in distress, after the 
arrival of the vessel within any collection district of 
the United States tv allow any person or persons, 
except eee of the customs or Health Ofticer, 
agents of the vessel, and Consuls to come on board of 
the vessel or to leave the vessel until the vessel has 
been taken in charge by an officer of the customs, 
nor alter charge so taken without Jeave of such of- 
licer until all the passengers, with their baggago, 
have been duly landed from the vessel.” 

Mr. Collins was in charge of the Majestic when 
the alleged violation of the law took place, the 
officers having been put aboard by a cutter. 

Of course, there is a smack of politics in the 
case. Dr. Jenkins is a Democrat, and the cus- 
toms officers who will have to do with the muat- 
tor are Republicans. The penalty in case of 
conviction of a violation of the law isa fine up 
to $1,000, 
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CANADA’S SALMON

OPPOSITION TO A PETITION 
SEEKS, 


OTrAWA, March 24.—Mr. L. Joncas, Member 
of Parliament for Gaspe, in whose constituency 
are situated all the rivers of the Atlantic coast 
where the rights of angling for salmon have 
been rented to American citizens, has addressed 
aletterto the Hon, C. H. Tupper protesting 
against the Minister of Marine and Fisheries 
granting the petition of the lessees of fish- 
ing rights that net fishermen be obliged to 
raise their nets three days every week. He de- 
nies the statement made by the petitioners that 
salmon have become more and more scarce 
each year of late in Canadian waters. He states 
that the quantity of salmon ascending Canadian 
rivers has not diminished, and if anglers have 
not met with the success desired the fact must 
be attributed to other causes. He agrees with 
the strictest protection of salmon, but in arrang- 
ing protection, he says, all interests affected 
should be considered. The remedy proposed 
by the gentlemen anglers, he declares, is far 
from being judicious, and is set up for purely 
personal grounds. 

Granted that the raising of salmon nets three 
days a week would allow @ larger number of 
salmon to ascend the rivers, it would entail a 
great loss on the net fishermen of the maritime 
Provinces, While it would pot increase the pro- 
duction as long as the fish were frightened from 
their spawning grounds by anglers. 

If fishermen are to raise their nets three 
days a week, he argués, anglers should be 
obliged to tish only four daysa week. He ad- 
mits that anglers have a right to consideration, 
but if salmon require further protection, then 
the anglers should be obliged to take up their 
lines the same as the fishermen to raise their 
nets. At present the close time for net fishing 1s 
jifteen days more than that for angling, Lut 
they should be the same. He therefore opposes 
the petition as not being either in the interests 
of fishermen or for the protection of salmon.

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MINISTER REID HONORED. 


A BANQUET ATTENDED BY MANY 


AMERICANS AND FRENCHMEN. 


Paris, March 24.—The farewell banquet 
given by the American colony to Mr. Reid, the 
retiring United States Minister, took place this 
evening. There were 300 guests, including the 
most prominent members of the American 
colony and many famous Frenchmen. The ban- 
quet hall of the Hotel Continental was beauti- 
fully decorated for the occasion with a profu- 
sion of flowers. The French and American 
flags were festooned in the rear of the chief 
table, which was on a dais. Tne music was 
furnished by the band of the National Guard, 
which usually plays only at Government enter- 
tainments. 

John Harjes, Chairman of ths Executive 
Committee and toastmaster of the occasion, 
proposed the health of President Harrison. 
This was followed by the playing of “ Hail 
Columbia” by the band. Thencame the toast 
to “The President of the French Republic,” 
and the band played the “* Marseillaise.” 

In proposing the health of the guest of the 
evening Mr. Harjes recounted the principal 
events in Mr. Reid’s career as Minister. The 
hand of fellowship, he said, had been stretohed 
out to all Americans without distinction of 
party. It had been Mr. Reid's happy fortune 
successfully to close negotiations in a question 
which concerned one of the greatest sources of 
prosperity of the United States. 

Consul General Ring read anaddress dedi- 
cated to the retiring Minister, congratulating 
him upon the able, dignified, and successful 
Inanner in which he had fulfilled the duties of 
his high office. He had secured from France 
the first oflicial acceptance by any Government 
of an invitation to the Chicago Fair. His cordial 
relations with the French Government had con- 
tributed to the adoption of the new extradition 
treaty and of the commercial convention. 

In his response Mr. Reid said, among other 
things: 

“The Prosident and Mr. Blaine in proposing 
the post to me were kind enough to say that 
after Over a quarter ofacentury of hard work 
in Washington and New-York, it would be good 
for me to have a vacation. I have been here 
for three years and am going back to New- York 
how to get that vacation. There is the true 
secret of my return. [ am going home, not to 
seek but to resign office. 

“TI do not know who my successor will be, but 
I am sure he will be worthy of the post, and I 
can wish him ut the outset no greater happi- 
ness than that you may treat him as you have 
always treated me. My politics have never 
been quite kept seoret, but they have been kept 
for use athome. We are all of one party here, 
for we are all Americans, all in favor of our 
penn 7 whichever party governs, against the 
world. 


Then in Fronch Mr, Reid paid a graceful trib- 
ute to the official and other representatives of 
France present. He expressed his hearty thanks 
for the cordiality and friendship always shown 
by the French. In conclusion, he said: 


“T drink to this beautiful Paris, the Amert- 
can’s second home; I drink to France, our old 
and tried friend; to the Republic, our sister, ana 
to the French President, whom all the world 
respects, and finally to the Foreign Minister, my 
resolute antagonist in many questions that have 
been settled between our countries, but always 
my sincere friend.” 


The next toast was ‘The Two Republics,” 
which was responded to by Foreign Minister 
Ribot, who said: “ Mr. Reid has accomplished 
much here. He says he could not always got 
from me all he asked for, but I notice he regards 
as successful the various measures he has con- 
cluded. [{Laughter.] He obtained so much in 
the pork question that it was feared it might in- 
cito the ire of our own little national pig.” Re- 
ferring to the McKinley law, M. Ribot said: 
“Let me assure you that if the United States 
grants any concessions they will be met here 
with equal concessions, even to the point of free 
trade.’’ 

Col. Stuart Taylor of San Francisco responded 
to the toast, ‘French ana American Friend- 
ships.”’ His statement that Mr. Reid had been 
called home to accept higher honors caused an 
enthusiastic scene. “ Education and Democ- 
racy”’ was responded to by Senator Jules 
Simon. M. Tirard, who followed, sald that 
France would be very well represented at the 
Chicago fair.

FLOWERS REPRODUCED IN GLASS. 

Boston, March 24.—The first step will be 
taken within a short time by which the wonder- 
ful collection of glass flower models on exbibl- 
tion in the University Museum of Harvard will 
be greatly increased. The secret of producing 
these beautiful models is known to but two men 
in the world, the Blaschias, father and son, of 
Dresden, Germany. These men are bound by a 
contract to furnish Harvard with the products 
of their constant labor the next nine years, so 
that at the end of that time Harvard will have 
the only complete collection of flowers in 
giaes. 

The younger Blaschka is now in Jamaica, 
where he is busy studying the plants of that 
island, with a view to reproduction; but ina 
tew weeks will come north and visit Cambridge 
as the guest of Prof. Goodale of the botanical 
department at Harvard. He will then travel 
across the continent to California, collecting 
specimens of typical American tiowers, On his 
return to Germany with his collection, the work 
of reproducing the flowers will be immediately 
begun.

He is only twenty-one years 
old, and speaks English with an accent. The 
police and detectives have been working on the 
case and have traced him to the United States. 
Heavy rewards are offered for his arrest.

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QUEER RESURRECTION OF A 
ORDINANCE. 


CuHIcAGo, March 24.—The Grand Jury ad- 
journed forthe day without returning any in- 
dictments. President Wegg of the Northern 
Pacific was one of the final witnesses. Toa 
question whether money was paid to secure the 
Passage of hiscompany’s ordinance, Mr. Wegg 
says he replied that “not a cent was paid as 
boodle to any Alderman, and none was de- 
manded.”’ 

A scene is said to have taken place be- 
hind the closed doors of the Grand Jury 
room to-day. The foreman, Gen. Lieb, 
is reported to have accused ‘State Aitor- 
ney Longenecker of frittering away the time 
and shielding from inquiry the suspects having 
& strong political or commeroilal influence. The 
State Attorney is represented as having hotly 
retorted that it was worse than useless to make 
indictments where conviction could not be 
hoped for. 

Among the witnesses examined to-day were 
ex-Mayor Roche, who is financially interested in 
the “compressed air” franchise which is al- 
leged to have been fraudulently obtained. His 
evidence threw no light on the alleged bribery. 
Alderman John Powers, partner with the indict- 
ed Alderman “ Billy” O’Brien, in the saloon said 
tohave been used as a clearing house by the 
boodlers, was also put upon the stand.

Before the Graud Jury investigation of boodle 
Aldermen is finished, the negotiation of the 
Jefferson Urban Transit Company’s ordinance, 
which has been hanging tire for many months, 
will be thoroughly investigated. John F. 
Thompson, the well-known real estate dealer of 
168 Washington Street, was an original Director 
in the Jefferson Urban Transit Company. Yes- 
terday he voluntarily went before the Grand 
Jury and told how the Directors were given to 
understand that $75,000 would be required to 
“grease’’ the ordinance before any fran- 
chise could be secured. He also told of 
an important conference held at the office 
of Hosmer & Fenn, at which F. A. Soule 
and John J. Fenn, representing the company, 
met with two membersof the Committee on 
Streets and Alleys. The object of the conference 
was to decide upon some way of getting a ta- 
vorable report trom the committee. In view of 
the fact that Soule repeatedly made the state- 
ment that $75,000 been demanded as the 
price of a franchise, this secret meeting in the 
Clark Street real estate oflice must play an im- 
portant part in the Grand Jury investigation. 

Soule and Fenn became important witnesses 
for the State. Both are missing. Itis known 
that Soule left the city Saturday evening, with- 
out notifying his business partners or leaving 
any word behind. Mr. Fenn left the city one 
week ago to-day, and, it is said, is in Florida. 

Close upon the heels of the disappearance of 
these two important witnesses comes the resur 
rection of the Jefferson Urban Transit ordi- 
nance, that was supposed to have been killed 
many months ago. At the Council meeting 
Monday eveuing the consideration of the ordi- 
nance was made a special order for next Mon- 
day evening at 8:30 o’clock. It is said around 
the City Hall that strenuous efforts are being 
made to secure its passage. 

These three events, the investigation, the dis- 
appearance, tho revival of the ordinance, are 
said to be closely connected. “The ‘gang’ will 
grant the franchise if the promoters will only 
keep out of the way and refuse to testify before 
the Grand Jury,” is tho declaration of a dis- 
usted stockholder, who gave up his connection 
with the Jefferson Urban Transit Company 
when he became convinced that no franchise 
could be procured untila number of Aldermen 
could be bought up. He calls attention to the 
fact that as late as Saturday Mr. Soule was hot 
in his acousations. Suddenly he drops out of sight 
without even locking up his desk. A bailif is 
after him. His disappearance causes no uneasi- 
ness among his business associates or to his 
family. One report has it that he is in Wiseon- 
sin. Another says he is at Detroit, and a third 
says he is resting at Hot Springs. 

“Just after Mr. Soule left us,” said a stock- 
holder, ‘‘the dust-covered ordinance was 
brought out of its pigeonhole and brought be- 
fore the Council. At one time the franchise was 
worth $75,000. Now itis to be a gratuity, a 
peace offering. 





CUT HIS THROAT 


THE QUEER STORY TOLD BY BAND 
LEADER MAX PHILLIPS OF 8ST. LOUIS, 


Sr. Louts, Maroh 24.—Max Phillips, the band 
leader, whose connection with the secret polit- 
ical work of the American Protective Associa- 
tion drove him to an attempt on his life, lies in 
a critical condition on his cot in the City Hos- 
pital to-day, and may die. Phillips is one 
of the best-known musicians in town. 
He is forty-five years old, and came with his 
wife and children from Berlin twenty years ago. 
He is now a Director of the Aschenbrodel Club, 
the social organization of the musicians in the 
city. 

Tuesday night he came home looking worried 


and talked gloomily. Yesterday afternoon he 
went to his room, and soon after called: 
“Mamma, come here.” His wife ranjup stairs, 
He was lying on the floor covered with blood. 
He had slashed his throat and right wrist with 
the razor and had ended the work by stabbing 
himself in the abdomen. 

Mra. Phillips ran out and called Mr. Ahlbrandt, 
who summoned an ambulance and had the 
musician taken to the hospital. There his ad- 
domen was cut open and it was found that the 
knife in the suicide’s hand had barely ripped the 
stomach. He had a wound an inch wide, but 
had touched no vital organ. The cuts on the 
throat and wrists were superficial, though they 
caused great loss of blood. 

“Why did youdothis ?” asked Superintendent 
Heim Marks. 

“I joined the A. P. A.,” said the musician, 
‘“‘and I had to take oaths that I knew nothing 
about when I[ went in.” 

To-day Phillips was still very weak and fright- 
ened, but conscious. He said in gasps that he 
tried to kill himself because he was afraid of 
his life. 

There are two societies in St. Louis known as 
the A. P. A.—one is the American Protestant 
Assoviation and the other the American Pro- 
tective Association. Phillips was asked to 
which of the two he belonged. “The Amer- 
ican Protective Association,” he said.

S$ — a 
FOREIGN NAVAL NOTES.

England’s Mediterranean squadron, which is the 
most powerful fleet employed in foreign service, is 
to be considerably reinforced, according to the 
United Service Gazette, It is usually divided into 
two sections—one protecting British interests in the 
Levant, the other cruising westward to Gibraltar. 
Four fast cruisers are to be added to the fleet, and 
seagoing iron-clads are to supplant the hulks used as 
store and supply ships at Maita and Gibraltar. 

Two first-class battle ships, the Repulse and Rom- 
illies, have been successfully launched from English 
dock yards this month. <A special feature of the 
launch of the Repulse was the immense weight to 
which she had been advanced at the time of lannch- 
ing. Itexceeded by 400 tons the weight of any other 
war vessel previously launched. 

Necessary arrangements have been made and 
orders issued for a general mobilization of the Italian 
naval reserve at Spezzia about the end of March. 
After engaging in a series of mantcuvres, the entire 
fieet will be reviewed by King Humbert in the Galf 
of Spezzia. 

Besides the battle ship to be constructed at 
Chatham during the ensuing fiscal year, the British 
Admuralty has decided to build another torpedo gun. 
boat under the Naval Defense act. She is to be com- 
Pdeted by March, 1894. 

The British Admiralty has directed that all vessels 
employed on the China, American, and African sta- 
tions be painted white. This color is not to be altered 
without special sanction from the Commander in 
Chief of the station. 

The British Admiralty has authorized the con- 
struction ol three torpedo gunboats, of an enlarged 
sharpshooter class. ‘hey are to be constructed at 
Devenport.

A BLACK EYE GIVEN TO THE 
AGRICULTURAL SOCIETY BILL. 


THE BALLOT-REFORM LAW PASSED BY 
THE ASSEMBLY—THE HUCKLEBERRY 
RAILROAD BILL WILL BE REPORTED 
BY THE SENATE COMMITTEE TO-DAY. 


ALBANY, March 24.—There was a little ex- 
ceitement in the Assembly this morning when 
Bolon 8. Laing, (Rep., Cattaraugus,) moved to 
discharge the Ways and Means Committee from 
further consideration of the bill introduced by 
him by request appropriating $100,000 for 
county agricultural societies and town societies 
organized prior to July 1, 1892. Mr. Laing said 
that he disliked to make such a motion, but he 
had tried in every way possible to get the bill 
out of committee, even consenting that it be re- 
ported advorsely. 

Mr. Woodbury, (Rep., Chautauqua,) said that 
the bill was for the benefit of the great agricul- 
tural interests of the State. Money was being 
constantly voted for new armorics, canal im- 
provements, and everything else except for the 
farmers. Any proposition favoring them always 
met with immediate opposition. 

Mr. Bush (Dem., Ulster,) thought that the agri- 
cultural socicties already got large appropria- 
tions under existing laws. Ifthe bill was passed 
town socicties would be organized for no other 
purpose than to draw their share of the money. 
He said thatthe Ways and Means Committee 
refused to report it because they were confident 
that its passage would lead to untold extrava- 
gances in the future. 

After some other desultory remarks by Messrs. 
Noyes, (Rep., Cayuga,) Wells, (Rep., New-York,) 
and Riley, (Dem., Rensselaer,) the committee 
Was discharged by a vote of 81 to 14,

ticularsa. If removes the district indorsement 
from the back of the ballot; it authorizes the 


election officers to fold official ballots prior to 
election day, in order to show tothe voter by the 
creases thus made how the ballotshould be 
finally folded. It also makes those who claim 
nysical disability swear to the exact nature of 
he same before they can be permitted to re- 
oeive aid in preparing their ballots. 

Mr. Farquhar, in explaining these provisions 
of the bill, said that it had been found in New- 
York that the educated voters found more 
difficulty in folding their ballots correctly than 
the illiterate. This was because of the district 
achools which had been established to teach the 
ignorant how to vote under the new law. 

Mr. Deyo (Rep., Broome,) said that the only 
amendments that the Republicans wanted were 
those contained in Senator Saxton’s bill, chief 
among them being the provision fora blanket 
ballot, but he would vote for this bill as a step 
in the right direction, and with the hope that 
the Saxton bill would be substituted for itin the 
Benate. The bill then received a unanimous 
Vote. 

ADIRONDACK PARK. 

The Committee on Ways and Means has re- 
ported William Ryan's (Dem., Westchester,) bill 
to establish an Adirondack Park, but so mati- 
lated that its friends will find some difficulty in 
recognizing it. The specifications that lands 


purchased shall not exceed $1.50 per acre, and 
that the commission shall purchase-forest lands 
within the Counties of Greene, Ulster, Delaware, 
and Sullivan for a deer park are stricken out. 

All leases for occupation by campers are not 
to exceed tive years, instead of fifteen years as 
in the bill. The provision for issuing the bouds 
for the sum of $750,000 to provide for the pur- 
ehase of the additional lands was also stricken 
put. What isleft of the bill will permit the 
Forest Commission to sell off the outlying lands, 
pt which there are some 250,000 acres, and with 
the money thus obtained purchase lands con- 
tiguous to the present preserve. 

The bill was made a special order for next 
Thursday. 

STREET-CLEANING BILL. 

The Senate amendments to the New-York 
Street-Cleaning biil were, on motion of Mr. 
Dinkelspiel, (Dem., New-York,) non-conourred in 


and a conference committee appointed. 

The amendments would add $300,000 to the 
cost of the bill. 

THE NUISANCE MEASURE. 

There was a long fight over the bill introduced 
by Mr. Shields (Dem., Kings,) to prevent bone 
boiling, fat rendering, and fertilizer manufactur 
ing within three miles of any incorporated city. 

It is a goneral bill, and, although aimed at the 
Newtown Creck nuisances, would, in its original 
shape, affect interests to which there is no ob- 
jection. An attempt was made to amend it s0 
that it should not apply to cities of less than 
50,000 inhabitants, but the amendment was 
voted down. It was finally amended by ex- 
empting from its provisions the Counties of 
Erie, Monroe, Onondaga, Oneida, Fulton, 
Wayne, Tompkins, Chautauqua, and Orange, 
and in this shape it was passed. 


SAILORS’ SNUG HARBOR. 

The Ways and Meane Committee reported a 
resolution to-day providing for the appointment 
of a special commission of five to investigate ia 
regard to Sailors’ Snug Harbor, as to whether it 
is a charitable institution and within the mean- 


ing of the law entitled to exemption from taxa- 
tion. The reason of this action is that there is 
at present a bill before the Ways and Means 
Committee which ene that tae property of 
the Snug Harbor shall be taxed. 


GENERAL ELECTRIC COMPANY. 
One of the most extraordinary bills of this 
extraordinary Legislature was discussed in the 
Renate, and as the subject was one altogether 


too deep, and the ramifications opening from 
it too mysterious to be understood at one ses- 
sion, it was, after an hour and a halt debate’s, 
laid aside by common consent. 

It was the Cantor (Dem., New-York,) bill in- 
corporating the General Electric Company, 
known as Senate bill 684. 

Senator Cantor offered an amendment pro- 
hibiting the company from doing a telephone 
or telegraph business. 

Senator Saxton (Rep., Wayne,) said that with- 
out this amendment the bill did much more than 
Senator Cantor had said. It allowed the company 
to engage in the business of manufacturing elec- 
trical apparatus and of distributing electricity; 
to buy and sell apparatus and rights; to purchase 
patents and to issue au unlimited amount of 
stocke and bonds, unaffected by any restrictive 
laws now in force. 

With the amendment the company would still 
be able to enter into, the business of electric 
lighting and motor power and to gain control 
of all the companies now aulentng, It would be 
required to pay a franchise tax of one-twentieth 
of 1 per cent. instead of one-eighth. He thought 
that the granting of such extensive powers was 
a@ serious question. 

Senator Cantor said that he was by no means 
certain that the bill should be passed. He had 
offered it for the purpose of calling attention to 
the difference between the corporation laws of 
New-York and of Connecticut and New-Jersey, 

difference which drove corporations out of 
Rew-Yorx and cost the people thousands of dol- 
ars every year. He did not know whether the 
people of the State were ready for a change of 
the corporation laws. The bill had been drawn 
in accordance with the New-Jorsey laws. 

If Senator Saxton thought that the bill 
would allow the formation of a great monopoly 
he would amend it so as to prevent this result. 
Heo oalled attention to the fact that all the 
electrical companies in the country had consoli- 
dated and said that this company would do 
business all over the United States in accord- 
ance with this consolidation. 

For the purpose of preventing a possible 
monopoly, he asked that the bill be laid aside, 
and this was done. 

BUFFALO GRADE CROSSINGS. 

A big hearing took place this afternoon before 
the Assembly Committee on Cities on the Buf- 
falo Grade Crossing bill. The Erie Railway, the 
only one of the twenty-three railways running 
into Buffalo which is opposed to the scheme, 
has maintained a lobby here all Winter ina 
sumptuous manner at the Kenmore in the per- 
son of ex-Assemblyman James 8. Allen of 
Queens County aud another young man who is 
known as *“‘Allen’s mouse.” Allen has had the 
unrestricted freedum of both houses of the 
Legislature, and has occupied chairs of Sena- 
tors and Assewmblymen with the abandon of a 
trained hand at the business. 

, however, a delegation of fifty solid 
men of Buffalo appeared in town in favor of the 
measure. Among them were Mayor Bishop, 
Chairman Robert 8. Adam of the Grade Cross- 
ing Committee, John A. Mackay, Asaistant City 
Atorney General john ©. Graves, Collector 
Morgan, William B. Sirret, Alderman Jack 
White of the First Ward, a number of Council- 
men and Supervisors, and twenty-five citizens. 
The delegation paid its respects to Guy. Flower 
during the forenoon. 

“ We expect to have this bill out of committee 
to-night,” said Col. Morgan, ‘“‘and we hope to 
have it before you by Tuesday, and trust you 
will not delay signing it.” 

“| don’tknow about that,” said the Governor, 
“we must go slow with these big bills. Only 
last week I signed a big bill for a driveway in 
Central Park, New-York, and it has led to a 
great public agitation.” 

“ But overy one in Buffalo favors this bill,” 
putin Alderman White. 

« Except a young man from Long Island, who 
is lobbying against it,” observed a Supervisor. 
The hearing on the bill was one of the largest 
of the session. 


RAILWAY FRANCHISES. 
Benator McCarty (Dem., Kings,) introduced a 
measure carly in the session exempting Kings 





County from the operation of the Cantor act of 
1886 which compeles railway franchises to be 
put up at public auction and sold to the highest 
bidder. It passed both houses and was signed 
by the Governor on the assumption that the 


local authorities were in favor of it. As a mat- 
ter of fact the local authorities did not sanotion 
it. Th purpose of the bill was to allow a num- 
ber of railway speculators to build a gridiron 
system in the new portions of the city without 
the expense of paying for the franchise. 

Té6-day Senator Roesch, (Dem., New-York,) to 
the disgust and indignation of the Brooklyn dele- 
gation, introduced a bill which replaces Brook- 
lyn in the category of cities which come under 
the operation of the Cantor act, and further pro- 
viding that the franchises may be gold fora 
lump sum, instead of by percentages, 

Mr. Roesch hasreceived the following letter 
which explains the position of the Brooklyn

HARLEM RIVER BRIDGE, 

The Harlem River Bridge Substitute bill was 
reported from the Senate Committee on Com- 
merce and Navigation. It provides for a steel 
and iron approach from One Hundred and 
Eleventh Street to the river, one-half of the ex- 


pense, not to exceed $750,000, to be borne by 
the city, the other half by the New-York Cen- 
tral Railway, any expense over $1.500,000 to 
be borne by the railway company. The bill was 
made a special order for next Tuesday. 


THE HUCKLEBERRY BILL 
Senator Charles P. McClelland (Dem., West- 
chester,) has flunked, as every one in Albany 
has been predicting he would, and the Huckle- 
berry Railway bill will be reported from the 

Senate Railway Committee to-morrow. 
The committee held a meeting this afternoon, 
ostensibly in executive session, and after a 


brief session decided by a vote of 4 to 3 to re- 
port the bill for the consideration of the Senate. 

All the members of the committee were pres- 
ent. Senator McClelland, whose absence from 
previous meetings of the committee had given 
rise to much unpleasant comment, was one of 
the first to arrive. The other members were 
Edwards, Chairman, (Ind. Rep., Cattaraugus,) 
Plunkitt, (Dem., New-York,) MoCarty, (Dem., 
Kings,) Hagan, (Dem., New-York,) Walker, 
(Dem., Steuben,) Mullin, (Rep., Jefferson.) 

lt will be observed that three of the seven 
members of the committee hail from New-York 
and Kings, showing conclusively that In form- 
ing the committee orginally the bosses had in 
view the object of controlling it whenever it 
was to their interest to do so. From the day 
the Huckleberry bill was referred to it, the 
committee has been fairly divided, owing to Mo- 
Clelland’s refusal to attend the meetings. 

On one side stood Hagan, Plunkitt, and Me- 
Carty ready to report at any time. On the 
other were Messrs. Kdwards, Walker, and Mul- 
lin, Upon Walker the heaviest sort of pressure 
and arguments were brought py Democratio 
leaders and his party associates on the floor. 

Mr. Murphy, Chairman of the State Commit- 
tee, Lieut.-Gov. Sheehan, and Senator Cantor 
have labored and struggled with him with such 
little success that a week ago they abandoned 
their efforts and concentrated their arguments 
upon MoOleliand, who, while not announcing 
his position, led them by his actions to believe 
that he was opposed to the bill Predictions 
bave been current for ten days, and have even 
been published in these columns, that at the 
last moment he would flunk. And to-day he 
flunked. 

The proceedings in committee were simple 
and interesting. 

“I belleve this bill ought to be presented to 
the Senate for consideration,” said McClelland, 
“and tothatengd Iam ready to vote forit. I 
do not believeinit. It bestows a valuable fran- 
chise for a very small equivalent.” 

Hagan, Plunkett, and McCarty beamed. 

*“*T want the clerk,” said Senator Walker, “to 
register ny Dame as dissenting with that re- 

ort.” Senator Mullin joined him, and Senator 
Sdwards closed the procession. The amend- 
ments proposed by Gov. Fiower were accepted. 
The most important is that which compels the 
company to pay into the City Treasury 1 per 
cent. of the gross receipts after passing $1,700 a 


day. 

Senator McClelland had but little to say for 
his course. He declared that the people of his 
district wanted the bili, as it would help them 
in their hopes for rapid transit. He had received 
many letters every day urging him to support 
it, written by some of the most influential and 
best-known men in the district. To have re- 
fused to vote for it meant political oblivion. 
The bill was by no means perfect. In fact it 
contained much that in any other locality would 
Trove we gd objectionable, but he believed and 
fe hoped that the Seuate would amend it, modi- 
fy some of the more arbitrary features and im- 
prove it, and render it satisfactory to every in- 
terest. It affected a large and a growing part 
of his district. No other course was left open 
to him. He was not prepared to say whether 
he would vote for it on its tinal passage if it re- 
mained in its present shape. 

Senator Walker’s opposition to the measure is 
as intense as it was a monthago. ‘* 1 have had 
that bill examined by one of the best railroad 
lawyers in the State,’’ he said to-night, “ ana he 
has written a brief against it which more than 
justifies the original antagonism I expressed 
for it. 

‘“‘The Democratic Party cannot afford to as- 
sume responsibility tor legislation which re- 
dounds to the personal interest of men who 
promote it. This class of legislation will ruin 
the party, and I am uputterably opposed 
to it. This bill never should have left the 
committes. The amendments that were in- 
serted amount to nothing. 

“They told me this bill meant rapid transit 
for New-York. IfIcould have seen it in that 
light I would have readily supported it. There 
is rapid transit and rapid transit, and a great 
deal of iniquity is performed under that name 
with very little benetit to the city and a great 
deal of profit to the men wbo make the cry. 

“So far as I have examined this bill, I find 
that the benefit to the city will be infinitesimal 
as compared to the benefits obtained by the 
promoters. 

TAXATION OF MORTGAGES, 

The old tax fight came up again this evening 
over Mr. Beakes’s bill exempting mortgages 
drawing interest at not to exceed 4142 per cent. 
from taxation. The general trend of the argu- 
ments against the bill was that this was the 
first step in the line of exempting personal 
paonerty from taxation, and that the general 

urden of the sapportof the Government would 
fall still more heavily on the farmers. 

Others thought it was the first move in the 
right direction. It would make cheaper money 
for the farmers and would benefit both bor- 
rower and lender. 

The bill was lost by a vote of yeas, 47; nays, 
66. Mr. Beakes moved to reconsider thle bill 
and his motion was tabled. 


SUSPICIONS OF MURDER.

DOLOGHAN’S HUSBAND ARRESTED 
ON SUSPICION. 

NEWARK, March 24.—The identification of the 
remains of the woman found dead in the Pas- 
saic River Sunday afternoon as those of Mrs. 
Mary Dologhan bas been followed by suspicions 
of foul play on the part of Lawrence Dologhan, 
her husband. 

Dologhan was an oiler in the navy when 
he became acquainted with the woman eight- 
een months ago, and she wus a widow with 
three children. The honeymoon was a merry 
one with $700 of back pay Dologhan drew. 

It was scarcely over before he began to 
abuse her, and on Thursday night of last week 
he beat Ler mercilessly with an umbrella. Mrs. 
Dologhan wasin a despondent frame of mind 
afterthe beating and said she had sent her 
children to her sisters because there was noth- 
ing in her own house for them to eat. She com- 
plained of headaches Friday, and Saturday 
wandered around aimlessly. Saturday night 
she was seen, shivering and bareheaded, on the 
rae § of the Clay Street tenement in which she 
lived. 

These circumstances indicate suicide, but 
the police beiieve that the body was dead when 
it reached the river.

Lawrence Dologhan was arrested last evening 
in this city and is held on suspicion of having 
been concerned in his wife’s death. He is thirty- 


one years of age, and has been boarding since 
last Saturday at the house of Mrs. Tobin, 564

_ Patrick Clare, both of whom live in New- 
ark.

OBITUARY. 

THE REY. FREDERICK A. FARLEY. 

The Rev. Dr. Frederick A. Farley, the oldest 
living graduate of Harvard College, died yester- 
day at his home, 130 Pacifico Street, Brooklyn, 
at the age of nearly ninety-two years. He had 
been very feeble for some time, and when he 
caught a slight cold a week ago it quickly 
developed into pneumonia, and death followed. 
Dr. Farley’s son, Frederick C. Farley, and his 
daughter, the widow of United States Commis- 
sioner Osborne, were with him when he died. 
They have arranged to have the funeral at 


2:30 o’clock on Sunday afternoon at the Church 
ot the Saviour in Pierrepont Street, Brooklyn, 
the Rev. Dr. Robert Collyer of this city officiat- 


ing. 

Frederick A. Farley was born in Boston, 
Mass., on June 25, 1800. His father was a 
wealthy merchant. The young man entered 
Harvard at the age of fourteen years, and was 
graduated in the class of 1818. e outlived all 
his classmates. He practiced law for a few 
years, but did not like the profession, and in 
1826 he entered the Divinity School at Cam- 
bridge, graduating with hich honors in 1828. A 
call was at once extended to him by the Unita- 
rian Church of Providence, R. I., and he ac- 
cepted it, being ordained there on Sept. 28, 
1828, the famous Dr, Uhanning preaching the 
sermon. 

For over twelve years Dr. Farley remained in 
Providence, and in 1841 he settled in Brooklyn. 
Two years later the Church of the Savior, at 
Pierrepont Street and Monroe Place, was erected 
and Dr. Farley was chosen aaits first pastor. He 
was paid $1,800 a year for his labor, but subse- 
quently hie salary was advanced to $2,500, and 
be was pointed out as one of the best paid min- 
isters in the city. He preached at this church 
) renner rag until 1863, when he took part ina 

iscussion in regard to short-term pastorates 
and concluded that he had been in charge of the 
church long enough. He at once handed in his 
resignation and was chosen pastor emeritus. 
Bince then his old pulpit has been occupied by 
the Rev. Drs. A. P. Putnam, Alfred Ek. Good- 
enough, and H. Price Collier, the present pastor. 

Dr. Farley was married in 1830 to Miss Jane 
Sigourney of Boston, and four children were 
born to them, two of whom survive. Mrs. Far- 
ley died in 1890 after a long illness. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 


Charles Burrall Hoffman, after an illness of ten 
days, died yestorday, aged sixty-four years, at his 
home, 11 East Ninth Street. He was born in New- 
York, his father being the late Hon. Ogden Hoffman, 
one of the leading lawyera of his time. The son 
studied law, but never practiced. He was the senior 
member of the banking firm of Hoffman & Colgate 
up to 1869, when he retired. The Knickerbocker 
Club roster shows Mr. Hoffman’s name as one of the 
original members. April 6, 1858, he was elected a 
member of the Union Club, served for a time on the 
Governing Committee, and was one of the oldest 
members. His wife, whose maiden name was Har- 
riett Bronson Willett, and one daughter survive him. 
The funeral services will take place at Trinity 
Charch Saturday at11:30A.M. The burial will be 
ar Goshen, N. Y. 


Levi Smith, for many years one of the most promt- 
nent and successful lawyers in Northern New. York, 
died in Troy yesterday of diabetes. He was born at 
Richford, Vt., in 1823. His advantages in youth were 
decidedly meagre, but he managed by hard work 
to get money enough together to secure an education 
at Potsdam, N. Y. He studied law, and, graduating 
in 1845. entered the office of Job Pierson in Troy. 
In the following year he was admitted to the bar. 
In 1851 he became Mr. Pierson’s partner, and the 
same year the late William A. Beach joined the firm. 
a law partners of Mr. Smith were Supreme 
Court Justice E, L. Fursman, Esek Cowen of New- 
York City, and ex-State Senator Roswell A, Par- 
menter, the Jast named being his associate at the 
time of his death. Mr. Smith was twice married. He 
leaves a wife and two daughters. 

Gen. Thomas F, Petrie, a life-long resident of Ma/‘li- 
son County, N. Y., died at his home at Peterborough 
recently, aged eighty-two yoars. He was a Demo- 
crat, and heid anumber of publio offices. He was 
long Postmaster of his town, and also served as Jus- 
tice of Sessions of the county. He was an enthu- 
siastic citizen soldier, and in the era before the civil 
war held high rank in the State militia, being for 
mauy years Colone! of the old Fourteenth Regiment 
and later Brigadier General in command of the Madi- 
oon and Chenango Brigade. He also stood high as a 

ason. 


Joseph Gaillard of the Department of Public Works, 
Brooklyn, died at Freeport, L. I., Tuesday night. 
He had been stationed at Bellport two years, super- 
intending the construction of the new extension of 
the Brooklyn Water Works. He was well known 
and active in politics for many years. He was at 
one time keeper ofthe Kings County Penitentiary. 
He was sixty-two years of age, and leaves a wife, 
but no children. 

Harvey_Markham, one of the oldest newspaper 
men on Long Island, died suddenly at his home at 
Brick Hill, Port Jefferson, Tuesday afternoon. He 
at one time published the Jndependent Prese at 
Stony Brook and was connected with the Plain- 
dealer and Newé Letter, both of which were pub- 
lished at Port Jefferson. He was seventy-two years 
old and leaves a wife and two daughters. 

Mrs. Amanda E. Gardener, the proprietress of the 
Marine Villa, on Second Avenue, Asbury Park, died 
yesterday of heart disease, azed sixty-nine years. 
She was the widow of Dr. William E. Gardener of 
Philadelphia. 

David B. Mann, a wealthy resident of Rockland 
County, N. Y., diedat the Palisades yesterday, aged 
eixhty-eight years. He was one of the carly settlers 
of the lower part of the county. 


Baroness Albert Rothachild, who had been ill for 
a long time, died In Vienna yesterday. 





RIOT OF STRIKING MINERS,

HOUSES STONED AND SEVERAL OF THEIR 
OCCUPANTS INJURED. 


LONDON, March 24.—The disturbances at the 
Hebburn Colliery in Durham, growing out of 
the attempts of the striking miners to force the 
enginemen to join the strike, were renewed 
to-day. 

A crowd of the strikers went to the houses of 
the mine officials and enginemen and stoned 
them. Several of the occupants were struck by 
the flying missiles and quite severely injured.

ARREST OF A SWINDLER. 


HE PRETENDED TO BE “A WORLD'S 
FAIR COMMISSIONER. 


PARIS, March 24.—The police of this city have 
srrested a man named Stiassny, who pretended 
to be an official Commissioner to the Chicago 
World's Fair. 

The news of his arrest caused many com- 
plaints to reach the police. He had an office in 
the Rue Louis Grand and issued a weekly paper 
describing the Chicago Exhibition and offering 
to sell space. He swindled his victims out of 
100,000f. 





MAKING ISSUES IN IOWA. 

Des Mornns, Iowa, March 24.—Senator Yeo- 
mans to-day introduced a billin the Senate to 
legalize the manufacture of alcoholic liquors in 
Iowa for sale within the State for purposes now 
specified by law and for export from tlle State. 
Senator Yeomans is a Democrat, and he pro- 
poses, now that there is no prospect of any 


modification of the prohibitory law as to sale, 
to put the Republicans on record on the ques- 
tion of manufacture. 

Enormous quantities of alcoholic liquors are 


now shipped into the State, and it is contended - 


by a great many Republicans that it is not good 
business sense to discriminate aguinst our own 
industries. The bill will certainly pass the Sen- 
ate by something more than a party vote, and 
it may pass the House. In any event the Re- 
publicans will be compelied to go on record for 
or against it. 

The House passed the Australian Ballot bill 
just as it went through the Senate, It will now 
goto the Governor for his approval, and the 
next Iowa election will be conducted under its 
provisions.

OONVIOTED OF MANSLAUGHTER. 

HASTINGS, Neb., March 24.—The jury in the 
Yooum murder case, after being out twenty-one 
hours, brought in a verdict this afternoon, find- 
ing the prisoner guilty of manslaughter.

RAILWAY MANAGEMENT. 


AUTHORITY TO ISSUE CERTIFICATES. 

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., March 24.—Justice Pratt of 
Brooklyn has granted an order authorizing Re. 
ceiver Sherwood of the Central New-England and 
Western Railroad Company to issue receiver's cer- 
tificates to the amount of $125,000 and to dispose of 
them at par, the money to be expended for the follow- 
ing purposes: For labor, $15,064; Baldwin Locomo- 
tive Works, for balance unpaid, $61,550.94; rent 
due Hartford and Connecticut Railroad, $12,895; 
taxes, $224,000; repairs and betterments, $15,000. 
On Saturday a hearing will be had on Reosiver Sher- 
wood’s application for an order allowing him to issue 
an additional batch of certificates for the sum of 
$125,000, to raise money for repairs and better- 
ments. The certificates are payable quarterly and 
bear interest at the rate of 6 per cent. per annum, 
the principal to become due one year from issue, 
The receiver reports the indebtedness of the road 
at the time he toox hold of it at $241,018.60, and its 
assets at $54,779.30, an excess of liabilities over 
assets of $186,239.30.

The Tintic Range Hailroad, which has just been 
completed, is of standard gauge. The managers of 
the Rio Grande Western expect that the earnings 
from this new line and the trattic it will contribute to 
the main line will add at least $200,000 per annum 
to the net earnings of the Rio Grande Western Com-

THE GEORGIA CENTRAL SUIT. 

MACON, Ga., March 24.—The suit against the Cen- 
tral Railroad and Banking Company of Georgia, en- 
tered by Mrs. Rowena Clarke and the minority 
stockholders, opened this morning in the United 
States court here.

MOBILE AND OHIO LITIGATION. 

MOBILE, Ala., March 24.—The case of Nichols 
against the Mobile and Ohio Railway, which is a suit 
to oust the present Directory of the road, came up for 
hearing yesterday before Chancellor W. H. Taylor 
of this chancery division, at Marion, Perry County. 


When the case came on, the Directors’ counsel 
moved to postpone the hearing of all motions filed by 
the stockholders, on the grounds that the latter were 
in contempt of an injunction issued by a Circuit 
Judge at Montgomery, Ala, in holding an election 
for Directors. The Chancellor decided that the 
stockholders and Directors elected by them were not 
in contempt and that he would hear their motion to 
dissolve the injunction.

DAISY HOPKINS’S CHARGE. 


HER SUIT AGAINST THE PROCTOR OF 
TRINITY HALL, CAMBRIDGE. 


LONDON, March 24.—The suit for £1,000 dam- 
ages brought by Miss Daisy Hopkins against 
the Rev. Mr. Wallia, Pro-Proctor of Trinity 
Hall, Cambridge, in connection with what is 
known as the Cambridge Spinning House case, 
was opened to-day at the Ipswioh Assizes be- 
fore Mr. Justice Mathew and a special jury. Mr. 
Murphy, Q C., appeared for Miss Hopkins, and 
the Attorney General, Sir Richard Webster, Mr. 
Arthur Cohen, Q. C., standing counsel to the 
University of Cambridge, and Mr. Rawlinson 
for the Pro-Proctor. 

Miss Hopkins, it will be recalled, was arrested 
by virtue of the power conferred upon the uni- 
versity authorities by James I., which virtually 
gives them the right to imprison at will the in- 
habitants of Cambridge. The charge against 
her was that she was “ walking the street with a 
university man.” She was sentenced to a term 
of imprisonment in the Spinning House, but 
her friends bestirred themselves and Mr. Poland 
applied to the Queen’s Bench Division of her 
Majesty’s High Court of Justice for her release, 
and the court held that no definite legal charge 
had been made, and ordered the release. Hence 
the suit for damages. 

Miss Hopkins’s statement, upon which the 
action is based, iw that on the nightof her arrest 
she was taken to the Spinning House at a late 
hour and had only cold water given her to drink 
and nothing to eat. She complains that she was 
ill during the night and had to call up the under- 
matron, Who was very cross and stated that she 
could not be called up for breakfast previous to 
ber trial before the Vice Chancellor. She was 
given dry bread and tea after her trial. She re- 
ceived for dinner a piece of coarse meat, which 
she believed to be “lights,” two unskinned po- 
tatoes, and cold water. 

For supper at 7 o’clock she was given.some 
weak tea. That was the average diet every 
day during her confinement. The bed she had 
to sleep upon was a coarse matting hammock 
slung from the walls. She was compelled to 
wash at the pump, and, although she com- 
plained of being ill, she was made to scrub ont 
the court and an outhouse with cold water:and 
a brick. Immediately after the arrival of the 
doctor, who visited the Spinning House while 
she was at work, he ordered her to desist,as she 
was not well enough to do it. She also com- 
plains that she was made:a public show of, and 
that a lady visitor insulted her by suggesting 
that she was a notorious character and was-suf- 
fering from the evil effects of her life. The 
house adjoining the Spinning House, occupied by 
the Chief of Police, overlooked the premises, 
and the servants there made objectionable re- 
marks to the prisoners. 

Mr. Murphy, in opening-the case, said that 
Miss Hopkins was a girl of good reputation, and 
that she had been arrested-illegally on‘wrongful 
suspicion. , 

Miss Hopkins testified how the Proctor’s man 
had wantonly seized her in the street. He was 
very violent and had torn her dress in arresting 
her. She was sentenced to the Spinning House 
without being given an opportunity to-defend 
herself. Miss Hopkins isnot yet eighteen years 
old,

Governor have surprised, shocked, and 
disgusted the great body of independent 
voters who supported him in the late 
election.

He can hardly hope to advance much 
further by the popular vote.

The amendments of the ballot law intro- 
duced in the Assembly by Mr. FaRQUHAR 
were adopted yesterday without any nega- 
tive votes being recorded.

all question. Our demand that this slaugh- 
ter be suspended until the disputed ques- 
tions are determined by arbitration is a 
reasonable one, and entitled to more re- 
spect than the British Government is show- 
ing forit. The suggestion of an equitable 
‘remedy ” by Lord SaLisBuRY seems like 
mere trifling, for there is no time now for 
new negotiation of that sort, and he has 
no reason to suppose that such a remedy 
would be regarded as adequate by us.

In order to protect the Central Park from 
such invasions as it has just now narrowly 
escaped, the indignation meeting to be held 
to-night must demand and secure two 
things of equalimportance. One is the re- 
peal of the law authorizing the driveway; 
the other is the removal of the Park Com- 
missioners who conspired to establish the 
driveway in spite of the public opposition.

ITALY’S FOREIGN POLICY. 

A melancholy interest attaches to M. DE 
LAVELEYY’s article on Italy in the Con- 
temporary lieview on account of the recent 
death of its accomplished author. M. pr 
LAVELEYE here gives his own view of the 
cause of the hostile sentiments which at 
present exist between Italy and France, 
which differs from that not very long ago 
expressed in the pages of the Contemporary 
by Signor Crispi. The object of Signor 
CrisP!’s two articles of last Summer was to 
show that France was hostile to united 
Italy on political grounds, and was further 
opposed to the occupation by Italy of Rome 
as its capital on religious grounds, and 
that these two facts were the cause of the 
adhesion of Italy to the triple alliance. 
M. DE LAVELEYE owns that there is a grain 
of truth in these statements. The devout 
French Catholics and Ultramontanes are, 
of course, warm supporters of the temporal 
power, and therefore opposed to the Italian 
occupation of Rome as the capital. There 
was no doubt alsoin France a certain po- 
litical opposition to united Italy. But 
neither of these sentiments belonged to the 
country at large. So far as the French 
feeling about the temporal power is con- 
cerned the great majority of the people are 
anti-clerical. This is a heritage of pre- 
revolutionary times. And as for the po- 
litical sentiment, France has always con- 
sidered herself the patroness of oppressed 
nationalities. Assuch she was the friend 
of Italian unity. The cause of the present 
hostility between the two countries must 
therefore be looked for elsewhere. 

M. pr LAVELEYE’s explanation of the ad- 
hesion of Italy to the triple alliance is that 
its motive was not hostility to France, but 
the necessity of making friends of Germany 
and Austria. It is admitted, however, that 
there is a strong sentiment of hostility to 
France in Italy. When Italy had come 
away from the Berlin conference with 
nothing at all, all the other powers having 
got something, and Tunis, which Italy 
wanted, having been given to France, there 
was a very bitter feeling in Italy toward 
France. The writer mentions having been 
at a public dinner in Turin in 1882, where 
there were only Italian wines. A remark 
of his to the effect that he was glad of this 
opportunity to make acquaintance with the 
native wines evoked a great explosion of 
wrath against France and the assertion 
that no more French wines would be drunk 
in Italy, This sentiment continued to ex- 
ist. A curious evidence of it appearsin an 
almost incredible storv, which M. pk LAVE- 
LEYE nevertheless vouches for as perfectly 
true. During the Summer of 1889 the Ital- 
jiau Government believed that the French 
fleet was about to attack LaSpezzia, and so 
informed the Euglish fleet in the Mediter- 
ranean, which sailed to Genoa to watch the 
The explanation of this 
incident was discovered afterward to be 
that, as a subject for tactical study, ** an 
attack on La Spezzia” had been given to 
the French fleet at Toulon. This, coming to 
the knewledge of some non-official person, 
was by him given to the Italian Minister of 
Marine, whose persuasion of the hostile de- 
signs of France was so strong as to prepare 
him to believe it. 

Popular sentiments of this kind are quite 
as potent in their effects upon the actions 
of States as considerations of safety and 
policy. We cannot help thinking, there- 
fore, that they must have had some influ- 
ence in@nclining Italy to accept the triple 
alliance. But this is not M. pk LAVELEYE’s 
view. To go back to the beginning, Italy’s 
present situation is to be referred to what 
has been called her **megalomania,” her 
wish to cut a great figure in the politics of 
Europe. If Italy had been content with 
some such position as Belgium or Switzer- 
land, or, failing that, if she had taken up 
some such remote relation to the affairs of 
Europe as Spain has done, her situation 
would have been one of wisdom and safety. 
But, on the contrary, she set up to be a fig- 
ure in Europe, and especially considered it 
her duty to have a voice in whatever con- 
cerned the Mediterranean. Having taken 
up this attitude, she found herself without 
a friend, and her sense of her own interests 
drove her to cust in her lot with Germany 
and Austria. The writer’s idea is that she 
was to some extent bulldozed into this by 
her fear, for which she seems to have had 
good ground, that there might be an under- 
standing between Germany and the Vati- 
can. The Pope is every where the enemy of 
the Italian monarchy, and the Catholic 
Church, of which he is the master, is every- 
where a formidable power. Emperor 
WILLIAM would like to please the Catho- 
lics of his_own realm, and Austria is al- 
ways clerical. Hence the necessity of 
keeping on good terms with those powers.

SHANKLIN’S HAPPY HIT, 


HIS DECLARATION FOR CLEVELAND 


MAY MAKE HIM GOVERNOR. 


INDIANAPOLIS, March 24.—The uproariously 
enthusiastic Cleveland demonstration last night, 
occasioned by the reference to the ex-President 
inaspeech delivered by J. G. Shanklin, candi-« 
date for the Democratic nomination for Gover- 
nor, has greatly angored the friends of Isaac P. 
Gray, andis regarded by them as a bold, pre- 
conceived attempt to shelve the ex-Governor in 
his State as a Presidential aspirant. 

In consequence, they will begin open warfare 
on Cleveland. There is no doubt, however, that 
Shanklin expressed the sentiment of the majori- 
ty of Indiana Democrats. Around the State 
House to-day many Democratic office holdera 
were heard to remark that Mr. Shanklin’s ut- 
terances would make him the party nominea 
for Governor. 

“It was Claude Matthew's opportunity to set 
himself right,’’ said one Demoorat, “and ha 
should have taken advantage of it He should 
have come out square for Cleveland.” 

One of the Democratia State officers said: 
“Gray has no more show of being nominated for 
President than I havesand there is no reason 
why Indiana should standin a false sition. 
The State is for Cleveland, and the aciegati 
that goes to Chicago will be for him. The State 
Convention may be forced to instract for Gray, 
but the delegation will never consider him mora 
than a probability for Vice President.’ 

On the other hand, the Hill-Gray men do not 
seem to be greatly worried over the turn affairs 
bave taken.

WASHINGTON, March 24.—In convention to- 
day the Democrats of the district elected as 
delegates tothe Democratic National Conven- 
tion James L. Norris and Henry E. Davis. 
Norris is an independent man of good charac 
ter and Davis is an out-and-out Cleveland man, 
These two men beat William Dickson and A. A. 
Lipscomb, who have been conducting a very 
noisy, vulgar, and boastful campaign under a 
banner inscribed “Anything to beat Cleveland.” 
Dickson is a Hill man, and Hill has been en- 
couraging him, it is reported, to employ all his 
skill to secure Rill delegates. illiam H,.

The anti-Cleveland men here are mad over 
their defeat. They professed to be sure that 
they would win a few days ago.

FOR THE NAVAL RESERVE. 


THE NANTUCKET TO BE MADE READY 
FOR SEA. 


Boston, March 24.—Word has been received 
here that the single-turreted monitor Nantucket 
is to be made ready for sea and sent to Boston 
for the use of the naval reserve. She was thor- 
oughly overhauled and repaired when trouble 
with Chile was threatened, and her engines will 
be tested in a few days. The Nantueket did 
active service in the late war of the rebellion, 
and upto the time of Capt. John Ericsson’s 
death had been lying in ordinary at the Brook- 
lyn Navy Yard. 

Commander John C. Soley of the naval bat- 
talion said this morning that the report was 
evidently true. Some time ago he asked for thé 
Nantucket, on which he had seen active service, 
and received word soon after that the Passaic 
would be sent instead. Now it seems that the 
department has reconsidered its decision and 
will grant the first request. 

The monitor will probably be here by May 15, 
about which time the naval battalion begins 
river drill, and will be attached to the receiving 
ship. ‘Three companies will practice on the 
river and the other on the monitor. Commander 
Soley is pleased with the announcement, as he 
says the Nantucket is perfectly adapted for the 
use of the battalion.

RUINS OF ANCIENT COPAN 


ee ‘ 
WORK OF THE HARVARD ARCHZ- 
OLOGICAL EXPEDITION. 


PISCOVERIES ALREADY MADE ESTABLISH 
ITS IMPORTANCE — CUSTOMS AND 
ARCHITECTURAL RELICS THROWING 
LIGHT ON THE CITY’8 ORIGIN. 


Boston, March 24.—Lettera received by Prof. 
Putnam from the men in charge of the Harvard 
expedition in Honduras now investigating the 
ruins of the buried city of Copan show that the 
excavations are being pushed forward with 
commendable speed, are turnipg out most in- 
teresting material, and that the results fully 
justify the expedition. 

The work of uncovering these ruins, upon 
which the dust of many centuries have falien, is 
now being conducted at the southern end of the 
main ruin near the large pyramid. Here sev- 
eral tombs have been unearthed from beneath a 
mass of dcbris. The tombs themselves are con- 
structed from cut stone, and in them were found 
fragments of skeletons almost wholly decayed. 
Enough of them, however, are left to show 
s0me important facts. Among the fragments 
Were some skulls which indicated a custom of 
filing the teeth in various shapes. Some of the 
teeth were drilled, and in the holes 80 made 
Were set green and blue stones. 

There is in the Peabody Museum a skull from 
Yucatan which shows the filing of the teeth in 
asimilar manner. The upper teeth are filed 60 
as to make a single sharp point with shoulders, 
and the lower teeth are filed in the shape of two 
or three saw teeth. It is interesting, says Prof. 
Putnam, to find this practice also occurring in 
Copan, as it indicates a people having similar 
customs with the people of Yucatan. 

A small mound near the centre of the ruins on 
the banks of the Kiver Copan was at last ac- 
counts being explored, and here skeletous were 
discovered, but without any ornamentation of 
the teeth. This apparent difference in the man- 
ner of burial between those found in the tombs 


and in the mounds may be explained, perhaps, 
by the fact that the latter seem to be better pre- 
served and may belong toa later people; but 
all this is conjecture, aud nothing will be known 
for @ certainty until the excavations are carried 
further and the report of the Winter’s work is 
made. 

The City of Copan is about two miles long and 
all about it are fragments of ruins. Great 
monoliths covered with giyphs of all sorts have 
been erected in many places about the city. 
Some of them, long ago failenin the dust, aro 
some distance from the main ruins. The sides 
are covered with grotesque figures of feathered 
serpents, human beads mostly of the indian 
type,dragons with humah faces, and circies and 
lines. In frontof these huge carved stones are 
usually what are supposed to be large altars. 
Some of the great figures of human heads found 
were evidentiy used as incense burners. 

Molds are being mado of the large monoliths 
about the ruins, so that casts of the large and 
singular carvings can be setupin the Peabody 
Museum at Harvard. Many pieces of interest- 
jing sculpture have been found, of which photo- 
graphs have been taken, as well as of the 
monoliths and portions of the buildings showing 
carvings. 

The exploring party arc ail well. Their letters 
show that the work is of great importance to 
Awerica [rom an archicviogical standpoint and 
the necessity for continuing the excavations for 
the {uli time given by the Government of Hon- 
duras—ten years. This is necessary that the 
story of the vid ruips may be told in all its 
details, says Frof. Putnam. The Honduras 
ofliciais who have visited the place and looked 
over the work are much pleased with the results 
sofar. The President of the country bas written 
Prof. Putnam also to say that he shail be 
pleased tv give all the assistance possible 
toward making the Honduras exhibit at the 
World’s Fair as perfect as may be. 

The great temple is the pointof greatest in- 
terest. Here were celebrated all the religious 
rites of this strauge people, and here, persaps, 
huinan beings were oifered up in sacrifice to 
their gods. Une of the most interesting parts of 
the temple ia the inner chamber, as it is galled. 
On the tace of the step below the doorway lead- 
ing to this are hieroglyphics composed of the 
characteristic faces, dots, lines, and’ serpents. 
Over the doorway and about the sides are fan- 
tastic figures crawling through a number of let- 
ters, or figures, shaped like the letter 8 laid on 
its side. Onthe lower part of the sides of the 
doorway a figure like Atias supports the other 
forms. No one has yet interpreted the meaning 
of these inscriptions. The language of the peo- 
le is yet to be unfolded tothe world. The prob- 
ems and the life of those days remain for some 
phiiologist to restore to the present and make 
the stones of Copan tell the wonderful story of 
its rise, eee and decay. The work of Har 
vard College will do much to bring thid about. 

There have been very diverse opinions about 
Copan and its antiquity. The German scholar, 
Dr. Julius Schmidt, claims that the ruins at 

uirigua are older than those at Copan, and 
that they are, in fact, the oldest on the Ameri- 
can continent. He looks upon it as reasonable 
t® suppose that the sculptors of Palenque, 
Ococingo, Copan, and Quirigua were all of the 
race of the Mayas. The monoliths are, he says, 
both at Copan and Quirigua, of a religious char- 
acter, and have altars in frontof them, plainly 
pointing to sacriiices to the persons represented 
on the monolith. Schmidt regards the low relief 
figures as the oldest. The stones for these great 
monuments avd buildings were quarried in the 
mountains two miles away. 

Col. Juan Galindo says that Copan was a 
colony of Tultecos or Toltecs. He believed in 
his day that the American Indians were the 
most ancient people on the tace of the globe 
and pointed to the fact that they were worn out 
and their vitality was exhausted in support of 
his theory. In saying that Copan was pecleny of 
the Toltecs he was following tradition. He 
gives the dimensions of the famous temple, 
upon which attention has been concentrated 
largely in the past, as 75V feetlong north and 
south and 600 broad from east to west. More 
than fifty years ago Galindo called attention to 
the wonderful field for investigation in exca- 
vating these ruins upon which Harvard College 
has just now entered. 

Prof. Cyrus Thomas, in an article some time 
ago, took the ground that the Mayas who built 
Copan were sprung from the Mexicans. He 
supported his theory by a comparison of the 
codices of the two countries, which were the 
calendars by which they reckoned time. The 
points of agreement are 60 many that he con- 
cludes they must have had a common origin, 
and, from ali the evidence be submits, that the 
Mayas were more likely to have got their ideas 
trom the Mexicans than vice versa, The Mexican 
symbols, he thinks, never could have grown ont 
of the Maya hieroglyphics, while the latter 
might have grown out of the former. He is 
not, however, cousidered an authentic authority 
by the best archwologists. 

It is one of these codices of the ancient Maya 
nation or people which Prof. Putnam hopes to 
discover in the ruins at Copan. When the Span- 
jiards conquered the country many of them ex- 
isted, but they destroyed many, a very few beiug 
saved by some of the band, who saw their value 
from an ethnological standpoint. 

Stepheus, who visited the country of Hon- 
duras some sixty yeurs ago, took the ground 
that the ruins are not nearly as old as 
they were then reputed to be, and thought 
they were the work of the Toltecs or their 
ancestors. At the present time, however, 
with all the new light of recent ycars, it 
is the common opinion of archwologists and 
ethnologists that the ruins of Copan are the 
oldest on the American continent. It was an 
early opinion, before the time of Stephens, that 
the ruins of Copan and other ancient cities in 
Central Amorica were remains of a people de- 
ascended from the at nee This was because 
the sculpture resembled that of the ancient 
ruins in Egyptin some particulars, The inves- 
tigations of the last century have thoroughly 
dispelled that idea, however, and to-day it is 
probable that the work of these great temples 
and monuments covered with undeciphered 
hieroglyphics was done by the ancestors or 
predecessors of the Toltecs, or by the Toltecs 
themselves. There seems to be & general opin- 
ion to that effect among the authorities on this 
subject. 

A theory held among theologians at one time 
was that these grand ruins were the remains of 
some of the lost tribes of Israel.

TO BE HELD IN RICHMOND. 
atlanta 

VIRGINIA’S DEMOCRATIC CONVENTION 
SET For MAY 19. 


RICHMOND, Va., March 24.—The Virginia State 
Democratic Convention for the olection of dele- 
gates to the National Democratic Convention 
and the Electorsat Large will meot in Richmond 
on Thursday, May 19. This was the devision 
of the State Committee atits largely-attended 
meeting here to-day. The only contest was as 
to the place where the convention was to meet, 
Norfolk representatives pressed the claims of 
that city, but it was decided to favor Richmond 


by a vote of 24to 11. Roanoke was suggested, 
but its friends subsequently withdrew that city 
from the contest. 

The basis of representation in the convention 
is to be one delegate to every one hundred yotes 
cast for Governor McKinney in 1889. This will 
give a membership of about 1,700, which will 
make one of the largest conventions held in 
Virginia since the war. The Cleveland members 


of the committees favored a large convention, . 


and the basis was, it is admitted, a quiet con- 
cession to that sentiment among the triends of 
the ex-President. The feeling is that nothing 
but the action of a fully representative body 
will satisfy the rural voters in Virginia. With 
them Mr. Cleveland is a tower of strength. 

The only iucident of special note at to-day’s 
meeting of the committee was the speech of 
Capt. Mortimer kogers of Roanoke in opposing 
the convention's coming to Richmond on account 
of the denunciation of Hill by some of the 
papers here. This, however, made no impression 
upon the committee, as may be seen by the 
vote. 

Capt. Ham Shepperd, a close friend of Senator 
Barbour, a former Secretary of the committee, 
and oue of the best-posted politicians in the 
State, saidto Tu Times's correspondent that 
Hill had the Virginia politicians with him, but 
Cleveland had the masses of the people. Sen- 
ator Eohols of Augusta, one of the most con- 
servative members of the committee, although 
a Hili man, concurs in this view. A member of 
the Executive Committee who is regarded as 
one of the shrewdest politicians in Virginia, 
although for Hill, makes a similar admission of 
Cleveland's strength with the people. 

Chairman Ellison and nearly allof the mem- 
bers of the State Committee express the opinion 
that the convention will send an uninstructed 
delegation to Chicago. The Hill men say that 
in almost any event the four delegates at large 
will be Senators Daniel and Barbour, Chairman 
Ellison, and Congressman O'Ferrall. If Mr. 
Cleveland controls the convention, the naming 
of the two Senators who oppose him will of 
course be & matter of courtesy.

THE CINCINNATI WATER-WORKS BILL 
PASSED BY THE LEGISLATURE, 


CoLumBus, Ohio, March 24.—The Foraker fac- 
tion practically won in the Legislature to-day 
on the proposition to issue $6,000,000 in bonds 
for the reconstruction of the water system for 
Cincinnati. 

A very pretty fight, extending over several 
weeks, has created unusual interest, and the 
lines were distinctly drawn between the two 
recent aspirants for the Senatorship, with the 
result that the ex-Governor and his friends 
have succeeded in besting the doughty Senator, 


and have come off with a deoided victory, the 
effect of whivh will be felt in the far future. 

There has been a constant irruption of un- 
pleasant feeling, chiefly caused by the contin- 
ued presence of Gov. Foraker in the lobby of 
the two houses, his presence being noted and 
commented upon with the vehement assertion 
of malignity the Senatorial contest has engen- 
dered. 

There were wide differences as to the manner 
of appoiutment of the Trustees who should have 
charge of the construction of the works, the 
Sherman people insisting that Gov. McKinley 
should select, and the Foraker faction urging 
that Mayor Mosby would best subserve the 
wishes of the taxpayers. 

Gov. Foraker has devoted the greater part of 
his time for several weeks to eloquence before 
the committees having the bill in charge and 

ersuasion of individual members of the two 

ranches, and he has been met by the earnest 
adherents of the opposition, whose efforts were 
quite as persistent if not as effectual The bill 
passed the House before the Sherman men were 
fully apprised of its meaning, but immediately 
its magnitude and scope became known earnest 
efforts were nade to defeat it in the Senate. 
These have coutinucd with increasing earnest- 
ness, until the bill passed to-day. 

There were several dilatory motions urged by 
the Democrats and the Republican opposition, 
and several times the vote wasatie, On the 
vote passing the bill the Senate again tied, and 
the Chair cast the deciding vote, The bill gives 
the Mayor the power to appoint the Trustees to 
have charge of the construction of the plant, 
and the proposition to issue $6,000,000 in bonds 
is left to the people, to be voted upon at a spe- 
cial election, which insures the construction, as 
the people want the works. 

Itis arebuke to Mr. Sherman, who recently 
wrote a letter criticising the methods of the 
gang at Cincinnatt.

EARL RUSSELL SUED FOR LIBEL. 
aE a | 
CHARGED WITH SLANDERING A YOUNG 
WOMAN IN COURT. 


LONDON, March 24.—During the trial of the 
action for a judicial separation brought by 
Countess Russell against her husband, Earl 
Russell, the latter,in the course of his testi- 
mony, said that he had betrayed a servant girl 
in his family named Williams. The girl denied 
the statement and placed the matter in the 
hands of solicitors to procure a retraction. 
These solicitors sent to the papers the following 
letter: 


“Our client, Miss Williams, indignantly de- 
nies that Earl Russell succeeded in betraying 
her, and various other statements of his rela- 
tious with her are incorrect. Miss Williams hus 
instructed us to take all the necessary steps to 
enable her to prove the statement faise, and we 
have communicated with Kar) liusseli’s solicit- 
ors. Failing a satisfactory public retraction, we 
shall take immediate steps to clear our client’s 
name,”’ 


No retraction was made, and the Pati Mall 
Gazette to-day says that an action for libel has 
been brought against Earl Russell by the girl, 
who places her damages at £10,000. 

The mother of Miss Williams was foster- 
mother to the Earl. She and her husband had 
charge of. the Kussell House at Teddington, 
where the alleged betrayhl is said to have taken 
place, and their daughters were housemaids 
there. Mrs. Williams alleges that Earl Russell 
engaged to marry her youngest daughter and 
denies that there was any betrayal. 

The girl swears that she was forced to fice to 
her mother for protection against the Earl. Ho 
was highly indignant at the failure of his scheme 
to betray the girl and dismissed the entire fam- 
ily from his service. They made a claim on him 
for wrongful dismissal and he paid them £500 
in settlement. Tho girl did not receive the 
money. 





POISON THEI WEAPON, 


THE ANARCHISTS OF FRANCE 
SATISFIED WITH DYNAMITE. 


Paris, March 24.—The Journal des Débats to- 
day publishes a startling story, which, even if 
not true, will tend to frighten people vy the sug- 
gestion it contains. 

The paper declares that in their search for the 
authors of the recent explosionsin Paris the 
police have discovered a band of Anarchists 
who have little faith in the eflicicacy of dyna- 
mite to put out of the way persons who they re- 
gard as in away responsible forthe existing 
evils of society, and who were upon the point 
of putting into effect another plan to gain their 
ends. There is good reuson to doubt that 
dynamite isthe article to elfect the overthrow 
of law and order, for with all the explosions that 
have occurred, not only here butin the many 
plaves where the Anarchists have perpetrated 
their outrages, the loss of life has been trifling. 
Some few persons bave been injured, but any 
great number of deaths has yet to be recorded. 

According to the Journal des Débais the band 
referred to had resolved to use poison instead 
of dynamite, and were making experiments to 
discover a substance that could be used to 
cause death with no risk of detection. Three 
of the band were arrested yesterday. A search 
of their lodgings resulted in the discovery of an 
unkuown preparation, presumably poison of 
some kind. This was taken possession of and 
sent to the chemists atthe muuicipal labortory 
for analysis.

A BILL OFFERED TO COVER THE 
LINCOLN CASE. 


REPUBLICANS OFFER TD BE MAGNANI- 
MOUS—THEIR OBJECT TO PROBE 
DEMOCRATIC NOMINATIONS BEFORE 
A LEGISLATIVE COMMITTEE. 

PROVIDENCE, R. I., March 24.—After a night's 
consideration of the matter, the Republicans, 
under advice of Sonator Aldrich, decided to in- 
troduce in the Legisiature an act to validate the 
imperfect nomination paper of the Democratio 
nominees for Senator and Representatives from 
the Town of Lincoin. This action was decided 
upon because it was believed that a show of 
magnanimity would be good politics. Accord- 
ingly, this morning Representative Wilson of 
East Providence, the Republican boss of the 
House, presented the following act: 

Anact to validate the peapentees certificate of the 
nomination of the Democratic candidates for the 
General Assembly and the Town of Lincoln, filed 
with the Secretary of State on the 22d of March, 
1892. 

It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows: 

SECTION 1. The Chairman and Secretary of the 
Democratic Convention, held in the ‘Town of Lincoln 
on the 21st day of March, 1892, are hereby author- 
ized to correct and complete the certificate filed by 
them with the Secretary of State on the 22d day of 
March, 1892, so that it shall conform to the provis- 
ions of Section 2, Chapter 731, of the Public Laws, 
on or before 4 o'clock in the afternoon of the — day of 
March, 1892, and when so corrected and completed, 
within the time specified, shall be of the same force 
and effect as if it had been correctly tiled within the 
time provided by law. 

Sec. 2. Vhis act shall take effuct upon its passage. 

Mr. Wilson addressed the House as follows: 

MR. CHAIRMAN: On several occasions during the 
session of the present General Assembly it has been 
called upon to enact laws to provide that in the 
Town of Lincoln a free and fair ballot might be had 
and counted, and the oflicers thereby elected might 
possess and exercise the offices to which they were 
chosen. 

Because of this the Republicans in this body have 
been attacked in the newspapers of the other party 
for unwarrantable interference in the affairs of that 
town, and our action has been condemned by the 
bear garden, styled by our political opponents 4 
State Convention, which exhibited in Music Hall 
several weeks ago. 

There has now arisen another oause for interfer- 
enoe in the concerns of this somewhat famous town. 
By the neglect and patient A of the ollicera to 
whom was delegated the respousible duty of turnish- 
ing to the Secretary of State the Democratic nomina- 
tions for members of the Assembly, the voters of 
that political faith in Lincoln have been practically 
disfranochised, unless some action is taken by the 
General Assembly. 

Notwithstanding the unwarrantable§ attacks 
which have been made upon us for our previous ac- 
tion in the interest of fairness and good government; 
notwithstanding the partisan and high-handed at- 
tempts of the Democrats of Lincoln to possess them- 
selves of the Government of that town, upon which 
efforts the Supreme Ceurt of this State has set the 
seal of its condemnation, and which would justify 
the Republicans, if anything would, in making use 
ot any partisan advantage in their power, I, as a Re- 
publican, offer this bill, in order that the Democrats 
of that town may have an opportunity to vote for 
the candidates of their choice. 

I otier it in the interests of fair play, and I think 
that I voice the sentiment of every one of my po- 
litical associates in this Dody in so doing. ask 
that it be referred to the Committee on the Ju- 
diciary, for the reason that statements have been 
made, which I believe to be well founded, that the 
certificate delivered to the secretary of State does 
not contain the names of the candidates nominated 
by the Lincoln Convention, although the attached 
atidavit 80 states. 

I also desire to do justice to both parties in this 
matter, and to see that the rights of all the candi- 
dates are properly guarded. 

This speech acted like nettles upon the Dem- 
ocrats who listened to it. Mr. Wilson’s refer- 
ence to the certificate not containing the names 
of the caucus nominees has disclosed the fact 


that after the ticket had been named, the Dem- 
ocratic leaders of the town discovered that their 
opponents had two French Canadians on their 
ticket, while the Democrats had but one. 
Accordingly the leaders of the latter party in- 
duced one of their nominees for Representative 
= withdraw, and substituted a French Cana- 
jan. 

This is contrary to law, but the Chairman of 
the caucus swore that the names on the nomina- 
tion papers were those of the nominees of the 
caucus, and the Secretary would have done so 
had he not forgotten the matter. The Dem- 
ocrats of Middletown, whose papers were filed by 
the Republican Town Clerk too late for arrival 
at the specitied time, will get no relief. 

Notwithstanding Mr. Wilson’s buncombe 
speech. the enabling act for Lineoln’s Democ- 
racy will not pass until the Republicans here 
have worked every poasible bit of political cap- 
ital out of the matter. 

He did not express the sentiments of scores 
of his political associates, who demand that no 
action shall be taken. If the bill is passed, it 
will only be after the liveliest cracking of the 
party whip. The Town Clerk of Lincoln, a Re- 
publican, says nothing should be done to help 
the Democrats out of their trouble. 

A public hearing wil! of course be held by the 
Committee on Judiciary. The hearing, it is 
prophesied, will take the form of an inquisition, 
with Mr. Wilson, as Chairman of the commit- 
tee, in the réle of chief inquisitor and the Dem- 
ocratic politicians of the Town of Lincoln as 
victims. After all the information regarding 
the changing of the names is drawn out, the Re- 
publicans will probably pass the bil). 

The Democrats here are compiaining of the 
attitude of their opponents regarding the large 
halls. The Republicans have engaged Music 
and Infantry Halls, the only large halls in the 
city, for every morning, afternoon, and even- 
ing, commencing next Monday, and running up 
to the night before the election. 

The Democrats say that, although the Repub- 
licans publicly announced that the former could 
have the halls when not required for Repub- 
lican rallies, they will not give any dates, and 
continue to assert from day to day that they 
have not made necessary arrangements. They 
say they can find no place for the distinguished 
men of their party to address the Roane. and in 
one instance have been compelled to engage 
the Providence Opera House, and pay the 
theatrical company booked for that date a very 
larve sum to forego their engagement. 

The personal attacks upon Mr. Wardwell and 
members of bis family have reacted in favor of 
the Democratic candidate, particularly in Bris- 
tol, to such an extent that the Republican lead- 
ers have found it necessary to order a discon- 
tinuance of that method of campaign work. 

The indications still point to a Republican 
victory, so far as control of the Legislature is 
concerned. The Democrats claim that Senator 
Aldrich brought an imménse bundle of boodle 
with him from Washington.

TUE CONTEST OF THE WOOD WILL. 


CASE SETTLED OUT OF COURT. 


LONDON, March 24.—This was the day fixed 
for the hearing of the Wood will case before 
Justice Jeune inthe Probate Division of Her 
Majesty’s High Court of Justice.

Among those present in the courtroom 
to-day were Capt. O'Shea, who sccured a di- 
vorce from his wife because of her criminal 
intimacy with Mr. Parnell, and Gen. Sir Evelyn 
Wood. 

Sir Charles Russell, counsel for Mrs. Parnell, 
announced that the case had been settled by a 
family arrangement. The terms of the sottle- 
ment have not been made public, but it is be- 
lieved that Mra. Parnell, to whom everything 
was left absolutely, has consented to relinquish 
to the seven claimants a considerable share of 
her inheritance. 





NEW-ORLEANS FRUIT ‘TRADE. 


JBEAVY IMPORTATIONS OF LEMONS AND: 
BANANAS REPORTED. 


NEW- ORLEANS, March 24.—The steamer Rydal 
Water is at the Northeastern fruit wharf with 
30,000 boxes of lemons from the Mediterranean. 
A steamship has just finished unloading, and 
two barks are also at the wharf’with cargoes of 
lemons, bringing up the-total receipt of lemons 
for the last few days to 90.000 boxes. The 
fruitis bringing fair prices, and there is.no lack 
of buyers here. Chicago, Omaha, Kansas City, 
St. Joseph,:St. Louis, and’ other points’are.repre- 
sented by dealers in person, and Cincinnati, 


Cleveland, and other cities transact -consider- 
able business through local brokers. 

The iruit trade this year promises to be very 
large, and New-Orleans will far outstrip New- 
York in the matter of fruit importation. Last 
year New-Orleans succeeded in passing the 
metropolis in this line, but this year the South- 
ern port’s supremacy Will be taken out of the 
accidental column. 

The banana business of recent years has been 
increased to a large extent, and the fruit is 
boing sentinto almost every portion of the 
country. Tho Illinois Central and the Queen 
and Crescent Railroads have been handling 
large cargoes of the tropical fruits, and the 
other roads are also carrying their share. The 
Southern Pacific found thatit could success- 
fully take fruit to California, and shipments for 
the far West are of frequent occurrence. Re- 
cently carloads have been delivered to Portland, 
Ore., in good condition. 





AFFAIRS IN MEXICO. 
Cette Sie 
REVENUE PRODUCED BY RAILWAYsS— 
DIAZ’S POPULARITY. 


CITY OF MEXICO, March 24.—The total amount 
of railway subventions paid during the past 
eleven years is $62,246,000, and the amount s0 
disbursed is calculated to have all come back 
into the National Treasury through increased 
customs and internal revenue consequent on 
the opening up of the country by the newly- 
created system of railways. 

The entire failure of the cocoa crop in the 
sfate of l'abasco is announced. 

The Government is reported to be seriously 
cousidering a cencral poll tax and tax on many 
especies of property now almost completely es- 
caping taxation. It is thought wiser to make 
all property pay tribute tothe Treasury rather 
than augment the customs duties orin any way 
embarrass the free movement of trade.

DEATYU OF THOMAS GLOVER. 

Thomas Glover, who died Wednesday at New- 
ark, N. J., in the ninetieth year of his age, was 
probably the oldest New-York butcher at 
the time of his death. Mr. Glover was born in 
this city Jan. 9, 1803. His mother was Kath- 
erine De Voe, who was born in Garden Street, 
now Exchange Place, when that portion of 
New-York City was occupied by residences. 
Up to the time of the great fire of 1835 Mr. 
Glover did business in the Franklin Market, 
Old Slip. After the market was robuilt he went 


back ‘there and continued in business until 
1863, when he retired in comfortable afiluence. 

Mr. Glover resided in this city until twelve 
years ago, when be went to Newark. He was at 
one time a member of the old Washington 
Grays. (cavalry,) which was later merged into 
the Eighth Regiment. Mr. Glover was a 
widower, his wife having died in 1866, and he 
leaves six children, aynong them being William 
E. Glover of the law tirm of Cudlipp & Glover, 
Dr. E. A. Glover of Moscow, Penn., and Mrs. 
Samuel D. Allison, widow of a former Principal 
of Public 8chool No. 7. Interment will be at 
Yonkers, N. Y.

SENTENCED HIS WIFE 70 JAIL. 

Srocx City, lowa, March 24.—Frank Green- 
walt, a farmer, who lives in Ferry Township, 
Piymouth County, has an occasional quarrel 
with his wife. Greenwalt is boti Justice of the 
Peace and School Director. A few days ago a 
neighborhood wag suggested to Mrs. Groen- 
walt that her husband had been paying too much 
attention to the schoolteacher. There was a 
violent family row, in which Greenwalt was 
badly worsted. 

Next Cay Greenwalt, in his capacity of 
Justice of the Peace, Geputized his farm hand, 
William Otto, to arrest his wife and bring her 
before him for trial. After a brief examination 
he ordered her to be conveyed to the county 
jailat Le Mars, twenty miles distant, and con- 
lined there pending an examination for insanity. 
Otto was again deputized to execute the order. 
On the way to jail Mrs. Greeuwalt whipped her 
custodian and started back home. She had to 
walk fifteen miles, and was found by the neigh- 
bors in the morning utterly exhausted.

Tho fare from 
the latter place, through the cities of Elizabeth 
aud Newark to Orange, wili be only 10 cents. 


REDUCING THE WHISKY OUTPUT. 

Curcaco, March 24.—In accordance, it is said, 
with orders issued by the Whisky Trust to fur- 
ther restrict the output in all the distilleries 
owned by it, all of the Chicago houses in the 
combine are running “ short,’”’ although the de- 
mand for spirits is brisk, and the output is not 
nearly as large as last Fall. The records of the 
jnternel revenue office show a falling off in the 
Chicago distilleries aione of 1,500 bushels of 
grain per day, which means 6,000 gallons of 
spirits daily.

EDNA PAULDING’S SAD DEATH. 


DESERTED BY THE YOUNG STUDENT 
WHOM SHE CLAIMED AS HER HUSBAND. 


Miss Edna Paulding, or, as she called herself, 
Mrs. Emile De Riesthal, died at 703 Ninth Ave- 
nue, this city, Tuesday morning. The imme- 
diate cause of death was menango cecrebitis. 
This disease was complicated with, or rather 
followed, septicemia. Behind these medical 
terms is asad story. 

Miss Paulding lived in Peekskill and was sev- 
enteen years of age. She was very pretty and 
her father is a descendant of the Paulding who 
helped capture Major André. Two years ago 
Miss Paulding became acquainted with Emile 
De Riesthal, a student at the Peekskill Military 
Academy, and asonof Alphonse De Riesthal, 
the glassware dealer at55 Murray Street, this 
city. The De Riesthals reside in Brooklyn. 

Some time ago young De Riesthal was arrest- 
edonthe charge of betraying Miss Paulding. 
He was bailed by his father. He was again ar- 
rested in a civil suit for $5,000 for loss of serv- 
ices brought by the girl’s father. He was bailed 
again. 

Early in February Miss Paulding came to this 
city and went to the home of Mrs. Mary Forgee, 
at 703 Ninth Avenue, where her child was born 
on Feb. 24..S8he was attended by Dr. J. A. 
Campbell of 314° West Twenty-third Street. 
Both mother and child were doing well till the 
middle of March, when complications set in 
which resulted in the brain disease, followed by 
the mother’s death. 

It was reported in Peekskill that the young 
mother had committed suicide rather than 
stand the publicity of her disgrace. This is un- 
true. Dr. Campbell states that Mies Paulding 
did not receive proper nursing. Throughout 
her trouble and on her deathbed Miss Paulding 
claimed that she and De Riesthal had been mar- 
ried more than a year. The, marriage was 
secret, she said, and she did not know who per- 
formed the ceremony. The reputed father of 
her child never went near her during her ill- 
ness. 

The body of the unfortunate woman was 
taken to Peckskill yesterday by her father ona 
permit from Coroner Levy. The funeral will 
occur to-day. The hearing in the case of De 
Riesthal is set down for next Monday before 
Justice Barton of Peekskill. The child, a girl, 
is well, and will be taken in charge by Mr. 
Paulding. 





THE “VILLAGE GANG.” 


SAMPLE OF THE WORK THAT IT IS 


DOING ALL THE WHILE. 


Steven J. Nelson, senior member of the coal 
firm of Nelson & Company at 484 First Avenue, 
Was assaulted on Wednesday evening by James 
Farley, one of a company of river thieves and 
toughs called the Village gang, whoprowl about 
the East River in the neighborhood of Twenty- 
eighth Street. The members of the gang, who 
are the terror of the neighborhood, have had a 
grudge against Mr. Nelson for years, and have 
been annoying him in every manner possible by 
stealing his coal that is landed at the Twenty- 
eighth Street dock, assaulting his workmen, and 


damaging his property whenever they have 
found an opportunity to do so. 

Mr. Nelson,*who is; a mild-looking, good- 
natured Scandinavian, first incurred the hatred 
of the gang about ten years ago, when Hunk 
Farley, a brother of James, assaulted a steward 
of Mr. Lorillard who was passing along First 
Avenue at Twenty-eighth Street. Farley struck 
the steward, whose name was Zirkowsky, with 
a brick on the head, and robbed him of his 
watch. Mr. Neleon, who was near his office, 
saw the assault and robbery, and when Farley 
was tried Mr. Nelson was subpmnaed as a wit 
ness. Farley was convicted and sent to Sing 
Sing for seven years. The gang swore ven- 
geance against Mr. Nelson, and he bas been 
assaulted by membrs of the gang several timea. 

On Wednesday evening, as Mr. Nelson was 
leaving his office, he was approached by James 
Farley, who demanded beer money. Nelson re- 
fused, and the tough attacked him. Nelson 
struck back and then drew his pistol and fired 
tive shots in the air to attract the attention of 
the police. An officer came, and Farley charged 
Nelson with assaulting him, so the oflicer ar- 
rested both. Yesterday morning both were 
taken to Yorkville Police Court, where Nelson 
was discharged and Farley was heid for trial. 

The Village gang is said to be well known 
by the musters of the vessels that tie up at the 
dock, foreach of them, it is said, is compelled 
to pay the yang $1 a night to refrain from cut 
ym nea cables that fasten the vessels to the 
dock. 

The headquarters of the gang is said to be at 
405 East Twenty-eighth Street. About a week 
ago three of the toughs assaulted » woman aud 
nearly killed her, 





THE STREET-CLEANING BILL. 


A LETTER TO MAYOR GRANT ABOUT 
THE SENATE AMENDMENTS. 


The action of the Senate in tacking amend- 
ments to the Street-Cleaning bill that would 
materially increase expenses called out the fol- 
lowing letter, which was received by Mayor 
Grant yesterday afternoon: 

“ The undersigned, on behalf of the Citizens’ Com- 
mittee, which prepared and presented to the Mayor 
the street-cleauing bill now before the Legislature, 
hereby protest against theamendments involving iu- 
croased expenditure inserted ln the act by the Sen- 
ate on March 23. 

“These amendments, by increasing salaries and 
Wages, will increase the expense of street cleaning 
under this act nearly $300,000 per annum without 
iu any way benefiting the taxpayers. Liberal sal- 
aries and wages had been already provided in the 
original bill 

“We deciine responsibility for this needless in- 
crease in expense and urge the Mayor to use his in- 
tluence to secure the withdrawal of these amend- 
ments and to procure the passage of the bill in the 
form in which it was reported to the Sevate by the 
Committee on Cities on March 18.” 

This letter was signed by James C. Carter, 
Johu A. Stowart, F. R. Coudert, J. Pierpont 
Morgan, Samuel D. Baboock, Charles F. Chand- 
ler, Adriau Iselin, Jr., John L. Cadwalader, Seth 
Low, William H. Draper, M. D., Francis P. Kin- 
nicutt, M. D., Richard Irvin, and Fraucie V. 
Greene. The Assembly yesterday refused to 
agree with the Senate amendments. Mayor 
Grant said that he was waiting for a letter from 
Albany in reference to the matter, and that 
when he received that he might be heard frow.

LOOKING AFTER HIS FORMER WIFR’S 
INTEREST. 


BALTIMORE, March 24.—Oliver F. Hack, coun- 
80] for Mrs. Laura J. Brown, has given notice of 
his intention to apply for letters of administra- 
tion on behalf of Mrs. Brown as the widow of 
Alexander D. Brown of Brookland Wood, if the 
latter left a will, and to cite the late Mr. 
Brown's son George to bring the will into 
court. Alexander D. Brown, who was buried 
last Tuesday, married the daughter of his fa- 
ther’s lod gekeeper after she had become well 
known in Baltimore, 

Mrs. Brown was granted a divorce a mensé et 
thoro from her husband, by the Baltimore Coun- 
ty Court, July 9, 1891. Her former husband 
was to pay her $3,000 a year “during their 
joint lives.” The decree of court says that 
“ nothing in the decree or in the granting of the 
divorce shall operate to release or extinguish 
the defendant’s right of dower in the real estate 
of Mr. Brown, nor any of her marital rights in 
his property if she should survive him.” Mr. 
Hack declares that Mr. Brown had only a life 
estate at Brookland Wood, and that at his death 
the estate went to his son, George Brown.

‘DUNBAR MINE VICTIMS FOUND. 


HOW THEY MET DEATH—FIVE BODIES 
NOT YET RECOVERED. 


DUNBAR, Penn., March 24.—The bodies of 
twenty-three of the miners who met their death 
in the Hill Farm Mine at Dunbar June 16, 1890, 
were found yesterday. They are those of ‘John 
Mitchell, Daniel Smith, John McCleery, James 
McCleery, Peter Devlin, John Cope, Andrew 
Cope, James Shearin, Elmer Devoy, John De- 
Vanny, Richard Bigley, Daniel MoCastinon, 
John Kiernan, Martin Kavanaugh, Patrick 
Cahill, John Courtney, Patrick Courtney, John 
Devanny, Jr., James X. Ivy, Thomas Davis, 
Daniel Davis, James McCune, and William 
Cahill, There are still in the mine the bodies of 
William Hay, Peter Eagen, Joseph Bigley, Mil- 
ton Turner, and Barney Naust. These were in 
the dip at the time of the explosion, and their 
bodies will not be recovered until all the water 
is pumped out. 

The atruggle for life of the entombed miners 
had béen terrible and brief: The bodies were 
found in Flat No. 1, showing that they had 


rushed deeper into the mine, and that a moment 
later a scorching blast filled the flat, choking 
them and prostrating them, to linger in horri- 
bié torture a few moments and then to die. 

Bix of the miners took refuge in one little 
room. When found they were piled on top of 
one another in gbastly shapes—heads thrown 
back, mouths where the lips had fallen away, 
open aud fieshless clinched hands. 

A short distance away were three miners, 
two of whom, the brothers Courtney, were 

‘clasped in each other’s arms. The fourteen 
other miners were entangled in a space thirteen 
feet square. One had an open knife in his hand 
as though he intended to kill himself, but was 
stricken by a more sudden death. 

As soon as the bodies were found word was 
telegraphed to Mine Inspectors Blick, Evans, 
Louttit, Jenkins, and Striver to come to the 
scene at once. The Coroner was also notified, 
and an order was sent to Pittsburg for coffins. 

Coroner Holbert arrived from Uniontown at 9 
o'clock this morning, and after empaneling a 
jury proceeded to the mine, where he met 

Superintendent Hill The party went down 
into the mine to the point where tne bodies were 
discovered, 4,200 feet from the surface. After 
viewing the bodies the Coroner adjourned the 
inquest until the bodies could be positively 
identified and ordered them brought out at 
once. 

A large cofowd4d,'including wives, mothers, 
sisters, and children of the victims, surrounded 
the mouth of the pit, as they did upon the day 
of the disaster and for weeks after. 

At 1 o’elock this afternoon ten bodies had 
been femoved from the mine and been identified. 

The finding of the bodies has caused excite- 
meut among the families of the dead men still 
living here. Iwo of the widows have again mar- 
ried, and a few others have moved away. 

The search fur the bodies has been carried on 
ubhremittingly by the owners of the mine 
sincé the disaster, twenty months ago, at a cost 
of over $100,000. After two weeks’ work the 
searchers were compelled to abandon the work 
for a time till the fire which followed the explo- 
sion could be extinguished. The mine was then 
sealed up and ficoded to subdue the fire, after 
which months were required to clear the mine 
of water aud the tons of vollected débris pro- 
duced by the fire. 





A BANK IN LIQUIDATION, 
BIRMINGHAM, Ala., March 24.—The Amefican 
National Bank of Birmingham has gone into 
liquidation. The bank originally had a capital 
of $250,000, which was to a large extent loaned 


out on securities that depreciated in value, and 
not long ago it threw out its worthless securi- 
ties and scaled .its stock down to $120,000. 
Kome of the stockholders objected to this ar- 
rangement and wentinto court to enjoin some 
of the Directors from acting. As the best way 

out, liquidation has been determined upon.

PARK CUMMISSIONERS RESOLVE 
NOT ZO BUILD ONE. 


PUBLIC OPINION ‘FORCES THEM TO DROP 
THE JOB—THE LAW STILL STANDS 
AND ITS REPEAL WILL BE DEMAND- 
ED TO-NIGHT. 


Public opinion compelled the Park Commis- 
sioners yesterday to decide that no speedway 
should be constructed in Central Park. The 
Park Board now refuses to do anything at all 
about the race course, and the trotting men are 
plaintively asking for a new driveway and are 
insisting that they never did want a racecourse 
anyway. 

It was supposed; when the board adjourned 
after the hearing on Wednesday that the hear- 
Ing was permanently closed to both sides, but 
as soonasthe board met again yesterday the 
supporters of the speedway scheme—the com- 
mittee of the Citizens’ Association for the Pres- 
ervation of the Park and the Safety of the Peo- 
ple—were on hand. None of the opponents of 
the driveway scheme were notified that thers 
was going to be another hearing. President 
Gallup took a great deal of comfort out of the 
presence of the advocates of the race course, 
who incjuded A. Newbold Morris, Hamilton 
Busbey, J. H. Koster, Robert Edwin Bonner, 
and J. C. Delavergne. 

H. M. Whitehead, the legal representative of 
these gentlemen in the race-course business, 
acquired some reputation atthe bar in the de- 
feuse of lotteries and policy shops and their 
keepers. The horseowners had taken a new 
tack and they had brought it with them in the 
shape of a suggestion for an amendment to the 
law, which was read by Mr. Koster, as follows: 

“Not wishing to endanger the immeviate consider- 
ation of the driveway upou the westerly side of the 
Park by claiming that it shall be made a soft road 
und devoted to the use of light wagons only, we, the 
committee of citizens who appeared before the Park 
Board, now withdraw that request, and in the inter- 
est of public safety, endangered by the cougested 
condition of the present driveways, ask that the new 
driveway be constracted as the other driveways are, 
and that only equestrians and bicycles be excluded 
from its use, and that the restrictions as to speed be 
the same as upon the other ways.” 

Mr. Gallup seemed to nod his head approv- 
ingly. As the public did not want its Park used 
for a race course, it was just possible the public 
might not discern what was meant by 4 new 
driveway on the west side of the Park, with 
pedestrians and bicyclists alone excluded. The 
members of the committees were quite confident 
they could get the Legislature to pass an act 
which would permit the Park board to make 
this exclusion. 

The horse owners were ready to convince the 
Park Commissionors that they would be very 
happy indeedifthey could only get the new 
driveway. It was all they bad ever thought of 
asking for, they declared. They agreed that the 
newspapers were mistaken. Thoy insisted that 
the “ congested condition” of the driveways in 
the Park made a new driveway a necessity, be- 
pause, they argued, it was dangerous to drive a 
pght wagonin parts of the Park,and eques- 
trians and bicycle riders were a constant source 
pf menace. 

Mr. Dana suggested that the west driveway 
might be widened and made soft, and that 
bicyclists might be excluded from it. ** Would 
this satisfy the committee?” he asked, 

The committees was not pleased with the sug- 
gestion at all. A new driveway was what 
they were after, and they did not think any- 
thing else would meet what they considered the 
fiemund. They wauted the new driveway to 
ruw@trom Fifty-ninth Street to One Hundred 
and Tenth Strect, on the west side of the Park, 
lor the exclusive use of carriages and read 
wagons. 

After considerable talk Mr. Gallup announced 
adhat the Park Commissioners would go into ex- 
ecutive session. They did’ so, and swallowed a 
whoiesome duse of public opinion. About as 
B00 as the doors were closed upon them they 
adopted the following: 

Whercas, By the advice of the Corporation Conn- 
pel, Senate bill 444, relating to anew drive in Cen- 
tral Vark, is notio be cunsidered as manilatory, the 
Board of Park Commissioners hereby resvives, 

That the road contemplated by the act be not con- 
structed. 

This was offered by Mr. Dana, and was carried 
by the votes of Messrs. Dana, Gallup, and Tap- 
pen. Mr. Straus voted against it. Then Mr. 
Gallup offered the following resolution, which 
Was adopted without dissent: 

Resclved, That this board cxamine into the need of 
larger tacilities for driving in the Central Park, and 
that the Superintendent of Parks and the Landscape 
Architect report thereon to this board at its next 
meeting. 

Action under this resolution is a matier that 
will be closely watched. 

The board will meet again next Wednesday. 

1t looks now as if Cooper Union Hall, big as it 
is, Wili not be capable of accommodating more 
than a very snail part of the crowd that will go 
to the big mass meeting to-night to protest 
against any invasion of Central Park and 
to demand the repeal of the driveway law. The 
committee, at 67 Wall Street, Which has charge 
of the recording of the people’s protests and 
demands in this matter is simply overwhelmed 
withits work. The committes found that it 
was in charge of a puopuiar movement as soon 
as its members were announced, but it had 
little idea of the proportions it was to assume. 

Not less than 100,00 persous have spoken 
already through the committee, and yet the 
stream of protests is coming in by every mail in 
as great volume as ever. Up to last night the 
committeemen had over 13,000 individually 
signed protests against the race track scheme 
and dewands tor the repeal of the jaw. In addi- 
tion to that they had protests tormally made 
through the Secretaries of labor organizations, 
organizations of taxpayers and citizens whose 
memberships uumber not less than 100,000 
men. More than twenty-tive organizations have 
notified the committee they would meet this 
week and take action. There are now scattered 
through the city more than 3,000 of the 5,000 
long blank petitions ciroulated Tuesday morn- 
ing. When these are returned and the protests 
of all the organizations are received it is fair to 
gay the couumittee will have on record the pro- 
tests of more than 200,000 citizens. 

That will be the argument for the immediate 
repeal of the law. Nothing short of repeal will 
gpatisiy the people. Tha. is What they have de- 
manded over their signatures. The back down 
ofthe authoritics since they began to feol the 
pomeese of public opinion is highly gratifying, 

sut with the driveway law on the statute books 
the poison of the legislative act to rob the peo- 
ple of their pleasure ground retains its power 
and will be ready for use on any future occa- 
sion. Therefore it is the repeul of the law or 
nothing with the men who have the movement 
in charge. : 

This will be the moving spirit of the big mect- 
ing to-night. It is the one thing which will be 
embodied in tho resolutions. It is the one topic 
to which the speakers will devote themselves. 
Of speakers there aro more than can speak from 
a single stage in an evening, unless they all 
talk together. Scores of prominent men have 
asked for an opportunity to express themselves, 
and not less than sixty ur seventy organizationa 
have insisted upon their rightto be heard. As 
many will be heard as possible, euch speaker 
being instructed that the shorter and more 
trenchant his words are the better they will be 
liked. To hear many yoices, representing many 
intereats, will be the objectinu view, so that the 
Legislature may understand that itis the City 
of New-York, united on one issue at least, which 
is demanding the righting of a wrong. 

Wheeler H. Peckbam will preside over the 
meeting, aud among the firat speakers will be 
#x-Muayor Hewitt, Joseph J. O’ Donohue, James 
P. Arcinbald of the Central Labor Union, a rep- 
resentative of the Federation of Trades, Orlando 
B. Potter, William A. Stiles, William R. Horn- 
blower, and W. W. Sherman. Following these 
speakers as Mauy representatives of labor and 
citizens’ organizations as possible will be called 
upon. Before the meeting adjourns it will be 
asked to ratity the appointment of a citizens’ 
committee tu take the work in hand and push it 
nutil the law is repealed. Every provision will 
be made for overfow meetings. Levy’s Amer- 
lean Band will play from the time the hall is 
vpened until the meeting is called to order, 
which will be at sharp 8 o’clock. 

There was received at the Wall Street head- 
quarters yesterday the following message trom 
a lawyer of this city who went tu Albany in the 
jnterest of a repeal of the law:

At a large mecting of the West Side Demo- 
eratic Club last night in its clubbouse, 59 West 
Ninety-sixth street, it was voted “ that the club 
favors the immediate repeal of the recently 
enacted act providing for a driveway In Central 
Park.” and that a copy of this resolution should 
be sent to the Governor, the Legislature, and 
the Park Dopartment. A committee was ap- 
pointed to represent the club at the mecting of 
protest in Cooper Union. 

The West Side Republican Club met last even- 
ing at the Hotel Endicott and passed resolutions 
asking the Park Board not to construct the 
driveway, urging the Logislature to repeal the 
pill, and thanking the newspapers for Ughting 
the measure. : 

The West End Association met at its house, 
267 West Kighty-firat Street, and passed resolu- 
tions of similar tenor.

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MAYOR GLEASON ON TRIAL 


Morr s, sinmaaitiad 
FOR AN ASSAULT ON ALFRED 
NELSON OF ASTORIA. 


BRIEF HISTORY OF THE CAUSE WHICH 
LED TO THE TROUBLE—GLEASON 
FORCED TO TRIAL BY THE COURT— 
SIX JURORS OBTAINED YESTERDAY. 


The small courtroom in the Queens County 
Court House, Long Island City, was crowded 
yesterday during the preliminary proceedings 
inthe trial of Mayor Patrick Jerome Gleason, 
indicted in October last for assault in the sec- 
ond degree on the person of Alfred Nelson, a 
business man of this city and a resident of 
Astoria. The assault is alleged to have taken 
place in the rooms of the Long Island City 
Health Board during a meeting of the board on 
the night of June 3, 1891. 

Nelson was one of a committee of citizens 
from the Fourth Ward who were present to 
hand ina petition to which was attached the 
names of a large number of signers praying 
that the Health Board rescind its action at a 
former meeting condemning the Fourth Ward 
Annex School Building. The condemning of the 
building, it was alleged, had been due to polit- 
icalspite. The petitioners had affidavits from 
prominent architects and builders who had ex- 
amined the building and pronounced it in good 
condition. 

The Board of Health refused to consider the 
petition, and Mayor Gleason, who, by virtue of 
his officeas Mayor, is a member of the board, 
told the petitioners so. Nelson then strode 
quickly to the table on which the petition and 


other documents had been placed, and attempt- 
ed to regain possession of them. Mayor Glea- 
son jumped from his seat and, grasping Nelson 
around the waist, a struggle ensued for the pa- 
pers, during which Nelson asserts his shoulder 
was dislocated. It was replaced in position by 
Dr. Little, a physician, who has since died. 

Gieason’s arrest followed on a charge of as- 
sault in the second degree, and he was placed 
unter $1,000 bonds. At the December term of 
court Gleason's trial was postponed, the de- 
fense alleging that their ee witness, Bte- 
plen P. O’ Hara, clerk to the Health Board, was 
ill with pneumonia jn Boston. 

The case was the ‘tirst on the calendar at the 
present term of court, and, although Judge Gar- 
retson insisted that it would have to be tried, 
Mayor Gleason made strenuous efforts to gain a 
further postponewent, on the plea of the seri- 
ous illness of his counsel, Lawyer John W. Goff 
of this city. Judge Garretson iinally assigned 
Lawyers Noble and Foster of Long Island City 
two defend the Mayor, and ordered that the case 
should proceed. 

When the court opencd yesterday Mayor 
Gleason Was present, but no counsel was in 
sight, and Gleason even then tried to have 
the case again postpoued to some remote date. 
He wade a personal appeal to the court, show- 
ing a bundle of telegrams from Lawyer Weller, 
who defended him in the Crowly assault case 
and others, in which these gentlemen said it 
would be impossible forthem to be present. 
Yhe Mayor also alluded to his high official posi- 
tion, intimating that it was entitled to some 
consideration. The court was inexorable, how- 
ever, and remarked that Gleason should be all 
the more anxious to have the case proceed. 

This was the cue for the dramatic svene which 
followed and which was highly characteristic of 
Pat Gleason. Remarking that he (Gleason) had 
seen Lawyer Gott and had told him the case 
must proceed, as the court had so ruled, the 
latter answered that he would be thereif he 
died, orwords tothat effect, the courtroom door 
opened and an array of counsel entered sufli- 
cient in numbers to try all the cases on the 
court calendar. Lawyer Goff did not look as if 
he had entirely recovered from his recent illness, 
and his voice was weak. He stated to the court 
that he would be assisted in the defense of his 
client by W. Travers Jerome. Judge Garretson 
then ordered the case to proceed. 

Before the drawing of the jury began, Law- 
yer Goff asked if the names of the extra panel 
of seventy-five jurors were in the box. The 
court said they were, as well as the names of 
the jurors on the regular panel, Lawyer Goff 
then said.the defense challenged both the oriz- 
inal aud new panel of jurors on the ground that 
some whose names were not in the box had 
been excused for insufficient reasons. The ob- 
jection was overruled, and Mr. Golf then moved 
that the Clerk shake up the names in the box as 
prescribed by law. Clerk Downing evidently 
considered this a direct slap at him, and he waa 
on his feet in an instant, exclaiming that he de- 
sired the gentleman from New-York to under- 
stand that he was incapable of tampering with 
the names in the box. 

Mayor Gleason was surrounded by a large 

number of attorneys, who, with his witnesses, 
occupied almost the entire space within the 
railing, and District Attorney Fleming, who ap- 
peared for the prosecution, asked to be informed 
as to who were to be included in the list of coun- 
sel for the defense. Lawyer Noble, one of the 
counsel assigned by the court, then asked to be 
excused, and Judge Garretson granted the re- 
quest. 
The whole day was taken upin the endeavor 
to obtain a jury, and when the court adjourned 
only six had been accepted. In the middle of 
the afternoon session Lawyer Goff got even 
with Clerk Downing by requesting that the 
court direct the latter to empty out all the bal- 
lota in the jury box and refold them according 
to law. The court so ordered. 

Of the six jurymen obtained, three come from 
the Town of Hempstead, two from Jamaica, 
and the otherfrom Long Island City. Among 
the jurymen examined was one who lived five 
wiles from Jamaica and who said he had never 
heard of Mayor Gleason, the defendant. This 
nade even the court smile. Another of the 
jurymen never read the newspapers, saying that 
they did not dish up the news to his liking. 

The jurymen obtained are mostly farmers and 
look like an intelligent body of men. District 
Attorney Fleming is aided in the prosecution 
by Assistant District Attorney Cornelious. 

The case will be continued to-day. 





THOSE HAMILTON TREES. 


MR. POTTER STILL BELIEVES THE GREAT

Orlando B. Potter, in talking over the letter of 
Mr. William Wood, which appeared in yester-

THE MARKED BALLOTS IN. EAST FISH- 
KILL WERE CAST FOR REPUBLICANS. 


A mistake was made in the statements pub- 
lished in Tue ‘TIMES yesterday concerning a de- 
cision of Judge Pratt of the Supreme Court in 
the contested election case of Hasbrouck 
against Sherrill in Dutchess County. It was 
said:

“The point involved was the same one on which 
the Deane-Osborne Senatorial fight hingead—the 
casting of marked ballots by, Democrats. There 
were ae of these cast in East Fishkill for 
Frank Hasbrouck, the Democratic candidate for 
Treasurer, but they were thrown out y oe Board 
of Canvassers, and Isaac W. Sherrill, Republican, 
was declared elected by 17 majority.’’ 


There were eighteen marked ballots cast in 
East Fishkill, and they were counted for the 
Republican candidate for Treasurer, and, bein 
s0 counted, Mr. Shrerill was declared electe 
In the Deane-Osborne case the situation was 
the reverse; the marked ballots were thrown 
out in the Mylod returns which declared 
Osborne elected. In the Fishkill case Mr. Has- 
bronok obtained a wandamus to have these 
marked ballots rejected as having been marked 
for identification, and therefore “ void and of 
no efiect.” Judge Barnard quashed the man- 
damus on the ground that Mr. Hasbrouck had 
not traced each of the eighteen ballots to the 
individual voter, and had not shown the oor- 
rupt intent with which each voter had cast the 
marked ballot. From this decision Mr. Has- 
brouck appealed to the General Term. 

Judge Pratt’s decision in effect declares 
agaiust the action of the board in counting the 
marked ballots for the Republican candidate. 
The point involved was not “the casting of 
ballots. marked by Democrats” and the decision 
does not huld * that the Democrats were in the 
wrong,” but directly the reverse.

THE CONKLIN INVESTIGATION. 


A WITNESS ADMITS THAT HE TESTI- 
FIED FALSELY. 


The investigation of the Central Park Menag- 
erie, as managed by Superintendent William A. 
Conklin, was continued yesterday by Commis- 
sioners of Accounts Wahle and Daly. Most of 
the witnesses were unwilling or unable to give 
evidence bearing on the case, except under 
close cross-examination, and the progress was 
slow. 

Walter Bannister, alias Myers, admitted that 
his statements made on Wednesday had nearly 
all been incorrect. The animals which he 


had claimed were his in Central Park he had no 
interest in, he said, but Mrs. Conklin named the 
price at which they might be sold and took all 
the money received. She had directed nim, 
after the investigation began, to make outa 
list of them in his own notebook. She had told 
him to testify that the money paid to Mr. Conk- 
lin for their rental had been given to him and 
by him paid to Mrs. Conklin. He had never 
been paid a cent, he said, by Mr. Conklin. He 
had consulted Mrs. Conklin’s lawyers with ref- 
erence to taking the animals from the Park at 
her direction. 

The whole scheme by which he was to claim 
ownership, it was shown by Bannister’s testi- 
mony, had been devised since the investigation 
began. Bannister admitted that he had made 
incorrect statements the first day ne had been 
called, because he did not want to drag Mrs, 
Conklin’s name into the affair. He also correct- 
ed his testimony on other points. He said he 
had shipped meat from the Park to Cazenovia, 
where Mrs. Conklin’s animals had been kept, 
and bad once sold some pigeons to the Park for 
Mrs. Conklin. 

Manager Haas of “* The Country Circus ”’ pro- 
duced correspondence from Mr. Conklin about 
the renting of animais from the Park, and 
showed his checkbook, with stubs which indl- 
coated eye to E. Conklin. Mr. Haas said 
he paid the checks to E. Conklin because the 
bills were made out payable to that name. 

Thomas Donohue, an animal keeper, who 
testified that on various occasions elephants 
and otheranimals had been sent out of the Park, 
and William Van Valkenburgh, the property 
clerk at the Park, were the only other wit- 
nesses. 

Commissioner Wahle read a letter signed 
“* Several Members of the City Reform Club,” in 
which it was said that, unless the Commission- 
ers saw fit to lay the evidence against Mr. 
Conklin before the District Attorney and begin 
a suit to recover the amounts received, the City 
Reform Club would do so. ’ 

The investigation will be continued to-day at 
10:30 o'clock. Mr. Conklin, through his at- 
torney, has asked that, before being called to 
testify, he be given a copy of all the evidence 
previously taken.

SOME THINGS OF INTEREST TO 
BE SEEN IN MEXICO. 


BHOW PLACES THAT ARE HARDLY 
WORTH VISITING AND OTHERS LESS 
KNOWN THAT ARE—CHAPULTEPEC 
AND OUR LADY OF GUADALUPE. 


VIII. 

MEXI00, March 1.—I do not propose to pre- 
pare a guide-book for persons visiting Mexico, 
for that has been rendered unnecessary, but it 
may interest those who are going to make the 
visit, or who would like to make it, to know 
What there is to see in the country. I have al- 
ready tried to give some idea of its attractions 
and of the features of its life that are not at- 
tractions in a general sort of way. 

A person soon becomes used tothe general 
aspects of life in the City of Mexico and finds it 
easy to make his way about and see whatever 
hemay care to see. He gets accustomed to the 
prevailing costume—the everlasting zarape 
Wrapped around the shoulders and muffled 
about the neck, the conical hat of various 
grades, the slim trousers, also of various 
grades, but mostly thin and shabby, and the 
feet protected mainly by soles of leather bound 
about them with thongs. He gets used to the 
patient little donkeys who do so much of the 
fetching and carrying and to the *‘toting”’ about 
of all manner of truck and merchandise on the 
backs of mep. The streets cease to appear odd, 
unless one wanders off into the outskirts, where 
the long lines of stuccoed adobe cabins are much 
like those of other Mexican towns of the better 
grade. He gets used to the free-and-easy negli- 
gence of his hotel and rather likes it, but he is 
not likely to cease deploring the unsatisfactory 
quality of the restaurants at which he is forced 
to seek his nutriment. 

The objects of special interest in the city itself 
are not many after all. The Zocalo, the Alameda, 
and the Paseo speedily sinkin the mindof the 
visitor into ordinary city squares and a drive, 
rather better adorned than one often sees, and 
the churches pall with their repetitions of the 
game style of architecture characteristic of 
Spanish ecclesiastical structures of two or three 
hundred years ago, and one gots tired of going 
in to look at the ghastly images and paintings 
associated with the awful agony of the Cross, 
and is indanger of losing hie respect for the 
Wershippers, who are constantly stepping in 
and out and indulging in genuflections and 


crossing themselves. The cathedral begins to 
be suggestive of a great market place witb its 
different stalls, at which blessing and salvation, 
more or less genuine, are disposed of. From the 
east tower of the cathedral, to which one is ad- 
mitted for a real—reals and medios, pesos and 
centavos are the monetary nomenclature of the 
Peopie—a fair view is obtained of the city and 
its surroundings, including the great snow- 
sapped volcanoes of Popocatapetl and Iztacci- 
nat. 

The Government palace is not much to see, 
though there is a collection of historic portraits 
in its show room, the Hall of Ambassadors, but 
it is interesting to recall that it stands on the 
place where the palace of the Montezumas 
6tood and where the ensigns of Spanish power 
were displayed The National Museum is inter- 
esting solely for ita Aztec ana Toltec antiquities, 
and of course everybody muet visit it. The 
Gallery of the San Carlos School of Fine Arts 
contains hardly anything to excite admiration 
in return for the dollar charged to visitors, 
though there are a few examples of the old 
Spanish masters and a lot of crude work by the 
teachers and pupils of the school. The School 
of Mines is generally visited, but it is hardly 
worth the while. The mint, where the ugly 
Mexican dollars and other silver coin are struck, 
is open to visitors, and one is allowed to go 
about among the workmen and observe the proc- 
esses closely. 

Among the buildings to be looked at are cer- 
tain old palaces and convents transformed to 
other uses or places associated with historic 
events. One may look upon the house which 
Humboldt occupied in 1803, and that which the 
ill-fated Marshal Bazaine purchased under 
the delusion that the empire of Maximilian was 
to last. In the little cemetery of San Fernando 
one may look upon the tombs of the two olticers 
of high rank who were executed with Maxi- 
milian—Miramon and Mejia—as wellas upon the 
monument of Juarez. 

But peer the points of greatest interest 
are just outside the city. It is only about two 
miles and a half out to Chapultepec, at the west- 
ernend of the Paseo. One must go there for 
the sake of the association with the Mexican 
War, even though, as at present, (on account of 
repairs,) he cannot obtain a permit to go 
through the Presidential palace and the build- 
ings of the Military Academy, which crown the 
abrupt height. To look up or down the precipi- 
tous sides of the famous hill one would think its 
papture next to impossible if well defended. 
There is no motive except interest in history for 
extending the excursion in this direction to 
Molino del Ray and Cherubusco, but off on an- 
other line is the Noche Triste tree under which 
Cortes is said to have stopped to weep after the 
rout of his army by the Aztecs. One cannot 
doubt that it was quite atree even in 152 
when he looks upon the enormous gnarled trunk 
and the meagre and decepit branches of to-day. 
It looks like a forlorn but tough old relic of Az- 
teo days. 

The suburban excursion in no case to be 
Omitted is that to Guadalupe. Itis not that the 
treaty of Guadalupe Hidalgo was signed there. 
Of tbat there is no vestige or memory in the old 
town, but there is the shrine of our Lady of 
Guadalupe, reverenced all over Mexico and wor- 
Bhipped with special ceremony on the 12th of 
December. It is there that she appeared to old 
Juan Diego in order to persuade the Bishop to 
fear this ancient fane, upon which millions 
have been bestowed while the people beg, in- 
stead of delivering her message to the Bishop 
himself. It was a deal of trouble and caused 
some delay, but miracles nave need of obscurity 
and indirectness to be sufliciently imposing and 
at the same time credible. 

Did not Juan Diego gather blossoms from the 
bare and rugged rock where the little chapel 
now stands as a token and a proof to the doubt- 
ing Bishop of the miraculous mandate, and did 
not the Virgin’s pictured face appear upon the 
“tihua” in which he carried them! Ecce 
Bigna! The tihua itself, with the pictured face, 
is still kept in a glass case in the old cathedral, 
and devout experts declare thatthe face was 
depicted by no process known to modern art. 
What more convincing proof could you ask or 
have? Moreover, is there nota holy well, even 
unto this day, where the sacred foot of the Vir- 

in touched as Juan Diego bowed before her? 

ea, verily, and there is a costly chapel over it, 
and people come daily for the water and carry 
itaway in various receptacles. You can see it 
with your own eyes. And on the rugged little 
bill whens the flowers sprang up, lo! the mast 
and yards and sails of the vessel rescued later 
on by the same benign lady of Guadalupe in 
answer to the prayers and promises of the 
sailors, who carried these tokens of gratitude 
from the seacoast and set them up at the holy 
shrine, where they still stand incased in stone. 

But the old cathedral itself, and the chapels 
and shrines, are they nota testimony that the 
Virgin did appear andinduce their construc- 
tion, to the wonderment and the submission of 
the devout people? Surely there they all are, 
and great wealth has been lavished upon them, 
while everything else is poverty-stricken and 
you are besieged by beggars at every step. 

Go to Guadalupe and be impressed with the 
power of the Holy Catholic Ohurch as an en- 
gine for collecting revenue and inducing sub- 
mission to authority. 

Then, for the sake of contrast, go out to the 
Viga Canal and allow yourself to be rowed by 
the chaffering and vociferous boatmen over its 
slimy water to Santa Anita, where the so-called 
floating gardens or “ Chinampes” are to be 
seen. The gardens do not float, thouch there is 
a tradition that thoy did once upon a time. 
They are merely gardens in which vegetables 
and flowers are raised for the city markets, but 
the beds are divided by canals and the land is 
80 low that the soil seems to be almost atioat. 
But Santa Anita is a great place for the people 
to divert and disport themselves in the after- 
noon of Sundays and holidays, and they forget 
then all the solemnities of their Church and its 
sacred ehrines and relics. Still ofe can only 
conjecture these sports and diversions when he 
goes down upon av ordinary day merely to see 
the place. He only gets a boat ride over the 

tlimy canal and views the scene of the popular 
playgrounds. 

But to sec Mexico one must leave the capital 
cityand make longer excursions, traversing 
great stretches of country by railto get at the 
mountain scenery on the slopes to the ocean, 
and visiting some of the smaller towns and 
cities. A fair sample of the scenery can be 
found by going down toward Vera Cruz as far 
as Orizaba or Cordoba, and no more picturesque 
or attractive town to visit than Orizaba could 
be desired; but the new route to Tampico is said 
to penetrate the wildest and most imposing 
mountain scenery in the country —the grandest 
in the world, say the enthusiasts, but their rep- 
resentations are subjecttoeven a heavier dis- 
count than Mexican mouey. 

Still, I will not disparage the scenery of the 
Tampico route to the coast, because I have not 
seen it. To take itin, one must make a formi- 
dable trip from Mexico City. He must go up to 
Agues Calientes, about seventeen hours by rail; 
change for San Luis Potosi, six hours; wait 
there five hours, and take another all-night and 
ali-day journey. Before he gets through he will 
gee the scenery, but he will haveto go back or 
take to the sea. 

I have omitted the Tampico trip. Guadalajara 
is said to be the mode) city of Mexico for clean- 
liness, thrift, comfort, and general attractive- 
ness, es y for Americana, but it is off the 
main line of travel and it takes two days extra 
to visit, and I have concluded to accept the 
word of its admirers for ite ch»racter and repu- 
tation. Zacatecas, through which the Mexican 
Central runs, is picturesque to look at from the 
train, but it is a huge mining camp in the 

unt and is said to be one of the dirties 


RICHMOND'S MONUMENTS. 


NOW BEING BUILT TO GEN. AM- 


BROSE P. HILL. 


RICHMOND, Va., March 26.—Just on the north- 
} western outskirts of Richmond, and surrounded 
by the palatial homes of some of the richest 
men of this city, stands the granite pedestal 
upon which is to be placed the bronze statue 
of Gen. Ambrose P. Hill. The figure is the 
work of Mr. William L. Shepard of this city. It 
was castin New-York, and was received here 
a few days ago. It represents Gen. Lee’s old 
corps commander, standing erect, booted and 
spurred, and in an easy attitude. The statue 
and pedestal were paid for with money pre- 
sented by Major Lewis Ginter, the millionaire 
cigarette manufacturer here, and other ad- 
mirers of the brilliant commander of the 
“ Light Brigade.” The unveiling of the statue 
will probably take place on May 29, the day set 
apart as Hollywood memorial. The occasion 


will be an interesting one, and it is expected 
that many of Gen. Hill’s old soldiers will be 
present to take part in the ceremonies, The 
orator has not yet been selected, but ho is quite 
sure to be some distinguished Confederate of 
literary attainments. 

The site of the monument is one of the pret- 
tiest around Kichmond. It lies about a mile 
and a half from the corporate limits, and is at 
the intersection of Hermitage Road and Labur- 
num Avenue. The latter takes ite name from 
the splendid suburban home of Mr. Joseph 
Bryan, the owner of the Richmond 7imes anda 
capitalist largely identified with the West Point 
Terminal interest. Hermitage Road, as it is 
now known, was constructed during the war by 
the Confederate Government. Over its beaten 
track thousands of Southern soldiers traveled 
during the four years’ struggle to conflicts from 
which many of them never returned. The local- 
ity is somewhat remote, and few of the urban 
pedestrians will ever see the Hill monument. 
Hermitage Road is quite a popular drive, and 
those who can afford to sit behind high steppers 
will often pass the spot on bright afternoons. 

Richmond and its suburbs now contain more 
monuments to Southern soldiers than any city 
in the South. A mile anda haif away from the 
Hill pedestal stands the magnificent equestrian 
statue of Gen. Robert E. Lee. Just south of the 
latter andin Hollywood Cemetery is the hand- 
some shaft over the grave of Gen. George E. 
Pickett. On the Capitol Square is the bronze 
figure to Stonewall Jackson. 

Another, and probably the most conspicuous 
memorial to the valor of Southern soldiers is 
the granite pyramid in course of erection on 
Libby Hill Park. This is dedicated to the pri- 
vate soldiers and sailors of the Confederate 
Army. It will probably be the most unique 
monumentin the country. It will be composed 
of granite blocks furnished by each of the 
States which comprised the Confederacy. The 
monument, which is expected to be completed 
this Fall, will be 90 feet high. Upon its summit 
ia to be placed the bronze tigure of a Confeder- 
ate private soldier. This shaft was designed by 
Mr. Ezekiel, formerly of this city and latterly 
of Cincinnati, but now living in Rome. The Vir- 
ginia Legislature, at its recent session, appro- 
priated $3,000 to buy the capstone of this 
pyramid. 

Besides these monuments, there is in Monroe 
Park a bronze statue of Gen. William C. Wick- 
ham, a well-known Confederate Brigadier. 
This was unveiled Oct. 29 of last year. 

The body of Gen. J. E. B. Stuart, the dashing 
Southern cavalry commander, is buried in Hol- 
lywood Cemewry. No monument has ever been 
erected over his grave, but steps have been 
taken and an association formed to construct a 
suitable nemorial somewhere in this city. The 
site of this has not yet been selected. Gen. 
Stuart was killed near Yellow Tavern in Brooke 
Road, about seven miles northwest of this city. 
Upon this spot a plain marble shaft was several 
years ago erected. This, however, was simply 
a ae to mark the place where he met his 
death. 

It is not settled that the monument proposed 
to be erected to ex-President Davis will be lo- 
cated here, though Richmond people are doing 
their beat to have this done. Mra. Davis and 
her family have expressed a preference for this 
city, and their wishes in the matter will, no 
doubt, be complied with. The body of Mr. 
Davis will be brought here and interred in Hol- 
lywood Cemetery in aspot already selected by 
Mrs. Davis. The removal will probably take 
place some time next Fall or Winter.

Juries 
have been formed in most of the Italian capi- 
tals. From the bulletin dated March the fol- 
lowing may be quoted verbatim: 

“The building alterations in the Crystal Palace 
from the design of the Building Committee has been 
granted and is already in full operation. 

“The promised assistance of the Bavarian Gov- 
ernment has been delivered these days to the Presi- 
dents of the Munich Society of Artists. 

“The town of Munich, in consideration of the im- 
portance of the undertaking, will also subscribe a 
considerable sum to the original funds. 

“Without exaggeration it can be predicted thet 
the coming exhibition will be the finest that has as 
yet taken place.”

stores, and the patrons—that it was ntinued. [ 
am credibly informed thatthe plan as carried out in 
Brooklyn is not considezed a success. 

The Mercantile Library of New-York has an up- 
town and a down-town branch. Toeach of these 
branches two daily deliveries of books are made from 
the main library. In addition to this, the library has 
a@ system of delivering books at members’ residences. 
For 5 cents members can purchase orders ready for 
matling. By this plan books nay be ordered through 
the mails. Without additional charge, messengers 
deliver the books ordered at the member's residence 
and take back the books which are to be returned to 
the library. 

It has been demonstrated that this system is much 
more popular than having delivery stations.

LORD SALISBURY’S POSITION ANSWERED 
AND A STRONG INTIMATION THAT 
AMERICAN RIGHTS WILL BE PRO- 
TECTED AT ALL HAZARDS. 


WASHINGTON, March 24.—At the conclusion of 
the executive sossion of the Senate to-day the 
correspondence received yesterday from the 
President relative to Bering Sea was made pub- 
lic.

BRITISH LEGATION, WASHINGTON, i 
March 19, 1892. 

Sire: On receipt of your note of Sth inst. I imme- 
diately telegraphed to the Marquis of Salisbury the 
substance of its contents, in accordance with the re- 
gas which you expressed on behalf of the Presi- 

ent, and I have now the honor to inform you that [

Lord Salisbury again points outthat the informa- 
tion in the possession of her Majesty’s Governinent 
does not lead them to believe that another year’s

would have an undoubted ground of complaint if the 
British claim should be upheld by the arbitrators. 
Moreover, there is no security that the arbitration 
will be concluded before the sealing season of 1893. 
Thus an arbitration between Great Britain, the 
United States, and Portugal, which has already oc- 
cupied four years, is atill pending.

In view of all the above considerations, it appears 
to her Majesty’s Government that it would be more 
equitable to provide that sealing in Bering Sea shall 
continue, on the condition that the owner of every 
sealing vessel shall give security for satisfying any 
damages which the arbitrators may adjudge.

MR. WHARTON TO SIR JULIAN PAUNCEFOTE. 


DEPARTMENT OF STATE, : 
WASHINGTON, March, 22, 1892. 

Sm: I am directed by the President to say that 
your note, dated the 19th inst. and delivered on the 
20th inst., (Sunday, ) has had his immediate attention, 
in view of what he deems to be the extreme urgency 
and gravity of the matter under discussion. ‘ihe 
urgency grows out of the fact that much further pro- 
traction of this disoussion will make any modus that 
may be agreed upon ineffectual to protect the inter- 
ests of the United States and will give to the Cana- 
dian sealers practical immunity by reason of the im- 
possibility of communicating to them the agreed 
restrictions. 

Itis known to this Government that the sealers 
have hastened their departure to escape notice of 
a possible modus, and thatevery day almost adds to 
the fleet that must now be overhauled at sea. Al- 
ready forty-seven Canadian vessels have cleared for 
the a (as against thirty-one at the 
same date last year) and are engaged in following up 
and destroying the seal herds. These vessels will, if 
not stopped and turned back at the passes, go into 
the Bering Sea and pursue to the very shores of our 
islands the slaughter of the mother seais seeking tho 
accustomed rookeries to be delivered of their young. 
This isacrime against nature. This Government 
expects to show, if the arbitration proceeds, that 
female seals constitute the larger per cent. of the 
catch of the pelagic sealers. 

That in view of this serious and confident conten- 
tion of this Government, his Lordship should assume 
that another year’s suspension of such sealing is not 
necessary “to prevent an undue diminutivn of tho 
seal heards,” and should insist that, ponding an 
arbitration, it shall fe on precisely as if no arbitra- 
tion had been agreed upon, is as surprising as it is 
disappointing. 

If her Majesty’s Government so little respects the 
claims and contentions of this @overnment as to be 
unwilling to forbear for a single season to disregard 
them, the Presideut cannot understand why Lord 
Salisbury should Nave proposed and agreed to give 
to those claims the dignity and standing which a 
reference to a high court of arbitration implies. 
From the moment an arbitration was agreed upon, 
neither party was at liberty to disregard the conten- 
tions of the other. 

It must be assumed that the sincere purpose of the 
two Governments was to promote peace and good 
will, but if, pending the arbitration, either deals 
with the subject of it nag | poo the basis of its own 
contention, and in utter disregard of the claims of 
the other, this friendly end is not only not attained, 
bata new sense of injury and injustice is added, 
even if it sbould be found possible to proceed with 
an arbitration under such conditions, For it must 
not be forgotten that, if her Majesty’s Government 

proceeds during the sealing season upon the basis of 
fs contention as to the rights of the Canadian seal- 
ers, no onoice is left to this Government but to i. 
ceed upon the basis of its contident contention, that 

elagic sealing in the Bering sea is an intraction of 
ts jurisdiction and property rights. His Lordship 
will hardly fail to see this. 

Herein, in the opinion ofthe President, consists 
the gravity of the present situation, and he is not 
willing to be found in any degree responsible for the 
results that may follow the insistence by eitber 
Government during this season upon the extreme 
rights claimed by it. In his opinion, it would dis- 
credit in the eyes of the world the two —— Gov- 
ernments involved if the paltry profits in a single 
season should be allowed w thwart or even disturb 
the honorable and friendly adjustment of their dif- 
ferences, which is so nearly concinded; but if his 
Lordship shall adhere to his refusal to unite with us 
in prompt and effective measures to stop pelagic 
sealing, and shall insist _—. free sealing for British 
subjects, the question as it affects this Government 
is no longer one of pecuniary loss or gain, but one of 
honor and respect. 

This Government, notwithstanding the fact that 
its right to take seals upon the Pribilof Islands 1s 
uudisputed and wholly uninvolved in the arbitra- 
tion, has proposed to take no protit from the island 
catch, bat to limit the taking of seals to the necessi- 
ties of the natives of those islands, and it cannot 
consent that, with indemnity or without, the con- 
tested rights of British subjects to catch seals in the 
Bering Sea shall be exercised pending the arbi- 
tration. 

The President finds it difficult to believe that Lord 
Salisbury is serious in proposing that this Govern. 
ment shall take separate bonds from the owners of 
about 100 Canadian sealing vessels to indemnify it 
for the injury they may severally inflict upon our 
jurisdiction or property, and must decline to discuss 
@ suggestion Which only his respect for Lord Salis- 
bury and his belief that his Lordship has a due -- 

reciation of the gravity of this discussion enable 

im to treat with seriousness, 

We should doubtless have to pursue and capture 
upon the sea many of the owners of those vessels to 
secure the bonds suggested, and, as the condition is 
to be that the obligors shall pay ‘‘any damages 
which the arbitrators may adjudge,’’ whiie the treaty 
gives the arbitrators no power to adjudge any dam. 
ages, the transaction would be without risk to ihe 
obligors and of no value tous. This Government 
cannot consent to have what it believes to be its 
rights destroyed or impaired pending their determi- 
uation by an agreed tribunal, however adequate the 
security offered. 

The reference in my last note to the inconsistency 
of her Majesty’s Government in denying responai- 
bility for the acts of the Canadian sealers was not 
intended to suggest a willingness on our part under 
any circumstances to see our property converted 
into a claim for damages, and particularly as such a 
claim cannot now be heard or determined by the 
arbitrators without a reformation of the treaty, for 
his Lordship must remember that, while he now of- 
fers what he mistakeuiy calls ** security for satisfy- 
ing any damages which the arbitrators may udge,’”’ 
he has already carried his point im the treaty that 
the arbitrators shall have no jurisdiction to award 
any damages. 

As to his Lordship’s suggestion that Canadian seal- 
ers may have some claim for compensation if Great 
Britain shall restrain pelagio seaijng, the President 
directs me to say that he is not able to see how the 
citizens or subjects vf either of the treaty powers 
can, by any rule of law or equity, support any claim 
a sinet their respective Governments growiog out 
of such necessary trade restraints as the Govern- 
ments may lawfully impose to promote the larger 
conditions of the public good and international peace. 

The suggestion that the conclusions of the Board 
of Arbitration may not be reached and announced in 
time to govern the conduct of the parties during the 
season of 1893 is, I think, fully provided against by 
the treaty iteelf. 

His Lordship is mistaken as to the time that has 
elapsed - 4 the signing of the Delagoa Bay agree- 
ment with Portugal It is not four years old, but 
toss than one, the date of signing being June 13, 
1891 


If the present treaty is promptly ratified and ex- 
changed our mutal interest would be an ample 
guarantee against delay. The President has found 
no obstacle in the way of such a consummation ex- 
cept the belief, now unfortunately prevaient here, 
that the refusal of Great Britain to agree to the 
preservation of the status quo of the property during 
the arbitration, ant her insistence that pelagic seal- 
ing shall go on tothe injury, if not destruction, of 
our rights, largely defeats the object of the treaty. 

The President directs me to say, in conclusion, 
that the modus of last year is the least that this Gov- 
ernment can accopt. ln reason, the reatraints, after 
a treaty of arbitration, should be more absolute, not 
less. 6 does not desire to protract this discussion, 
and having pow in the most friendly spirit sub- 
mitted the considerations which support the just 
demand of this Government, that the propert 
which is the subject of an agreed arbitration shail 
not be subject to spoliation nding the arbitration, 
he expresses the hope that Lord Salisbury will give 
a prompt and friendly assent to renew the modus. 

Re resident will hear with regret that her Maj- 
esty’s Government continues to assert a right to deal 
with this subject precisely as if no provision had been 
made for a settlement of the dispute, and in that 
event this Government, as has already been pointed 
out, will be compelled to deal with the subject upon 
the same basis and to use every means in its power 
to protect from destruction or serious injury preperte 
ant jurisdictional rights which it has long claim 
and enjoyed.

A COMPARISON BETWEEN SOME PERMA- 
NENT RECEIPTS AND EXPENDITURES

The startling fact whith appears upon the 
first analysis of the sources of the national rev- 
enue is that what are known as the miscella- 
neous permanent receipts of the Government, 
which are derived from other sources than the 
ordinary internal and customs taxes, aver- 
Aging $25,000,000 a year, when combined with 
the revenue from domestic and imported liquors 

__ and tobacco, sufficed to cover within 2 small 
fraction al the expenditures of the Govern- 
ment of every name and nature except tho dis- 

“ Pursements for pensions in the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1891, and will more than suifice 
for the same purposes in the present fiseal year, 

which will terminate June 30, 1892. 

In other words, the revenue derived from 
miscellaneous permanent receipts is now in ex- 
oess of the interest on the public debt, and the 
revenue from liquors ard tobacco is now in ex- 
coss of the disbursements fer the civil service— 
the judiciary, the army, the navy, public build- 
ings, fortifications, the construction of naval 
vessols, rivers, harbors, the support of Indians, 
and even the probably unconstitutional and 
wholly tnlawful misappropriation of the reve- 
mue to bounties to sugar planters and mapie- 
Bree tapperts. 

In dealing with the figures of this account we 
may first put down what are called the miscel- 


Janeous permanent receipts. They consist of 
the sales of public lands, consular fees, interest 
in part recovered, and contributions to the sink- 
ing fund of the Pavific Raitways, incomes from 
trust funds for soldiers’ homes, sales of Govern- 
merit property, taxes on property in the District 
of Colambia, projits on coinage, aud some other 
gmail matters; to which may be added bank 
taxes, taxes on oleomargarine, and other inter-

iquora, tobacco, and miscellaneous permanent 
revenues, will yield at least $15,000,000 in ex- 
cess of all charges except pensions. This sum 
will more thau cover bounties on sugar if the 
Bupreme Court permite such bounties to be paid. 

The revenue from customs, after deducting 
that derived from liquors and tobacoce, may 
therefore be dealt with as the source from which 
pensions are to be paid.

This excess may be applied to additions to 
the free list, as we are far in advance of the re- 
nirements of the sinking fund for reduction of 
ebt. ; 

In dealing with the Government account the 
Simplest way is to pay no regard to what are 
called the requirements of the Sinking Fund act. 
It provides for nothing but a sort of hocus- 
pocus or juggle in bookkeeping or in the meth- 
od of keeping the national accounts. As a mat- 
ter of tact, the framers of the act never dreamed 
of the rapid payment of our debt; the liquida- 
tion is already far in advance of what they 
wished to secure. 

In dealing with this excess, consideration 
may be given to the classification of dutiable 
imports with reference to their use, and for this 
purpose we may reverse the customary order, 
placing the articles which may be rightly sub- 
ject to revenue duties at the head.

EDWARD Dh LIMA FOUND. 


FAMILY NOTIFIED FROM PARIS 
THAT HE IS SAFE, 


On Jan. 5 Edward de Lima, a member of the 
importing houss of D. A. de Lima & Ce., 63 
William Street, mysteriously vanished from 
New-York City and for two months and a half 
his relatives and friends were in total ignorance 
of his whereabouts. Very recently, however, 
one of the family received a cable dispatch from 
afriend in Paris saying, * Edward safe; will 
write.”’ 

The last seen of Mr. de Limain this city was 
when he left the Langham at Fifth Avenue and 
Fifty-seecond Street, where he lived with his 
mother, sister, brother, and brother-in-law, on 
the morning of Jan. 5 avout 9 o'clock, when it 
Was supposed be was going to hisoffice. He did 
not go there, hewever, and the frat theory en- 
tertained by his relatives was that he bad gone 
to the Bremen steamer Trave to see some 
friends off, and, while bidding them good-bye, 
had been carried away. This theory was de- 
molished when the Trave reached Southampton, 
for he was not aboard. 

Another explanation was that young de Lima 
had wandered off in a fitof mental aberration. 
When he was at Harvard he suffered from nerv- 
ous complications, and he had taken a South 
American trip for relief. Rumors to the effect 
that be had gone abroad with some woinan were 
disbelieved by his friends, for his previous Hfo 
= it impossible to accept such an explana- 
tion. 

The cablegram is all that Mr. de Lima's 
friends have heard of him since his disappear- 
ance, but they are confident the letter now on 
its way will tully explain everything.

VERDICT OF NOT GUILTY.

THAT WAS THE OUTCOME OF THE RAM- 
SEY MURDER TRIAL, 


The jury which heard the trialef David H. 
Ramsey, charged with shooting bis wife in May, 
1890, after being out all night, returned a ver- 
dict of acquittal at 11:30 yesterday morning.

four who favored acquittal succeeded in per- 
suading the other eight to their view. 

Lawyer George F. Elliott, whose conduct of 
the defense was remarkable for its vigor, 
thanked Judge Martine for his eourtesy during 
the trial, and the Judge, after listening to bim, 
made the fellowing reply: 

“TI feel bound to say, Mr. Elliott, that you are 
entitled to be congratulated on the result of the 
trial. 1 confess that the evidence led me to ex- 
pect a different result. [am sorry to be com- 
pelled to say thatit is exceedingiy lamentable 
that juries are inclined to give great encourage- 
ment by their verdicts to this partioular class of 
crimes—common shooting affrays. The natural 
result isseen on every side of us) Such crimes 
are growing more numerous daily, and, in my 
judgment, blame must be placed upon the ju- 
rors who reftise to act upon the evidence and 
who travel outside of it to find excuse for their 
verdict. 

“The jury has become a nursery of such 
crimes.” : 

After the jury was discharged Judge Martine 
said that he regarded the verdict as wholly un- 
warranted. 


LARD INSPECTION. 


HIS 





TWO PROPOSITIONS SUBMITTED TO MEM- 
BERS OF THE TRADE. 


The special committee of the lard trade of the 
Produce Exchange which has been investigat- 
ing the many complaints against the present 
system of inspecting and weighing lard has 
finally agreed upon two propositions which it 
offers for the consideration of the members of 
the trade. It asks them to send in expressions 
of opinion on the subject on or before March 31. 

The first proposition for an amendment of the 
rules provides that a schedule of rates be fixed 
by the trade, permitting, however, a charge in 
excess cf the schedule when arrangements are 
made between dealers and (nspectors; that cer- 
tificates of weight shall not be given except for 
lard actually weighed and inspected atthe ware- 
houses or termini of transportation companies, 
the date of inspection being clearly shown, and 
that no Inspector shall guarantee weights or 
quality of lard for any delivery beyond the date 
of actual weighing audinspection. Provision is 
made, also, for enforcing the rules and punish- 
ing violations of them. 

The alternative proposition is for the estab- 
lishment of a system of official inspection under 
the direction of an Inspectorin Chief, appointed 
by the Exchange, who shall give a bond of 
$25,000 and shall not engage in other business 
while holding his office. 





TRUOKS ON FIFTH AVENTVE. 

There are a great many people in New-York 
who would like to know what has become of 
Senator Cantor’s bill prohibiting trucks and 
merchandise vans from using Fifth Avenue as 
a thoroughfare. The bill has been read twice 
and referred to the Committee on Cities, and it 
seems to be the intention of the committee to 
throttie it by not reporting it. 

It has been suid both at Albapy and in New- 
York that the reason why the bill has been 
pigeonholed is that this treatmont of it has 
been iu accordance with the wishes of those 
persons who are anxious to ruin Fifth Avenue 
by building a atreet railway in it.

How thoroughly the stook market isin the 
hands of the traders was well illustrated yester- 
day and to-day. Yesterday everything declined 
ot the possibility of trouble with Great Britain 
over Bering Sea matters, and also on the uncer- 
tainty about the future of silver. To-day’s news 
Was even more warlike, the British fleet being 
onits way to northern waters, and the silver 
question was certainly no less complicated. 
Still, prices advanced, and were at times even 
buoyant. The truth 1%, the only interestin the 
market is that of the professional trader, and he 
is well content with fluctuations of a point or 
less. Yesterday he worked for the decline, and 
to-day he was on the other side of the market. 

The industrial stocks were again the feature. 
Sugar closed % higher. Distilling and Cattle 
Feeding, which has been neglected for many 
weeks, jumped into prominencos once more and 
scored a net gain of 153 points. Cordage made 
an exceptional advance of 24 points, on heavy 
trading, and Chicago Gas recovered 1% points 
of its recent loss. There was absolutely no 
hews abont any of these properties, and tlre 
fluctuations were due entirely to manipula- 
tion. 

Reading was quite heavily dealt in at advanc- 
ing figures, some one having started a story that 
Gov. Abbett had signed the bil] legalizing tho 
coal deal. Of course this was without founda- 
tion, but before the truth was known not only 
Keading but the other coal stocks had scored 
sharp advances, In the last half hour some of 
the advance was lost. Northern Pacific pre- 
ferred was under pressure all day, but it closed 
only 4s lower than yesterday. 

The generallist was only fractionally changed, 
but most ot the changes were advances.
